Experts quibble over 1

Vincent Silluzio, director of Research 
and Plannning for the School Department, 
recently issued elementary school 
enrollment projections eetimates up to 
1980, a change from his previous release of 
statistical information. 

Silluzio was urged to respond by a 
challenge of his projections in his 
February, 1974, study called, “Declining 
Enrollment and School District 
Organization." 

Frances Korten, of Erie Ave. in the Hyde 
School district, a professional in the 
population field working for the Inter¬ 
national Committee for the Management 
of Population Programs, submitted a 
challenge to Silluzio's statistics at the 
declining enrollment committee's public 
hearing in November. 

Horten's challenge 

Mrs. Korten criticized Silluzio's study 
because it only made enrollment 
projections through 1977. 

She understood that Silluzio “declined to 
look further ahead as this would involve 
estimates based on unborn children — 
estimates considered too risky to make." 

Korten stressed it is important to look 
beyond 1977 since school closing decisions 
may have long-term effects, and said such 
estimates can be made “based on existing 
relevant facts." 

She claims the number of children born 
in the next 15 years can be estimated by 
using the number of childbearing women 
who are already born for the 15-year 
period, and the fertility rate 


Her report stated the “peak 
reproductive years in an educated 
population such as Newton's ... (is) the 
age group of 25-34." 

Mrs. Korten said Newton "is about to 
have an 'echo' effect’” as the children born 
during the baby boom of the late 1940's and 
early 1950's reach peak reproductive age. 

Her study notes that in 1960, Newton had 
5,164 women between the ages of 25 and 34, 
and only 5,061 in this group in 1970, but "it 
is probable that in 1980 there will be well 
over 8000 such women." 

Apparently considering the recently 
declining fertility rate, she said that even 
though each of these 8000 or more women 
may have fewer babies than the 5,164 
women in 1960, “the total babies in 
Newton, and consequently the total 
number of children entering the school 
system, is likely to be greater.” 

She backs up this conclusion by drawing 
from statistics from the U.S. Office of 
Education. 

She wrote,"By 1983 there will be slightly 
more 5-year-olds in the population than 
there were in 1970, and their numbers are 
likely to rise throughout the decade of the 
1980's as the post-war generation continues 
in its peak reproductive years." 

Silluzio’s response 

Silluzio’s 19-page response to Korten's 
report begins by summarizing her points, 
and notes that she did not use information 
available in his October, 1974, study, 
"Enrollment and Demographic Analysis." 

This study showed that from 1970 to 1974, 


980 births 

the number of women between ages 25 and 
34 increased 17.8 per cent to 5,960, but the 
number of births during these four years 
decreased 34.5 per cent from 1,020 to 666. 

Thus Silluzio wrote, “ . . .the 
’mushrooming' of the number of women in 
the ‘peak reproductive' age group... has 
already begun, but has had, as yet, little 
effect on the number of children born." .. 

Silluzio’s second main point of contention 
with Korten's report was her prediction of 
more than 8000 women in the peak 
reproductive age group in Newton in 1980. 
He refers to U.S. Census data that shows 
for th e last 30 years out-migration of 
Newton men and women betwween the 
ages of 15-24 and 25-34. Silluzio sum¬ 
marized this. "Apparently, after com¬ 
pleting their education, increasing large 
numbers of Newton young people leave the 
city, raise their families elsewhere, and 
are not replaced by an equal number of 
people in the same age group.” Over the 20 
years until 1970, the average out-migration 
in this age group is 22 per cent. Subtracting 
this percentage from the 8,902 women in 
the 15-24 age group in 1970, Silluzio figures 
"just under 7000 women" would be in the 
peak reproductive age in 1980. 

Using the present fertility rate in 
Newton applied to the 7000 projected 
women gives a birth estimate for 1980 of 
721 children’ Silluzio wrote. 

Using a new fertility rate for just the 25- 
34 age group in 1980, a high estimate of 913 
births is obtained.

City planning process 
almost at standstill 


The comprehensive plan, as mandated 
by the 1971 city charter, does not exist and 
cannot until at least 1980, City Planner 
Charles Thomas admitted to the City 
Planning Committee this week. 

The problem apparently is money. 

Thomas said he has submitted a request 
to be included in the 1975-76 fiscal-year 
budget for four professionals at a cost of 
$71,000 a year after increases. The four 
additional personnel will work exclusively 
on various aspects of the comprehensive 
plan. 

A comprehensive plan means different 
things to different people, but is generally- 
understood to mean a document or 
documents that will describe the goals and 
objectives for the city in the fields of land 
use, including zoning, housing, future 
development, and the like. 

The form of a comprehensive plan used 
to be that of a single book outlining the 
pattern of progress for a community. 

More modern thinking, according to 
Thomas, recognizes that such a single 
document may gathered be obsolete 
before all the data are and published. 

Further, Thomas says in his 1973 
"background paper" on the com¬ 
prehensive planning process, the 
“systems called, approach," as it is has 
introduced the concept that planning must 
be an ongoing process. 

Together with the ongoing process, there 
must be citizen participation, Thomas 
says, so he has proposed a blend of citizen 
participation “a structured set of staff 
activities." 

Thomas said this week that he will have 
a package to present to the Board of

The revelation that the Planning 
Department is behind in preparing the 
comprehensive plan as required by the 
city charter should not have been a sur¬ 
prise. 

The extent to which the Planning 
Department has fallen behind is a sur¬ 
prise. 

The work asked of the department by- 
other departments has increased several 
times, and although the staff has also been 
greatly increa&ed, it cannot perform the 
outside functions it is called on to do. 

For the comprehensive plan, the 
Planning Department has had the services 
of only one full-time person on housing for 
one year and one full-time person on 
populationfor nine months. 

Thomas has had good supportin his 
budget requestsfrom the administration u 
City Hall, and the mayor seems to think 
the world of Thomas' work. 

Why then did it take a resolution from 
two aldermen to pry out of him the fact 
that there is no chance of ever having a 
comprehensive plan unless he can add four 
people to his staff at a fairly acceptable 
figure of $71,000 per year ? 

Some aldermen undoubtedly will 
question the need for the new personnel, 
but it seems fairly clear that, for whatever 
reason, there will be no comprehensive 
plan until the Planning Department staff is 
augmented. 

The money being requested for this will 


Aldermen "within the next three weeks" 
that will outline in greater detail his 
outline of what he considers the com¬ 
prehensive planning process. 

As reported at the City Planning 
Committee this week by Thomas, the 
comprehensive plan will consist of a cycle 
of studies and reports on of land use, 
housing and so on. 

Two studies that have been under way, a 
ousing inventory and a study of population 
trends, were due in 1973 and 1974 but have 
not yet been completed. 

Thomas explained that these are 
components of the plan from which the 
land use plan will ultimately derived. . 
Aid. Susan Schur to Thomas commented 
that she was "amazed to hear you say that 
you are starting from scratch" on the 
comprehensive plan. 

Thomas denied that he is starting from 
scratch. 

Aid. Schur also commented that she was 
disappointed that a land-use plan appears 
in Thomas' timetable to be deferred until 
1978. 

She questioned whether the ad¬ 
vancement of the land use plan to an 
earlier date might now free some of the 
man-hours now spent in the Planning 
Department on evaluation of land use 
petitions and on preparing reports for the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Aid. White added that "for our (the 
Board's) benefit it would be good to know 
what the general pattern of the city should 
be." 

Thomas maintained that the housing and 
population studies must be completed 
first. 


come out of the money coming to the city 
from the Housing and Community- 
Development Act, and so will cut down by 
$71,000 the amount that can be spent on 
other housing and development programs. 

Planning Director Charles Thomas has 
indicated that he will need additional 
administrative personnel. Whether they 
are to come from the four new people was 
not made clear, but what did come through 
clearly is that he has realized that ad¬ 
ministration is a necessary complication. 

Some aldermen will probably question 
the decision to spend time on a bicycle 
path, with its accompanying graphics, and 
on an aqueduct-loop pathway, when 
comprehensive planning was in such a 
sorry condition. 

But others will say that the aesthetics of 
a city are as necessary to the quality of life 
as land use planning. 

Nearly everyone will question why the 
mayor, when asked about a com¬ 
prehensive plan, repeatedly said that 
Thomas was making good progress toward 
a comprehensive plan. 

The package that Thomas will present to 
the Board "within three weeks" (three 
weeks ago it was to be presented within 
two weeks) will outline Thomas' view of 
tne comprehensive planning process and 
will show the cyclical nature of the 
process. 

The package will also demonstrate 
Thomas' nontraditional views of com¬ 
prehensive planning, which seemed in 
effect to say at the meeting not to expect a 
comprehensive "comprehensive plan." 


Asked whether the expected computer 
programs for storing and analyzing 
gathered statistics by the Planning 
Department have been done, Thomas 
answered, “There are no computer 
programs in existence. Data Processing is 
supposed to have done it and they 

Aid. Schur urged the committee to 
recognize the need for development of a 
comprehensive plan and to urge the full 
Board to support Thomas' request for an 
increased budget. 

She added that there should be a 
deadline of five years from now for the 
completion of the comprehensive plan. 

Thomas said, "Whem I came here two 
years ago there was no comprehensive 
planning process ” 

Schur responded, "1 got the impression 
all along that we were in it. So did a lot of 
other people."

Why is planning overdue? 


Victory Field housing 
again under discussion

Nearly four years after the Board of 
Aldermen made clear its intent to have 
four low-income housing units built on city- 
owned land in Nonantum, efforts are being 
made to scuttle the project. 

There has been no public housing for 
low-income families built in the city yet. 

I The closest the Housing Authority has 
come is the Beaconwood Road units now 
under construction, but delayed by site 
problems. 

Resurgence of opposition to the Housmg 
Authority's construction of four family 
units on what is left of Victory Field at 
California and Rustic Streets occurred 
during City Planning Committee 
discussion of an offer for adjoining land by 
American legion post Post 440 this week. 

In 1970 the city sold moet of Victory 
Field to the Legion to build a new post 
building, incorporating rooms for com- 
zunity facilities. The remainder of the 
land, some 46,000 square feet, was kept by 
the city. 


In 1971 the Board resolved that 14,000 
feet be used for housing and the remainder 
for recreation purposes. 

It had been the stated intent of Post 440 
to lease the 32,000 feet remaining and 
construct a park for small children and 
elderly persons as a gesture of gratitude to 
the city. 

Last year the post realized that the 114 
parking spaces on its property fell far 
short of the number needed for its building 
and offered the city 25 cents a square foot 
(now upped to 50 cents) for the 32,000-foot 
parcel fronting on California Street. 

The post's plan is to increase the parkinq 
by 58 spaces, make a smaller park (160 by 
40 feet) between the parking area and the 
site for the four units of housing, and 
create a 20-foot-deep grass strip between 
the parking area and California Street. 

Although the item before the City 
Planning Committee was merely whether 
the land should be sold, the whole question 
of whether housing should be built in that 
location was resurrected, over the ob-

Poet Worth publishes 'Of Earth'

When Douglas Worth was 18, he won 
third prize in the Seventeeen Magazine 
poetry contest. 

This year he will be 35 and he has his 
first book of poetry published, called, "Of 
Earth." 

Worth has been an English teacher at 
Meadowbiook Junior High School for the 
past five years, and the youths and the 
experiences of teaching here and five 
years previously in New York City private 
schools contributed are expressed in part 
of the last section of his 78-page 
book,called "Widening Circles." 

The paperback book is published by 
William Bauhan, Dublin, N.H., sells for 
$3.95, and is available in local bookstores. 

Worth grew up in Swarthmore, N.Y., 
and graduated from Swarthmore College 
with a B.A. in English and a minorB . in 
music’ and has an M.A. in American 
literature from Columbia University. 

Music was an important creative outlet 
for hun during college . 

" There were some feelings 1 could 


express on the saxophone that I couldn’t 
put down in words. Now the same feelings 
of beauty and tragedy are in my poetry," 
Worth said. 

During the past 10 years in which the 
poems in the book were written, the poet 
said, "The style started with sonnets and 
rhyming verse, and moved toward free 
verse, and includes some surrealistic 
ullages which have no real logic, but make 
emotional sense." 

Worth pointed to an example of his 
surrealism in "Cupid,”the first poem in 
the book. 

“ Once prying open my chest I found a 
nest of throbbing tarnished pearls.” 

In the first section of the book entitled 
“Ixive Sequence," is a short work called, 
"OMy Hands during Your Absence." 

"In company they slip away to sulk in 
my pockets or mock my words drawing 
aimless patterns of smoke. Here in the 
apartment they drift from object to object 
unable to focus their desire. Nothing they 
touch is at home. “ 

The second section of the book is “Notes 
from an Unborn Father," which he wrott; 


in the months before and after the birth of 
his son Colin, who Ls now about 4 years old 
arid is on the cover photograph of the book 
with his father. 

Worth's poem called "Profession' 1 in the 
third section seems to summarize the 
intense questions that confront hi m as a 
poet-teacher. " 

First he questions the meaning of 
"Junior High Level." He said at an in¬ 
terview that this age-group of children 
categorized, but each is an individual at a 
different stage of sensitivity and maturity. 

Second, he questions politicians who 
have"the gall to say they will preserve the 
country’s honor from stain by dropping 
2000 tons of bombs." 

In his teaching, he tries to get his 
students to get closer to the real meanings 
of words, and to avoid using cliches. Worth 
said when he writes, he "looks deeply" 
within himself "to express my feeling of 
human condition."’ 

He said he tries to teach his students to 
uo the same thing without berg tritein a 
style that will be their own.

Fineberg given 
grant for work 
in diabetes 

Dr. Samuel E. Fineberg of 6 
Sterns St., Newton Centre, 
recently was awarded a $37,500 
research grant from the Public 
Health Service for work at 
Boston University Medical 
Center.

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Murder-suicide 
investigation ends 


Beckman files nine bills 
for consumer protection 


Newton Police have closed 
their investigation of the 
murder-suicide in Auburndale 
on Christinas Eve that resulted 
in the death of Brenda Callen 
and Donald Tenteris. 

Last week's Graphic printed 
an early report from police 
that had Tenteris’ name 
misspelled as Teterian. 

This week police report that 
Tenteris, 24, from 8 
Independence Ave., Franklin, 
N.H., registered at the Holiday 
Inn in Newton on Dec. 23. 

Dressed in a Santa Claus 
suit, he went to the apartment 
of Miss Callen at about mid¬ 
night and rang the buzzer of the 
superintendent, John Vaughn, 
at 181 texington St. 

Police said Vaughn 
recognized Tenteris from 
previous visits, and he told 
Vaughn that he wanted to 
surprise the Callen's. 

Tenteris went up to apart¬ 
ment 30 and Brenda's sister 
Florence let him in. 

When Brenda, 21, came out 


of a bedroom, she saw Tenteris 
and ran into the bathroom, and 
was followed by her former 
boyfriend. 

The family told police they 
heard two gunshots in the 
bathroom, then Tenteris came 
out and shot himself once in the 
head. Both were pronounced 
dead on arrival at Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. 

However, police said there 
were four shots fired because 
of the bullet holes found in the 
apartment. 

Police said the case was 
closed because medical 
examiner Nathaniel Bracket 
decided against an autopsy. 

Police said Miss Callen 
"seperated from the company 
of" Tenteris is in April, 1974. 

Superintendent Vaughn said 
Tenteris did not appear to be 
intoxicated or disturbed, police 
said. 

Tenteris once attended 
Boston College and worked at a 
gas station in Auburndale. 


Census forms in mail 


Sen. Jack H. Beckman's 1975 
legislative recommendations 
include a consumer-protection 
package covering nine dif¬ 
ferent areas in which the 
Brookline lawmaker would 
establish additional consumer 
rights. 

Included in the Backman 
consumer package are: 

S. 568, providing funding to 
the Consumer's Council for 
counsel and expert witnesses to 
protect the public interest in 
utility rate increase hearings. 
There is also a companion bill 
which would require the same 
initial low-cost utility rates for 
residential consumers as large 
industrial users now enjoy (the 
Lifeline Bill). 

S. 563 co-sponsors Cong. 
Michael Harrington legislation 
to establish a Massachusetts 
Public Power Authority, while 
S. 575 would establish a nuclear 
advisory group tc study 
nuclearfiesion power-plant 
safety. 

S. 253 would require any 
manufacturer selling 
something labeled "ice 
cream” to tell consumers the 
exact contents. 


A Backman bill, S. 254, would 
promo.’ fair dealing in fran¬ 
chises by requiring disclosure 
and licensing in the granting of 
franchises. The bill would also 
eliminate oppressive and 
anticompetitive practices. 

In the housing area Backmar 
has filed S. 1552, the Truth-in 
Condominium Act which call* 
for safeguards on behalf ol 
both the purchasers of con¬ 
dominiums, as well as tenants 
of buildings to be converted. 

In the health field, two 
Backman bills would increase 
consumer rights and public 
participation. S. 641 would 
establish a Patients' Bill of 
Rights for personal care in 
hospitals, while consumers 
would be placed on the boards 
of charitable hospitals under S. 
640. 

The state-federal food stamp 
program would be codified by 


S. 611 to eliminate the con¬ 
fusion and poor administration 
in the present food stamp 
bureaucracy. 

Sen. Backman stated, 
"Along with the major 
economic and social welfare 
problems that our society must 
solve, we cannot neglect the 
day-to-day consumer 
protection that is lacking in 
nearly e\ ery field. The growth 
of large enterprises, both 
private and public, has left the 
average citizen in a poor 
bargaining position in regard 
to minimal human 
requirements. 

"This legislation seeks to 
establish improved consumer 
protection between sellers and 
buyers, hospitals and patients, 
manufacturers and purchasers 
in areas which directly affect 
individual rights," Sen. 
Backman eaid. 


Drinan supports 
Speedy Trial Act 


Forms for the state- 
mandated city census were 
mailed this week, according to 
Alan Licarie, executive 
secretary of the Election 
Commission. 

Licaries urges all residents 
to return the forms as c.uickly 
as possible. 

The questions about 
residents are the same as last 
year, and in addition there are 
three questions to obtain in¬ 
formation for the School 
Department. 

Residents will be asked to 
check children who will qualify 
under Chapter 766 (the state 
law for handicapped children). 
There will be another question 
on whether a language other 
than English is spoken as the 
primary language in the home, 
and a question askinq that all 
students be listed. 

Even though by state law 
Licarie is required to take a 
census as of Jan. 1 every year, 
another census will have to be 
taken as of March 1, in order to 


comply with the referendum 
vote to cut the size of the House 
in 1978. 

Licarie hopes that the bill 
requiring the state census to be 
taken as of March 1 will be 
defeated, since there will be 
insufficient time to prepare a 
mailing for another census and 
he would probably have to pay 
about $50,000 for a police 
census. 

In 1971, the last year in which 
the census was taken by police, 
the cost was $37,000; the cost of 
taking the census by mail is 
about half that. 

Licarie reasons that, after 
the January census is over, it 
would be a small matter to list 
the nonresidents, primarily 
students, instead of having to 
check the entire population. 

Licarie is chairman of the 
legislation committee of the 
City Clerks' Association which 
is strongly supportive of his 
objection to taking two cen¬ 
suses in one year.

The Mashpee 
police chief declined further 
comment because the safe was

F. Quinn, who also owns a 
residence in Mashpee. 


Cong. Robert F. Drinan (D- 
Mass.), speaking to the House 
of Representatives during 
debate on the Speedy Trial Act 
of 1974, strongly supported the 
measure which would 
simultaneously protect "the 
public interest and the rights of 
defendants by expediting 
criminal proceedings.” 

Essentially, the bill would set 
limits on the length of time 
between the various stages of a 
criminal proceeding. Those 
time periods would grow 
progressively shorter over a 
period of five years. 
"Ultimately, the act would 
require that a defendant be 
indicted within 30 days of 
arrest, be arraigned within 10 
days of indictment, and be 
tried within 60 days of 
arraignment,’ ’ the 
Congressman observed. 

Drinan said reduci reducing 
the time lags should reduce 
recidivism and noted the effect 
the bill would have on plea 


bargaining. "The Justice 
Department opposes this bill, 
among other reasons, for fear 
it will increase the demand for 
jury trials and reduce guilty 
pleas. Those fears are 
groundless. First, we should 
not perpetuate a system which 
forces people to relinquish 
their right to trial by jury," he 
maintained. 

Congressman Drinan also 
spoke of the importance of the 
provisions in the Speedy Trial 
Act which establish ten 
demonstration pre-trial ser¬ 
vices agencies. 

"Such agencies hold great 
promise for revolutionizing die 
manner in which defendants 
are released and supervised in 
the pre-trial period," the 
Congressman said. "In con¬ 
junction with other Innovative 
concepts, sucii as pre-trial 
diversion, the pre-trial ser¬ 
vices agency could provide the 
ultimate solution to the 
gnawing problems of crime." 

The bill passed by voice vote.

No voice 
for the public 

Back through the years, whenever 
there was talk about wiping out the Gover¬ 
nor’s Council, discussion invariable arose 
as to what body would take over the 
Council’s function of confirming or rejec¬ 
ting judicial nominations. 

The 40-member State Senate usually 
was named as the logical body to assume 
the duty of passing on judicial nominations, 
but that idea generally was deemed imprac¬ 
tical and drew sharp opposition, some of it 
coming from Senators. 

The question of who would perform 
this function if the Governor's Council 
went out of existence never was really 
resolved, and the Council continued in 
; business mostly for that reason, after 
most of its other powers had been stripped 
away. 

■•Immediately," as expressed by 
Dukakis, probably means four years from 
now because that's how long it would take 
to push through a constitutional amend¬ 
ment abolishing the Council, and there’s no 
doubt it could be pushed through to take 
effect at the start of 1979. 

It would be practical now because the 
judges must retire at the age of 70. and it 
would be known in advance what judicial 
j posts would be open. 

A judge could be elected for a period of 
years and then stand for reelection on his 
record on the bench. A good judge, who was 
respected by the public, would have no 
trouble getting reelected. A poor judge not 
deserving of reelection, probably would be 
defeated at the polls. 

Contrary to the arguments which will 
I be raised by the alleged reformers, there is 
_nothing sacred about the appointment of a 
judge. The political definition of a judge is 
a lawyer who knew a Governor. 

Some very competent attorneys, who 
aspire to become judges, never realize that 
ambition because they never get to know 
any Governors. 


Governor-elect Dukakis un¬ 
questionably would oppose the election of 
judges. No Governor ever would voluntari¬ 
ly surrender the power of appointing 
judges. 

Dukakis apparently would substitute a 
screening committee, which the Governor 
would largely control, for the Governor's 
Council. The screening committee would 
recommend several candidates for a 
judicial position to be filled, and the Gover¬ 
nor would pick one from the list. It’s not 
beyond the realm of political possibility 
that a Governor would tell the committee 
whom to recommend. 

Michael Dukakis wouldn't do that, of 
• course but his present term only runs 
through 1978 when voters probably will 
vote the Governor’s Council out of ex¬ 
istence. 

The criticism here is directed at his 
proposal that no public body would have the 
authority to pass on his appointments or 
: those of future Governors.

Sarge Seemed Relieved 
To Be Rid of Worries 

As Governor Francis W. Sargent cleared out his desk 
for the last time and prepared to take the traditional walk 
down the steep flight of stairs at the front middle of the 
State House, he appeared relieved that the enormous task 
of running the state government during the New Yezr of 
1975 would be the responsibility of someone else. 

Sarge seemed almost sorry for the new Governor, 
Michael S. Dukakis, although Dukakis obviously wasn't 
sorry for himself. He acted as if he could hardly wait to get 
at his problems. 

Outgoing Governor Sargent did not look glum or sad. 
He smiled most of the time, and they didn’t seem to be 
smiles he was putting on in an attempt to appear cheerful. 

He said Dukakis faces a difficult situation—too difficult 
to warrant any carping criticism from him. Sargent told 
newsmen ne agreed with the appraisal by Senate President 
Kevin Harrington that Dukakis will be either "a great 
Governor or a disaster." 

If Francis Sargent felt any heartache or deep disap¬ 
pointment that as a result of the decision by the people of 
Massachusetts Nov. 5, the time for him to walk from the 
Governorship into retirement and the quiet of private life 
was close at hand, he didn't show it. 

Persons close to Francis Sargent say he has not ruled 
out the possibility of attempting a political comeback in 
1978. 

That has been true of most defeated Governors at the 
time they were leaving office. But they very rarely come 
back, and it is highly unlikely Francis Sargent ever again 
will serve as Governor. 

John A. Volpe was one of the few exceptions. He was 
elected Governor in 19G0 but was toppled by Endicott 
Peabody in an upset in 1962 after only two years in office. 

Volpe, who was stunned by his 1962 defeat, surged back 
to win election in 1964 and then achieved election to a four- 
year term asiGovemor in 1966. 

But the cares and worries imposed on a Governor 
rested heavily on Volpe, and he wearied under them by 1968 
when he tried to maneuver himself into a position to be 
picked as the Republican nominee for Vice President. 

Volpe probably would have been tapped by Richard 
Nixon as his Vice Presidential running mate in 1968 and 
might be President today except that Senator Edward W. 
Brooke engineered a political coup which caught Volpe by 
surprise m the 1968 Presidential Primary and brought in 
Nelson Rockefeller as th^ winner over Richard Nixon in 
Massachusetts. 

The Bay State delegation went to the GOP national 
convention pledged to Rockefeller. Volpe was unable to 
deliver any delegate votes to Nixon who finally picked Spiro 
Aguew as his running mate. Agnew had started with 
Rockefeller but had shifted to Nixon. 

In order to get away from the strain of the Gover¬ 
norship, Volpe accepted an appointment to the rather 
unimportant post of Secretary of Transportation in Nixon's 
Cabinet. He presently is U.S. Ambasuador to Rome. 

The cares ol the Governorship did not appear to rest us 
heavily on Francis Sargent as they did on John Volpe, but 
Sarge must be tired after serving six consecutive years as 
Governor. The only other Governor in modem time who 
held the Governorship for as long an unbroken period was 
Leverett Saltoustall who won three successive elections, the 
first over James M. Curley in 1938. 

As Francis Sargent was gardous and good-natured 
during his final days and hours in the Governor’s suite, this 
reporter gathered the distinct impression that he is quite 


content that it will be Michael Dukakis, not he, who must ’ 
decide whether to enact new taxes or cut back state 
programs during 1975. 

Mr. Dukakis promised during his campaign last fall 
that no new or increased state taxes would be imposed on 
the people of Massachusetts in 1975. In fairness, he did not 
know the size of the state deficit he would inherit. In fact, 
there is still a dispute as to exactly how much that deficit 
will be. 

But it is certain that during part of the next six months 
the state will be spending money it doesn’t have, although 
Dukakis will try to trim down that deficit spending. 

As a liberal Democrat, Dukakisiis reluctant to curb 
human services programs or restrain spending for higher 
education. But he will be forced to choose between such 
economies and raising taxes. 

like every housewife in Massachusetts, Dukakis is 
confronted with the problem of inflation. Just as it costs 
more to feed a family, so does it take more dollars to run the 
state government. 

Even before he assumed the Governorship, Michael 
Dukakis was involved Id a public dispute with Robert C. 
Wood, president of the University of Massachusetts, over 
the amount of money which should be provided for that 
institution and higher education generally in the Com¬ 
monwealth in the next fiscal year. 

One Boston television station has urged that 
Dukakisiexplore the possibility of obtaining additional 
revenue for the state from sources other than taxes. A 
spokesman for the station suggested that one such method 
might be an increase in tuition charges at the state- 
operated colleges. Such a move, of course, would spark a 
furious controversy. 

The smile which played on Governor Sargent’s face 
seemed to reflect his realization that the clash between 
Dukakis and Wood was not his row and that the decision on 
raising tuition fees was someone else's to make. A political 
defeat can have its redeeming features. 

Dukakis Will Revamp 
Powerful PWD Agency 

Back through the decades, the State Public Works 
Department has been the most important agency in the 
State government, providing both patronage and power for 
the Governor in office and his administration. 

Governors, who faced the unpleasant fact that the PWD 
was being run by unfriendly officials, moved quickly to gain 
control of the far-reaching department. 

Two former State Public Works Commissioners—John 
A. Volpe aud FranclsiW. Sargent—went ou to win election 
as Governor. Volpe achieved election three times to the 
highest office within the gift of the people of Massachusetts. 

The State PWD was headed by a single commissioner 
when Endicott Peabody assumed office back in 1963. He 
took advantage of a Crime Commission report to reorganize 
the agency, oust the then Commissioner Jack Ricciardi, 
who actually was not accused of any wrong-doing, and 
replace him with a multi-member board 

Two of the commissioners Democratic Governor 
Peabody appointed to the PWD board were Republicans 
Francis W. Sargent and Donald R. Dwight who served not 
only under Peabody but also in 1965 and 1966, the second 
Volpe administration. 

Volpe Upped Sargent to team wttb him as his 
Lieutenant Governor running mate in 1M6, and Sarge, in 
turn, picked Dwight to be his companion on the 1970 GOP 
ticket. 

Governor Sargent, having served several years on the 
PWD Board, made no changes in it when he succeeded 


Volpe at the head of the State government. (Volpe and 
Sargent later had a falling-out which resulted in some sharp 
words at the 1972 Republican National Convention.) 

Now we have come full cycle since ex-Govemor 
Peabody reorganized the State Public Works Department 
by obtaining the passage of legislation which allowed him to 
replace the single commissioner with a multi-member 
board. 

One of the measures Dukakis Is urging the Legislature 
to adopt early in its session Is a blU which would wipe out 
the PWD Board and replace It with a single commissioner 
who, of course, would be appointed by the new Governor. 

Dukakis maintains that a single commissioner will 
function more efficiently than a board at the head of the 
PWD. He may be right.iHis bill also wili allow him to gain 
control quickly of the massive agency. 

Anticipating questions from our readers, John Volpe 
served as the PWD Commissioner under Governor 
Christian A. Herter. Volpe resigned in a huff and took a 
federal job in Washington when a controversy developed 
over a recommendation by Volpe that Herter name a 
certain lawyer to the Superior Court bench. 

Herter at first intended to grant Volpe’s request but 
then changed his mind when it became clear he would be 
involved in a dispute if he did so. Volpe was not satisfied 
with Herter’s explanation and walked out of the Herter 
administration. 

The late Bill Callahan, who served both as State Public 
Works Commissioner and chairman of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority under Governor Paul A. Dever, was 
probably the best known of all the PWD heads. 

Many persons have wondered down through the years 
how Governor Herter persuaded him to resign from his 
PWD post. The answer is that Herter called him in and 
requested his resignation, threatening to remove him from 
both jobs if he did not comply. Bill Callahan thought it over 
and resigned. 

That Bad, Old "System” 
Guilty of Many Crimes 

It's truly tragic that the "system" committed all those 
murders, robberies, rapes, holdups, burglaries and 
assorted crimes of violence. 

We don't know exactly how the faceless system did all 
those evil things, but the Governor's Advisory Committee 
on Corrections declared in its year-end report that the 
blame rests with the prison system, not with the prisoners 
or even the officers who guard them. 

Many convicts, although subjected to "dehumanizing" 
conditions, have been "patient beyond human endurance," 
the co mm ittee asserted. The recent uprising at the Walpole 
State Prison was cited as "a symbol of all the things wrong" 
at that facility. 

The prisoners who seized and held three hostages didn't 
really mean any harm, according to the committee. It was 
just the only way they could call public attention to their 
needs. 

While the committee lamented the dehumanizing of the 
convicts who held the hostages, it did not point out that one 
of them had been convicted of murder which must be the 
ultimate in dehumanization. 

The report touched upon a broad spectrum of matters 
and covered almost everything except the protection of the 
public who almost always seem to wind up last in such 
tomes. 

The committee stopped short of urging that John 0. 
Boorte be restored as corrections commissioner, but it did 
advocate an increase in furloughs, work-release programs 
and contact with families as offering the only "glimmer of 
hope" for rehabilitation of prisoners. 

We favor more furloughs and other excursions outside 
the prison walls for those inmates who can be trusted not to 
do violence or harm to the general public. 

The officials who approve the furloughs have made 
some bad guesses in the past. While these reports are 
constructive in many ways, they invariably seem to con¬ 
sider the law-abiding public last. 

Sen. Brooke Has Lost 
Some Public Support 

Senator Edward W. Brooke has not lost an electionsince 
Kevin H. White defeated him in a fight for the post of ^ 
Secretary of State back in 1960. 

In the years since White toppled him Brooke has won 
election as Attorney General in 1962 and 1964 and as U.S. 
Senator in 1966 and 1972. 

Some sound students of politics believe Brooke would 
have been in serious trouble if he had been standing for 
reelection on Nov. 5 and that he would have been swept out 
of office by the strong Democratic tide. 

Brooke’s term has another four years in which to run 
and he may be able to regain some of his lost popularity 
before he again places his name on an election ballot but 
there is little doubt that Brooke’s political banners are 
presently dropping and that he is not nealy as strong today 
as he was when he was overwhelmingly reelected in 1972. 

Political pundits were astounded when Brooke recently 
proposed a 20-cent-per-gallon increase in the tax on 
gasoline. 

Such an impost would hit hard at many thousands of 
Massachusetts residents in modest circumstances who use 
their automobiles to earn their livelihood. It would not seem 
to reflect Brooke's usual political philosophy. 

The only justification for such a staggering hike in the 
gasoline tax would be if an urgent need exists for a 
reduction in the use of gasoline in order to avoid a seriou 
shortage and lines at the gas pumps again this winter. 

If we are threatened with a crisis of such proportions as 
to warrant Brooke's proposal the Ford administration has 
not given the facts to the American people; nor has it taken 
steps to avert a shortage such as we experienced last 
winter. 

Meanwhile Brooke has done at least temporary 
political damge to himself however good his intentions and 
motives. 

With the defeat of Goveror Sargent and Lieutenant 
Governor Dwight in the November election Brooke is now 
the only surviving top Republican leader in Massachusetts. 

He is trying to rebuild the GOP in the Bay State and has 
started wtth the Republian State Committee some of whose 
members deserted Governor Sargent in his time of need 
last autumn. 

Brooke appears to be making progress slowly but the 
guessing is he will need a stronger Rjpublian organization 
behind him when he stands for rejection in 1978, than exists 
in Massachusetts today. 

Congressman Michael Harrington of Bevcrty has in¬ 
dicated that he is giving serious thouht to the possibility of 
challenging Brooke in 1978. Persons close to Governor 
Dukakis assert that It is entirely within the realm of 
political possibility that Dukakis will make a run (or 
Brooke’s seat at the end of his term as Governor. 

Hie impression is growing in the Democratic party that 
Brooke no longer is invincible at the polls. Congressman 
Harrington incidentally supported Dukakis in his fight with 
Attorney General Robert Quinn for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor in the primary last September. It 
would be a strange turn of events il Dikaias and Harrington 
should find themselves on a collision course in 1978.

Neighbors still object to Life Care Center 


< Editor's note: The following 
Ls a copy of a letter sent to the 
Board of Aldermen): 

Dear Aldermen: 

You have been asked to grant 
a permissive use permit on 
Stanton Avenue in Aubumdale 
for a "Life Care Facility" 
consisting of 179 Units, for up to 
235 residents and 79 staff on a 
tract of approximately 3.5 
acres. It is respectfully 
requested that you give con¬ 
sideration to the following 
factors in making your 
determination in this matter: 

1. The extremely serious and 
dangerous traffic problem at 
Route 16 (Washington Street) 
and Stanton Avenue has never 
been adequately addressed. As 
has been pointed out 
previously, the Consultant's 
Traffic Report dealing with the 
problem is defective in that it 
arrived at its conclusions 
under the assumption that 
Route 16, being posted at 35 
m.p.h., would not have speeds 
that exceeded 45 m.p.h.! (p. 17 
of Report.) The Report also 
completely omitted the 
Woodland Country Club road 
access, across the street from 
the site, on all of its key 
analytical maps for the area. 

The physical limitations of 
the MBTA overpass bridge, 
with its underlying city water 
conduits and the newly laid 


MBTA tracks make adequate 
physical changes difficult and 
extremely disruptive. Also, 
during the one year con¬ 
struction time at the site, 
estimated hy the petitioners, 
one can hardly imagine the 
chaos created by trucks and 
construction equipment 
moving in and out of what is 
essentially a five-way in¬ 
tersection with extremely poor 
line-of-site characteristics. It 
should be recognized that the 
disruption from corrective 
bridge construction would be 
added to site construction 
activities on Route 16. 

2. There is no basis in sound 
planning practice for the 
location of this type of 
development at this site. The 
planning studies submitted to 
the Board appear to be based 
only on "averages" of various 
existing facilities (and not 
claimed to be model projects); 
there is a marked absence of 
city-wide site analyses typical 
to good zoning and planning 
practice. The drastic shift — on 
contiguous lots — from single 
family to over 50 units per 
acre, at excessive height, is 
bad precedent, and "spot 
zoning" in its baldest form. 
Good zoning practice has 
always called for some 
“buffering” or “transitional" 
zones between such uses.

At the first public hearing of 
the commission on Dec. 4, a 
demonstration was put on by 
the Boston Fire Department 
using a nightgown purchased 
at a department store. It was 
set afire to show how easily 
such flammable garments 
bum and in many cases drip 
molten material which can 
cause the most severe bums. 

A nationally recognized 
expert on flammable clothing, 
Dr. Ann Phillips of 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital, testified that burns 
among the elderly are much 
more likely to be fatal, 
especially for those over 70. 
Also, the elderly tend to use 
matches inadequately; they 
often fall asleep while 
smoking, and because of their 
age their reactions to 
emergencies are slower. 

Dr. Phillips noted that while 
making sleepwear fire- 
resistant increases the expense 
of the garment and may be a 
financial problem to those 
elderly citizens on a fixed in¬ 
come, the only way to assure 
their safety is to make all 
sleepwear non-flammable. She 
recommended to the corn-

Sllluzio's predictions 

Silluzio then used different assumptions 
with variations in the fertility rate and 
migration patterns to make school 
enrollment projections up to 1984-85. 

On the basis of what Silluzio calls an 
"unprecedented" high birth rate, in his 
first assumption, he figures elementary 
school enrollment dropping 28 per cent 
below this year’s 7,994 in 1981, and leveling 
off to about 20 per cent less than this year 
by 1984. The total school system decline in 
enrollment would be 23 per cent from6 
15,999 to 12,304. 

On the basis of a fertility rate of 1.8 and a 
an out-migration of 25.3 per cent over the 
past 10 years, elementary school 
enrollment will be down 38.5 per cent by 


1984, with a system-wide decline of 32 per 
cent. 

In his third assumption, Silluzio keeps 
the present fertility rate of 34.5 per 1000 
women aged 15-44 and assumes an out¬ 
migration of 22 per cent. 

On the basis of this assumption, 
elementary school enrollment will decline 
b about 33 per cent in 1984, and total 
enrollment will be down 29 per cent. 

In his conclusion, Silluzio agreed with 
Mrs. Korten’s conclusion that he quoted. 

"If planning is done so that our schools 
are full in 1978, they are soon likely to be 
overcrowded." 

He also said in his conclusion,8 "... It 
would be as unjustified to consider closing 
large numbers of schools on the basis of 
the projections as it would be not to con¬ 
sider closing any school on the basis of 
long-range projections that have 
enrollments increasing to ‘numbers higher 
than the United States has ever before 
experienced."’

jections of City Planning Chairman David 
Jackson. 

Jackson pointed out that under a fairly 
new ordinance, the City Planning Com¬ 
mittee is charged with only determining 
whether the land should go out of the 
ownership of the city and the committee is 
not officially concerned with the housing. 

Nevertheless, Aid. Robert Tennant 
repeated his long-held opinion that the 
proposed housing site "is the least place in 
the city of Newton where I’d want to put 
housing.” 

Aid. Robert Gaynor asked Housing 
Authority Director Frank Quinn, who was 
present at the meeting, whether the 
Victory Field land is a good location for 
housing. 

To Quinn’s response that a "anyplace in 
the city is a good location for housing,” 
Gaynor rejoined, “Anybody would have to 
be a lunatic to build housing here." 

John Webber, representing the 
Nonantum community, when asked his 
opinion on the addition of parking to the 
Post 440 land, said, “I don’t agree with 
anything here (meaning either the in¬ 
creased parking or the housing). There are 
more problems than here. I don’t think of 
Post 440 so much as a philanthropic 


organization as a profit-making business.” 

Residents of the Nonantum community 
are almost 100 per cent opposed to building 
any low-income housing in their com¬ 
munity. 

The presence of Post 440 is the major 
objection to the use of the any portion of 
the site for low-income or any housing. 
Those who oppose building there point to 
the lights, noise, late hours, and the sale of 
alcoholic beverages connected with the 
Legion building, as well as the high volume 
of traffic, reportedly 16,000 cars a day, on 
California Street. 

All action related to the post land offer 
and the related proposal by Aid. Andrew 
Magni to use the entire 46,000-square-foot 
percel for recreation purposes, which 
would defeat the use of the land for 
housing, was postponed, following the 
suggestion of Aid. Susan Schur that the 
Legion submit a more definitive site plan 
and the request by Gaynor that "some 
consideration be given the neighbors," in 
the form of notification to abutters when 
the matter comes up again. 

Before the land can be sold to the Legion 
and used for parking, both the Land Use 
and Committees Finance will to have to 
hold a public hearing.

On the basis of what Silluzio calls an 
"unprecedented" high birth rate, in his 
first assumption, he figures elementary 
school enrollment dropping 28 per cent 
below this year's 7,994 in 1981, and leveling 
off to about 20 per cent less than this year 
by 1984. The total school system decline in 
enrollment would be 23 per cent from6 
15,999 to 12,304. 

On the basis of a fertility rate of 1.8 and a 
an out-migration of 25.3 per cent over the 
past 10 years, elementary school 
enrollment will be down 38.5 per cent by 


1984, with a system-wide decline of 32 per 
cent. 

In his third assumption, Silluzio keeps 
the present fertility rate of 34.5 per 1000 
women aged 15-44 and assumes an out¬ 
migration of 22 per cent. 

On the basis of this assumption, 
elementary school enrollment will decline 
b about 33 per cent in 1984, and total 
enrollment will be down 29 per cent. 

In his conclusion, Silluzio agreed with 
Mrs. Korten's conclusion that he quoted. 

"If planning is done so that our schools 
are full in 1978, they are soon likely to be 
overcrowded.”

be a lunatic to build housing here." 

John Webber, representing the 
Nonantum community, when asked his 
opinion on the addition of parking to the 
Post 440 land, said, "I don’t agree with 
anything here (meaning either the in¬ 
creased parking or the housing). There are 
more problems than here. I don’t think of 
Post 440 so much as a philanthropic 


organization as a profit-making business.” 

Residents of the Nonantum community 
are almost 100 per cent opposed to building 
any low-income housing in their com¬ 
munity. 

The presence of Post 440 is the major 
objection to the use of the any portion of 
the site for low-income or any housing. 
Those who oppose building there point to 
the lights, noise, late hours, and the sale of 
alcoholic beverages connected with the 
Legion building, as well as the high volume 
of traffic, reportedly 16,000 cars a day, on 
California Street.

. -With a little practice, a barblike hook that is 
about 6-inches long and any kind of cotton or 
yarn, you can become a crochet artist! 

If you're a beginner, you will be amazed at 
how quickly you can create more variations 
of pattern with crochet stitches than with 
knitting needles. The first step is the 
acquiring of skills in the basic stitches, 
beginning and ending rows, increasing and 
decreasing and then building up your stitch 
vocabulary. Doing pot holders or simple 
squares for an afghan would be an excellent 
beginning, but if you crave the artistic, you've 
just got to see Del Pitt Feldman’s new book 
“The Crocheter's Art” or New Dimensions in 
Free-form Crochet. With patterns and 
photographs, she shows you how to break the 
barriers of conformity and use this type of 
-needle work to create imaginative wall 
hangings and other free form designs. 

To get you started, we are giving you 
directions for making a hat and scarf 
offered by the American Wool Council, who 
advise you that it’s best to invest in pure wool 
yams. Wool breathes, absorbs moisture and 
is the best protection from cold. Many yarns 
are machine washable. 

SCARF AND CAP 

Spinnerin Irish Fisherman Wool (4 oz.) 5 
skeins. Crochet Hook: Size 1 or size to give 
gauge. Gauge: 4sc equals 1 inch, 4 rows 
equals 1 inch Pat-3 ch-7 lps equals 1 inch, 4 
rows equal 1% inches. 

CAP 

CROWN: Chain 56 to measure approx. 19 
inches. Join with si st to first ch to form a 
ring, taking care not to twist ch. Do not turn at 
ends of mds. 

Rnd 1: Ch 1, sc in first and in each ch 
around (56 sc). Join with si to first sc. 

Rnd 2: Ch 3, si st in same st with joining, 
+ch 3, si st in next sc: rep from + around (56 
ch-3 lps). 

Rnd 3: Ch 1, sc in first lp, + sc in next lp; 
rep from + around. Join with si st to first sc. 

Rnd 4: Ch 7 si st in same st with joining, 
+eh 7, si st in next sc; rep from + around (56 
ch-7 lps). 

Rnd 5: SI stin each of first 4 ch of ch-7, ch 
1,1 sc in same lp, +sc in next lp; rep from + 
around. Join with si st to first sc. 


Rnd 6: Rep Rnd. 2. 

Rnd 7: SI st in each of first 2 ch of ch-3, ch 
1, sc in same lp, sc in each of next 11 lps, draw 
up lp in each of the next 2 lps, yo and thru 3 lps 
(1 st dec); +sc in each of next 12 lps, dec 1 st; 
rep from + to end. Join. 

Rnd 8: Rep Rnd 4 (52 ch-7 lps). 

Rnd 9: Work as Rnd 5, dec 8 sts evenly 
spaced. 

Rnd 10: Rep Rnd 2 (44 ch-3 lps). 

Rnd 11: Work as Rnd 7, dec 8 sts evenly 
spaced. 

Rnd 12: Rep Rnd 4 (36 ch-7 lps). 

Rnd 13: Work as Rnd 5, dec 9 sts evenly 
spaced. 

Rnd 14: Rep Rnd 2. (25 ch-3 lps). 

Rnd 15: Work as Rnd 7, dec 8 sts evenly 
spaced. 

Rnd 16: Rep Rnd 4 (17 ch-7 lps). 

Rnd 17: Work as Rnd 5, dec 8 sts evenly 
spaced. 

Fasten off, leaving long end. Thread into 
tapestry needle, draw thru remaining sts, 
draw tightly and fasten. 

BRIM: Chain 49 to measure approx. 12, 
inches. 

Row 1: Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
ch to end. Ch 1, turn. 

Row 2: Thru back lps, sc in each sc. Ch 1, 
turn. 

Rep Row 2 to 18 inches from beg. or 
desired length to fit around head. Fasten off, 
leaving an end for sewing. Sew last row to 
chain row. Sew one open edge to crown and 
fold or roll as shown in photograph. 

SCARF 

Chain 25 to measure approximately 8 
inches. 

Row 1: Sc in 2nd ch from hook and in each 
ch to end (24 sc). Turn. 

Row 2: Ch 3, si stin first sc, +ch3,slstin 
next sc; rep from + to end (24 lps). Turn. 

Row 3: SI st in each of first 2 ch, ch 1, se in 
same ch-3 lp, +sc in next lp; rep from + to 
end, turn. 

Row 4: Ch 7, si st in first sc, +ch 7, si st in 
next sc; rep from + to end. (24 lps). Turn. 

Row 5: SI st in each of first 4 ch. ch 1, sc in 
same ch-7 lp, -Fsc in next lp; rep from + to 
end. Turn. 

Rep from Row 3-for pat and work to 80 


inches from beg. or desired length without 
fringe. Fasten off. 

FINISHING: From right side, work 1 row 
sc around entire scarf, spacing sts to keep 
edge flat and working 3 sc at each corner. 
Join with si st to first sc and fasten off. Weave 
in ends. 

FRINGE: Wrap yam around an 8-inch 
cardboard and cut at one end. Fold 2 strands 


in half, insert hook from wrong side in first sc 
on lower edge draw fold thru, draw cut ends 
thru fold and tighten knot on right side. Knot a 
fringe in each sc at ends. Trim evenly. 

ABBREVIATIONS: ch-chain; sc-single 
crochet; sl-slip stitch; beg-beginning; lp- 
loop; yo-yarn over; pat-pattern; + Repeat 
whatever follows the + as many times as 
specified.

1 pound lentils, washed 

3 quarts water

1 teaspoon paprika 
1 teaspoon salt 
Ms cup finely chopped pecans 
1 cup evaporated milk 
Vi pound butter or margarine 
Mix together biscuit mix, poultry seasoning, paprika, 
salt and pecans. Dip chicken in evaporated milk, then roll in 
the biscuit mixture. Heat the butter in a shallow baking pan 
and place coated chicken pieces in the pan, allowing at least 
1 2 inch between each piece. Bake uncovered at 350 degrees 
for 40 minutes. Turn pieces and bake for 20 more minutes or 
until done. Serves 4. 

Our thanks to Mrs. D.R., Norwood for her letter in 
which she says, "Recently we were entertained at a friend’s 
home and she served a spectacular dessert called a 
Strawberry Party Cake. I now have the recipe and thought 
your readers would also enjoy this cake that's filled with 
pudding and preserves and frosted with whipped cream.

At the Museum of Science,

Museum in Milton offers miles 
of woodland trails in the MDC 
Blue Hills Reservation, with a 
Trailside Museum and outdoor 
exhibits area interpreting the 
natural history of New 
England. Trailside Is located 
on Route 138 in Milton. Take 
exit 64 North off Route 128. 
Public transportation also 
serves the museum. The Blue 
Hills Trailside Museum is 
operated for the Metropolitan 
District Commission by the 
Massachusetts Audubon 
Society, and is closed Mon¬ 
days. 

January 7 through 11 is 
"Video Week” at the Institute 
on Contemporary Art From 
January 22, an exhibit of the 
recent works of eight Boston 
artists is on display. 

The Museum of Afro 
American History is the newest 
member of the Museums of 
Boston. Of special interest to 
Museum-goers is the Black 
Heritage Trail (by reservation 
at 445-7400) and the Meeting 
House Hill in Roxbury.

A sample of households in 
this area will be included in a 
nationwide survey of home 
upkeep and improvement costs 
to be taken by the bureau of the 
Census. The Bureau is part of 
the U.S. Department of 
Commerce's Social and 
Economic Statistics 
Administration. 

Arthur G. Dukakis, director 
of the Bureau’s Regional Office 
in Boston, announced that 
households will be interviewed 
during the period January 2-10, 
1975. 

The survey is taken four 
times yearly to provide a 
continuing measure of this 
segment of ' America’s 
economy. The sample of 
households here is included 
among the approximately 6,000 
throughout the United States 
that will be asked about ad¬ 
ditions, alterations' main¬ 
tenance and repairs to their 
homes. 

Results of the July survey 
showed that during the second 
quarter of 1974 owner- 
occupants of single unit 
properties spend $2.5 billion on 
improvements such as ad¬ 
ditions, alterations, or major 
replacements. This was 80 
percent of the total spent for 
improvements on residential 
properties, while $1.2 billion 
was spent for main¬ 
tenance and repair. 

Information reported to the 
Census Bureau is held in strict 
confidence by law. The reports 
published are in terms of totals 
only. No information that 
would identify any individual 
or household is released.

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A big injustice to Hurricane Carter

Elizabeth, Newark, Seekonk, Paramus and 
Perth Amboy to name a savory few, I’m not 
sure but I think they even had a WHA team 
for a day or two. You feel you've got poor 
judges in New York and Massachusetts, what 
about this guy, he ought to be publicly 
defrocked, tarred and feathered by Frank 
Perdue and deported to Hoboken. 

Carter was a pretty good fighter, not a 
great one, but he gave you your money’s 
worth, and apparently he's still not going 
down for the full count without a struggle.

Kodak Teen-age 
Movie Competition 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The 
Duchy of Frog, in case you 
never knew, is ruled over by 
King Croak III. 

The king every year runs n 
frog race as ah everlasting 
monument to his father, King 
Croak II. Usually at this Toad 
Derby a delegation comes from 
San Frogclsco to cheer its 
entry, Frog Biscuit. 

Doings of King Croak and 
goi..gs on in the Duchy are 
featured in a move made by 
David M. Daniels, 15, of San 
Diego, Calif. 

For its rib-tickling capacity 
and good use of music the 
funny film won first place, 
Junior Category, in the 1974 
Kodak Teen-age Movie com¬ 
petition. 

Of the dozen winners in 
various categories this year, 
most worked humor into their 
creations. The competition, 
around since 1963, through the 
years reflects the concerns of 
teen-agers. 

If more are looking on the 
funny side of life, it may in¬ 
dicate their generation’s less 
grim. 

In past competitions young 
film-makers mainly focused on 
themes dealing with war 
(during the sixties), with the 
space race (also the sixties), 
and sociological Issues — 
preachy types of movies. 

Humor, never out of fashion, 
always was among the films — 
especially those group 
creations from elementary 
school youngsters. But it is 
more in fashion in 1974’s en¬ 
tries. 

A sense of comedy and a 
good twist ending won for 
Richard N. Miller, 11, of Simi 
Valley, Calif. Hhis award in the 
> pre-teen category is entitled 
"The Junior American 
Dream.” 

It’s about this boy who mows 
lawns, washes cars, collects 
newspapers, returns bottles, 
rakes leaves and even babysits 
to get enough money for a 10- 
speed bike. So he can keep up 
with his friends who have 10- 
speeds. 

As the movie starts, our hero 
is shown with his broken one- 
speed bike. 

He just about earns sufficient 
dollars. But a bseball he hits 
breaks a window. The bill for 
that lees him $5 poore 


Sittig on a rb, he sots a wlet 
in te gutter It contains the $15 
and much more. 

Our hero resists the impulse 
to keep the money. His honesty 
is rewarded with $20. Happy as 
can be —or so he thinks —our 
hero proudly rides his new 10- 
speed. And just then, a friend 
happens by —on a brand new 
motorized mini-bike. Back to 
wishing. 

Little Black Riding Hood, 
another winner in the 1974 
competition, won a second 
place in the pre-teen category 
for Charlesetta Turner and 
Angelia Gavin, 9 and 10, 
respectively. 

The lassies from Lincoln 
Elementary School in Rich¬ 
mond, Calif., put on film a 
story that would please all 
those crusading for a better 
chance for antisocial types. 

In this adaption of the classic 
children’s story, a "fine 
chick", Little Black Riding 
Hood, takes a basket of soul 
food to grandma’s house. 

A “jive wolf” she meets 
along the way is impressed 
with the "chitlins, com bread, 
green gumbo, black-eyed peas, 
pig’s feet, hogshead cheese and 
other goodies.” 

He hustles ahead and stashes 
grandma in a closet, first 
disguising himself in her 
bifocals and shawl. When the 
pint-sized Samaritan arrives, 
the wolf pounces. 

Her screams are heared by a 
passerby who saves her and 
then solves the wolf’s problem. 

"I was so hungry I could eat 
a cockroach,” says the wolf in 
his own defense before he is 
escorted to a place where he 
will get “three square meals a 
day.” 

“As far as I know," con¬ 
cludes the narrator of this tale, 
"that wolf is still partying it up 
at the city zoo, listening to his 
Stevie Wonder albums. He is 
very fat and happy." 

“The film,” said the judges, 
"is quite sensitive to the 
feelings of people, especially 
children before they are 
spoiled by adult values.” 

Another winner, second 
place, came from John P, 
Mullen, 19, of Florham Park, 
N.J. His film, “The 
Masticators," starts with a 
card game that ends when two 
players turn up identical 
hands. 


Instead of reaching for guns 
or swords to fight it out, the 
players reach for a postgame 
snack. It quickly escalates into 
a feast of pizza, hot dogs, 
bananas, potato chips, ice 
cream, pop, pies and other 
munchies, all delightful. 

The feast goes on and the 
film becomes one big food 
commercial. 

"A parody of all television 
food commercials that works 
very well,” a Judge said. 

More than 5,000 young 
moviemakers have submitted 
homemade movies since the 
contest’s start. 

A rundown of winners traces 
the major teen-ager preoc¬ 
cupations over the years. To 
wit: 

—"Sons of War Shorts," in 
1963 re-enacted the Battle of 
Iwo Jima and in a way foretold 
new activism that was stirring 
in the younger generation. 

—In 1964 a three-dimensional 
animation featured a musical 
combo of skeletons, reflecting 
the Beatlemania craze that 
was sweeping the country. And 
"Diamonds are Forever," a 
James Bond type movie, 
became the first of a line of 
parodies on suave and not-so- 
suave secret agents. 

In later years, science fiction 
dominated, much in step with 
youth’s interest in the space 
race and puzzles it brought into 
focus —such as: “Is there life 
out there?” 

“When narcotics hit 
epidemic proportions, the 
young filmmakers mirrored 
tensions with such films as 
“The Trip." That one 
described the highs and lows of 
an LSD trip. 

By 1969, a generation some 
observers suggested was 
edging toward cynicism from 
its earlier idealism spawned 
spirited animated films about 
the little struggles of everyday 
life. 

Then came 1970 and its 
concern with the environment. 
That was the year of the first 
Earth Day. A prize-winning 
film, Where We Seldom Wan¬ 
der, made a strong, yet poetic, 
statement for the preservation 
of the environment. 

The concern with outer 
space, by the way, peaked with 
U.S. space triumphs and 
Stanley Kubrick's "2001.”

At the School Committee meeting 
Monday night the nine members reelected

Reelected were Eleanor Rosenbhim, 
chairwoman, by a vote of 7-0-2, with Mayor 
Theodore Mann and Manuel Beckwith 
abstaining. 

Dorothy Reichard was reelected vice¬ 
chairwoman by a vote of 8-0-1, with Mayor 
Mann, who was moderating the elections 
elections, abstaining. 

Lilian Radio was reelected secretary by 
a vote of 8-0-1, and Manueal Beckwith was 
reelected as chairman emeritius by a vote 
of 70-2, with Herbert Regal and Mann 
abstaining. 

The elections began at 7:30 before before 
the regular meeting of 7:45.T 

In other action, Mayor Mann reported to 
the committee on the state takeover of 
Newton Junior College, the committee put 
off action on capital outlay for next school 
year, approved a request to install tow- 
away signs at Newton North high, and 
approved an extensiono of the Edco 
Brookline-Newton Collaboration is in 
Special Education. 

Mann told the committee that the 
Massachusetts Board of Community 
Colleges will consider taking the reins of 
Newton Junior College at a meeting 
Friday, Jan. 10 . 


School Aaron Fink said if the state takes 
over the school, the city will save more 
than $576,000 from next year’s budget, 
without a freshman class. 

The overall savings from closing the 
college will be more than $5 million in five 
years, Fink said, because of expected 
increases in salries and operating costs. 

The capital outlay budget action for 
fiscal year 1976 was postponed because the 
presentation from Director of Support 
Services John Gilleland was "not in a form 
we can work with," according to Mrs.

Law enforcement 
officials investigating the case had not 
established a motive Wednesday. They are 
searching for two white males who were 
driving either a red or maroon station 
wagon.

Land Use Committee Chairman Joseph 
McDonnell, who has indicated his present 
intention to vote against the petition for 
permissive use, was absent from Monday 
night’s meeting, as was Aid. Terry Morris. 

It was Morris' absence that prompted 
the reconsideration motion. Tennant, at 
least, expects Morris to vote in favor of the 
Life Care Center. Morris' vote plus the 
affirmative vote of Tennant will provide 
the required 16 votes necessary for per¬ 
missive use. 

McDonnell commented Tuesday that he 
was surprised that the matter came to a 
vote Monday night, since it was his un¬ 
derstanding that the agreement between 
the developers, Arthur Ullian and Dr. 
Edwin Guiney, and the nonprofit Interfaith 
Group that will operate the residence had 
not been signed . 

Several of the aldermen who had voted 
for the zone change decided not to go along 
with the proposed facility. On Dec. 2, Aid. 
Joan Saklad, Susan Schur, and Sidney 
Small voted in favor of the zone change, 
but did not vote in favor of the Lite Care 
proposal as finally presented to the Board 
Monday "night. 

Aid. Schur said, "The need is not 
balanced in my mind by the massiveness 
of the building." 

One provision of the Board order, which 
was worked out between the I-and Use 
Committee and the petitioners, Newton 


Interfaith Life Care Center, disturbed Aid. 
Sidney Small. 

He described the paragraph, which 
almost guarantees life tenancy at the 
facility even if the resident becomes in¬ 
digent, as a condition that "we hope means 
what it says, but nobody believes it." 

Aid. David Jackson pointed out an ap¬ 
parent contradiction of this paragraph, by 
which Life Care would be required to 
continue to provide services if no source of 
funds is available for the resident, with 
another paragraph that gives Life Care the 
right to terminate an agreement with a 
tenant upon 30 days notice. 

Aid. Joan Saklad tried uasuccessfully to 
attach an amendment to the permissive 
use specifying a minimum staff for the 
facility. 

It appears at this time that the per¬ 
missive use will pass with exactly the 16 
votes required, if no aldermen change 
their minds between now and Jan. 20, 
when the matter can be voted on again. 

McDonnell said Tuesday that short of a 
major reduction in density, which the 
developers have already said is 
economically unfeasible, he will not vote 
for the granting of permissive use for the 
Life Care Center.

Asbestos not serious in air at North 


Results of tests of seven of the 13 air 
samples collected at Newton North High 
School indicate that asbestos con¬ 
centrations "do not give rise to serious 
concern,” a letter from Dr. William 
Nicholson of Mt. Sinai Hospital in New 
York said. 

The letter, addressed to Buildings 
Commissioner Gene Larson, nevertheless 
recommended that six more samples of air 
be taken, this time filtering 10 liters of air 
rather than the two used for the earlier 
sampling. 

The new samples are to be taken in the 
main library room, Main Street, the 
chemistry storeroom, the stage, a corridor 
between rooms 3374 and 3375, and outside. 

"None of the samples had levels even 
approaching those we had measured 
previously in the environment near sites of 


asbestos spraying or in the community 
about factories," Nicholson wrote. 

Nicholson’s letter went on to say tha t the 
data of the tests confirm his initial im¬ 
pression that where the asbestos spray is 
undisturbed, there is little additional air 
contamination. 

"While no erosion appears to be taking 
place now from a above the slatted ceilings 
(in Main Street, the cafeteria and the 
library), past experience suggests that 
possible future deterioration of the binders 
may present a risk of later con¬ 
tamination." 

Nicholson advised that the work of 
sealing the asbestos-covered beams in 
these areas above the slatted ceilings be 
done "at a convenient time in the future, 
when the school is not in use." 

The suspended ceilings already in place 


effectively contain the asbestos on the 
beams above, Nicholson said, and should 
present no problem if care is taken when 
the ceiling panels are removed by 
maintenance people and the area is 
throughly thoroughly cleaned afterward. 

During the Christmas vacation, exposed 
beams in the school were sealed in the 
stage, a suspended ceiling was installed in 
the library storage room, the ductwork in 
the chemistry laboratory and supply room 
was modified to prevent moving air from 
disturbing the asbestos-covered beams 
above the suspended ceilinqs. 

By Jan. 31, all the work for which money 
has been appropriated will have been 
completed, I-arson has told the Board of 
Aldermen. 

He proposes to seal the beams above the 
slatted ceilings during the summer. The 
cost has been estimated at $ 100 , 000 .

Mofenson refutes opponents 
of state gun-control law 

elaborate safety precautions. 
The easy availability of 
firearms in this country has 
violently disrupted our orderly 
political life several times in 
the last decade," he continued. 

Mofehson pointed to a 
number of developments on the 
local and national level which 
demonstrate the public’s in¬ 
terest in gun control. 

"First" he says, "27 
Congressmen who in the past 
either introduced or supported 
measures favorable to firearm 
owners were defeated. Not a 
single Congressman who 
supported restrictive firearm 
legislation lost in November." 

A recent referendum in 
Newton to ban handguns 
carried by a greater than 4-to-l 
Mofenson also says 
that all polls ahve consistently 
favored gun control. 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) last 
week called for support of 
handgun control in 
Massachusetts. 

"In Massachusetts, with its 
proud traditions of liberty and 
independence, an attempt is 
again being made, in the face 
of strong opposition, to ban 
handguns." 

Mofenson expressed par¬ 
ticular concern about the claim 
of the gun lobby that the 
Second Amendment guaran¬ 
tees citizens an absolute right 
to bear arms. "The Second 
Amendment was adopted only 
to protect against the disar¬ 
ming of state militia by a 
powerful national govern¬ 
ment," Mofenson explained. 

“To claim that everybody 
has a constitutional right to 


bear arms is to misread both 
the intent and the language of 
the Second Amendment. In 
fact, the government can 
regulate private ownership of 
guns as much as it wishes, as 
long as the militia — in our 
case, the Massachusetts 
National Guard — is not 
disarmed," Mofenson said. 

"In short, except for lawful 
police and military purposes, 
the possession of weapons by 
individuals is not con¬ 
stitutionally protected. 
Moreover, strong gun-control 
legielation is necessary to 
foster the atmosphere of open 
and fearless debate without 
which a free society cannot 
survive. Where guns ere freely 
available, out political leaders 
cannot speak to or travel 
among the people without 


Pines bill calls for health 
and safety rules in camps 


State Reps. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) and Nils Nordberg 
(R-Reading) have jointly filed 
legislation calling for stringent 
safety and health standards in 
youth camps throughout the 
Commonwealth. This bill is 
supported by the New England 
Camping Association. 

Rep. Pines cites current 
statistics of the Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare: “Fight million 
children across the country 
now attend camp annually. 
Each year, 250,000 of these 
children are Involved in ac¬ 
cidents; 70 to 80 of these ac¬ 
cidents are fatal.” 

"For the sake of each and 
every child, and for the peace 
of mind of parents and the 
public, we must enact state 
laws to prevent these 
tragedies. At present there are 
no federal or state standards 
for the operation of camps,’. 
Rep. Pines said. 


Pines stated that federal 
legislation has been proposed 
which would provide minimum 
standards at least as strict as 
those to be developed by 
H.E.W. In fact, only if a state 
fails to develop a plan, or if it 
develops one which fails to 
meet HEW approval, would 
federal standaYds be applied 
to that state and would federal 
officials begin enforcement. 

‘‘The Massachusetts 
proposal is timely," Pines 
stated, "since it provides a 
state plan which, when 
Congress passes the pending 
legislation, would qualify 
Massachusetts for federal aid 
in the administration of the 
program." 

The legislation calls for the 
setting up of a youth camp 
advisory council within the 
office for children to advise 
and consult on all policy 
matters dealing with youth

-provide that the Secretary 
of State assess a >10 per diem 
fine for late-filed reports.

—prohibit a person from 
acting as a legislative agent 
within 12 months after having 
been an employee or member 
of the General Court of the 
executive branch. 

—requires groups or 
organizations which do not hire 
a legislative egent but spend 
over >250 per year on lobbying 
to -wile eemiannual reports 
listing total expenditures, 
major stockholders, directors, 
and officers, but not mem¬ 
bership lists as is the case now 
if membership dues are >15 or 
over. 

-provides for a citizen to 
seek enforcement of the law 
through the courts if the citizen 
believes that public officials 
are not enforcing the law. 

The bill will be given a public 
hearing by the Committee on 
State Administration, of which 
Mofenson has been a member 
for four years. The committee 
hears all bills relating to 
lobbying.

"By Jan. 24, 7,500 public 
service positions must be 
established in order for 
Massachusetts to take full 
advantage of Emergency 
Federal Public Service 
Employment opportunities — 
and Massachusetts is ab¬ 
solutely not ready," said State 
S n. Jack Backman, chairman 
of the Special Commission on 
Employment. 

"In the next five years, the 
state of Mas achusetts together 
with its cities and towns will 
receive over $2 billion in 
federal moneys which will 
ultimately go over 70 per cent 
for public service em¬ 
ployment," Backman said. “It 
is absolute insanity that we 
have no state planning 
capacity to assist state 
agencies and our cities and 
towns to administer these 
funds." 

Backman has filed 
legislation which would create 
an Office of Public Service 
Employment to plan, coor¬ 
dinate and assist the various 
municipalities and state 
agencies to utilize the massive 
federal appropriations. 

"With six million unem¬ 
ployed and with the number 
increasing at the rate of a half¬ 
million a month nationally, our 
b nking, industrial and 


government leaders are 
dreaming pipe dreams that 
they will suddenly wake up and 
find that the sickness of the 
economy has by miracle 
become well," Backmen said. 

"The primary role of a new 
state administration cannot be 
merely to manage the state 
budget. It must work to 
rejuvenate the Massachusetts 
economy," he said. 

Backman has also filed 
legislation that will directly 
attack Massachusetts' 
economic problems by 
creating MASS HOPE, a ne 
state corporation that would 
plan, finance and develop 
industrial, residential and civic 
projects. 

MASS HOPE could build new 
cities or rebuil parts of old 
cities with local approval, 
assist bankrupt corporations 
and utilize facilitiee of cor¬ 
porations that move from 
Massachusetts, utilize and 
lease surplus state lands, 
finance its projects by issuance 
of general obligation bonds, 
and would be self-supporting in 
its budget. 

Most important, it would not 
sell, but only lease, its projects 
for no more than 99 years so 
that the state would ultimately 
receive the long-range benefits 


of improved facilities and 
enterprises. 

A second hearing is 
scheduled for Jan. 20 in Gard¬ 
ner Auditorium of the State 
House, at which time 
testimony will be heard from 
unemployed persons regarding 
their employment problems, 
the best use of federal funds 
and the reduction of unem¬ 
ployment.

Victory Field 

The question of whether or not low 
income housing should be built in the 
shadow of Post 440 is again before the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Originally, approval of four units of low 
income housing on this California Street 
site was tied in with approval of two other 
sites in Newton, Beaconwood Road and 
Thurston Road. 

Low income units, hampered by site 
problems, are under construction on 
Beaconwood Road. The Thurston Road site 
is for elderly housing. 

Linking low income housing and an 
American Legion Post can only, with hind¬ 
sight, be considered ridiculous. 

Once Post 440 was built, it became 
apparent this was nothing short of a 
frivolous location for families. 

It immediately became necessary to ask 
these questions: What is the goal of low 
income housing? With the goal in mind, 
where is the best site for units? 

Post 440 is not a good site. 

Let's face facts. 

Post 440 has been built, is functioning, 
and is rightfully successful. 

Housing should not be built on top of it. 

The last time this issue arose, we called 
upon Post 440 to try and find an alternate 
site for the four units of low income 
housing in the immediate area. 

We still feel these four units of housing 
should be built on an alternate site in the 
area. 

We would like to see Post 440 make the 
suggestion. 

We also hope that it is not the city's 
purpose to downgrade low income 
residents by placing them in the driveway 
of a Legion Post. 

Anyone who has been to Post 440 when it 
plays host to any event drawing a crowd, 
can readily see that it’s environs are not a 
site for housing. 

More parking is needed; and the post 
should have the parking space it needs. 

Let Post 440 have the land it seeks. Let it 
build a park and increase its number of 
parking spaces. 

But let it also find another site in the 
area for those much-needed four units of 
housing.

Bill Proposes State 
Run Numbers Racket 

A fight will be made on Beacon Hill during the present 
legislative session to place the state government much 
more deeply in the gambling business. 

As a result of the successful operation of the State Lot¬ 
tery, proposals have been field which would legalize off¬ 
track betting on horse and dog racing and gambling on just 
about all forms of professional sports. 

Senator George Rogers of New Bedford would even have 
the state take over the numbers racket and run it 
legitimately. 

Rogers also has joined with other senators in sponsoring a 
bill to permit pari-mutual betting on jai lai. 

Various elderly ladies of impeccable respectability have 
tried without success to explain to us the intricacies in¬ 
volved in playing the numbers. 

We are able to report that it is about a $2 Billion-a-ycar 
business in Massachusetts that is run by the underworld. 

While a lot of bookmakers, who now handle bets on the 
numbers and just about anything else on which their clients 
wish to wager, would be thrown out of work if the number 
pool, as it used to be called, were legalized and run by the 
state, there is little doubt that the underworld would quickly 
find some other form of activity to feed upon. 

This observer can see no real objection to the proposal by 
Senator Rogers that the state go into the business of taking 
bets on the numbers although we have some doubt as to how 
far the average person will go to make a 25-cent play on the 
numbers. 

Many people indulge in that form of gambling because it 
involves no effort on their part. A bookie stops at their desk 
or office, picks up the dime or quarter and then returns with 
the payoff if the bettor makes a hit. 

Senator Rogers estimates that the State might realize as 
much as $300 million a year as its share of the take from the 
various forms of gambling. That kind of money, of course, 
would be a big help to the cities and to wns. 

Rogers is almost certain to encounter sharp opposition to 
his suggestion that legalized betting be allowed on 
professional baseball, football, basketball, hockey and 
soccer games. 

That is not because of any Bible Belt sentiment against 
gambling but rather because of the danger that 
professional gamblers and members of the underworld 
eventually would move into the picture and try to rig the 
outcome of games by bribing players to make an error or 
throw a fat one to a batter. 

On any game on which there was heavy betting, the 
suspicion might exist that the pitcher wasn’t doing his very 
best when the batter hit a home run or that the lnflelder 
wasn't really trying when a ground ball went through his 
legs. 

A person who loses a bet he can't afford on a football or 
baseball game, is not disposed to give an honest player the 
benefit of doubt when an error is committed. Legalized 
gambling on professional sports could result In scandals 
and eventually destroy public interest in the sports in¬ 
volved. Those are the risks interent in the bills filed by 
Rogers. Numbers and Lotteries? Yes. Football, baseball, 
basketball, hockey? No. 

Dukakis' Belligerence 
Surprises Sonny McD. 

Sarge is no longer in charge. 

Mike may learn some lessons in politics the hard way 
from an old master of that profession — Governor’s 
Councillor Patrick J. McDonough. 

Former Governor Francis W. Sargent walked leisurely 
down the State House steps and into the quiet retirement of 
private life. 


From now on his personal U!e probably will revolve 
around a combination of roles as elder statesman, gen¬ 
tleman sporting goods owner and part-time lecturer at 
Harvard. 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis hustled into the State House 
as if he were afraid his problems and headaches might go 
away if he didn't reach them quickly. 

Meanwhile, Councillor Patrick J. (Sonny) McDonough, 
who will have served 30 consecutive years in the Executive 
Council under eight different Governors at the close of his 
present term, watched with wonderment as Governor 
Dukakis assumed office and started his administration at 
the head of the state government. 

"He was involved in controversies and was fighting with 
people even before he raised his hand to take the oath of 
office at his inaugural," McDonough said, shaking his head. 
"I never saw a Governor start out that way before, and no 
Governor in my memory had any more problems than this 
Governor faces." 

This reporter has been covering politics since James M. 
Curley, Chalres F. Hurley and Leverett Saltonstall were 
Governors. If we were elected Governor and had to cope 
with the problems confronting Michael Dukakis, one of the 
persons whose help and advice we would seek would 
be Councillor Sonny McDonough. We would much rather 
have him as an ally than an adversary. 

Governor Dukakis apparently is not concerned whether 
the members of the Executive Council are friendly or 
hostile to him. He has announced that he will seek to abolish 
the Council although he has not proposed that the power to 
pass on judicial appointments lie transferred to any other 
body. 

In addition to affronting the Councillors by his efforts to 
wipe out the body in which they serve, Mr. Dukakis also has 
disclosed his intention of moving them out of their State 
House offices so he could add them to his owu gubernatorial 
suite. 

Some doubt exists that he can do that without the assent 
of the Council which is not likely to be granted. Councillor 
McDonough says that no one can be moved at the State 
House without the approval of the Council. Attorneys; who 
have examined tbe law to which McDonough refers, say he 
probably is right. 

Governor Dukakis and Councillor McDonough met only 
once before Dukakis assumed his gubernatorial duties. 
That was during the campaigning last fall when they said 
"hello" at a political rally. 

"Of course,” declares the veteran Councillor. “I have 
never travelled in his circles, and to be perfectly honest, 1 
don’t care to." 

Governor Dukakis will have to work with the Executive 
Council for at least the full four years of his present term. 
He must obtain Council approval of all his judicial ap¬ 
pointments. Council McDonough asserts that such ap¬ 
pointments will be considered strictly on their merits. "But 
his nominees had better be qualified, he adds. 

Dukakis' Plan To Ride 
MBTA Was Impractical 

Governor Michael S. Dukakis' idea of using the MBTA to 
commute between the State House and his Brookline home 
was impractical from the start. 

It was fortunate that some kook, seeking to carve his 
niche in history, didn’t try to shoot him as he was riding on 
an MBTA car even though two police officers were con¬ 
stantly watching over him. 

As a means of emphasizing tbe austerity aspect of 
Dukakis regime, it was unrealistic and smacked of political 
grand-standing. 

As an economy measure, it would have cost the public 
more for police protection than to buy an automobile and 
employ a chauffeur to drive Dukakis and serve as his 
bodyguard. To MBTA officials it must have been a 
headache to be forced to provide good service for the man 
who appoints the MBTA Board of Directors.

The Newtowne School Committee, ever diligent in its 
attempts to provide the city with new and innovative 
programs, is presently preparing three new courses for its 
curriculum.

Now, if the- public and the rest of city government 
complains about the necessary additional funds, it becomes 
obvious that they don't care enough about Newtowne 
students to put a roof over their heads. This procedure is 
known in the course as “"a good offense is the best 
defense." 

Course No. 3 is known as ""Survey No. 1312." The pur¬ 
pose of this course is to instruct the student in proper 
procedure in the event of being ""cornered." 

The student is shown how to build a round room in which 
he can never get cornered. This round room is known as the 
""survey." If pressed for action, and there is no alter¬ 
native, nor legal recourse, the next logical step is to request 
e""survey." This has a collaterally beneficial effect on the 
economy. The most recently conducted survey has shown 
that the survey industry is the second fastest growing 
business In Newtowne. (Second only to the Newtowne 
School Committee). 

Since these courses are taught by the people who 
originated them, the Newtowne School Committee mem¬ 
bers themselves, it must be noted that they are not open to 
the general public. 

Courses are restricted to potential School Committee 
members, who will be carefully screened and scrutinized 
by the present members. These courses will be conducted in 
""executive" session consistent with School Committee 
policy. There is some talk of establishing a fourth course 
known as ""Policy" but that is dependent on the outcome of 
and executive session survey of School Committee mem¬ 
bers to determine what constitutes ""policy." 


chauffeur-driven limousine part of their compensation, 
regarded Dukakis' plan to use the MBTA as unfeasible and 
an embarrassment to them. 

Dukakis unquestionably was motivated by the highest 
objectives. Nothing annoys the average taxpayer more 
than to see a public official using a publicly owned 
automobile for obviously personal purposes. If Dukakis can 
eliminate or even reduce that abuse, he will havg ac¬ 
complished something, and he apparently will try. 

But it would not be feasible, or practical or sensible for 
the Governor of the Commonwealth to use the MBTA to 
travel to and from the State House. This is an age of 
violence, and eventually Dukakis would have been a victim 
of it. 

Mike Didn't Practice 
What He Now Preaches 

A veteran member of the State Legislature points out that 
when Michael S. Dukakis was a liberal member of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives; he did not 
practice what he is now preaching as Governor. 

"Mike Dukakis has told the Legislative leaders that he 
wants them to wind up the legislative session by next May 
31." tne law-maker continued 

"It would be nice If we could finish our work in five 
months and go home for the rest of the year. I’d love to 
spend a whole summer away from the State House. 

"But that will not be possible, and his request is not 
realistic because he will not be prepared to submit his real 
budget recommendations to the Legislature when he is 
supposed to present them under the State Con¬ 
stitution. 

Experts Think Sarge 
Has Had Last Hurrah 

Former Governor Francis W. Sargent has had his last 
political hurrah, in the opinion of most Beacon Hill ob¬ 
servers. 

They believe when Sarge made the traditional walk of a 
departing Governor down the State House stairs, the was 
leaving the hurly-burly of politics for the last time. 

Talk of an attempted political comeback by Francis 
Sargent to 1978 Is not considered realistic by the experts. 

If Francis Sargent couldn’t retain the Governorship 
when he had the power and patronage of the office at his 
disposal, he is not likely to be able to recover it when he is 
out of office, they reason. 

Sarge was a victim of the public reaction to the Watergate 
mess and to the dlsconteni and dissatisfaction with the 
national economy and the timid efforts which have been 
made to cope with inflation and the various shnrtaees. 

But he was not an outstanding Governor to the mold of a 
Christian Herter or a Paul Dever. 

He imported too many out-of-staters mto Massachusetts 
and placed them in key state jobs only to have them turn out 
to be flops. 

Sarge was honest and .veil-intended. When you have said 
that, you have just about said it all He was slow to correct a 
mistake when he made one. as he did to the case of 
Correction Commissioner John Boone. 

At this writing It seems likely that the candidate for 
Governor to 1978 will either be former Attorney General 
Elliot L. Richardson or former Ueuteuant Governor 
Donald Dwight. 

The Bay State GOP will need someone to 1978 who will be 
able to pull together all elements and factions of the party. 
It is unromprobable Francis Sargent could do that The 
Conservative wing of the party was still bitter at him when 
he left office.

When it comes to looking out for our in¬ 
terests, Big Brother is right In there, growling 
at anything that threatens “the little guy.” 
Sort of. 

There are limits, of course. Protecting the 
downtrodden is fine, as long as it doesn't 
interfere with whatever it takes to get 
reelected. 

The secret of the watchdog bit is not to 
embarrass anybody important. And on a 
scale of what Washington considers im¬ 
portant, nobody needs three guesses to figure 
out where the little guy winds up. 

The way it works out is that Congress is all 
for guaranteeing our right to breathe. Even 
passes strict laws controlling automobile 
pollution and such. And then keeps extending 
the enforcement of those laws because 
Detroit says antipollution gadgets cost too 
much. 

Nobody regrets inflation more than our 
fearless leaders. Who then turn around and, 
behind our backs, sell wheat to Russia at give¬ 
away prices. Which raises the cost of bread at 
home. 

Or knuckle under to the labor unions on 
employment and shipping restrictions, 
thereby raising prices on countless essential 
commodities. 

Or, when money gets scarce, toss all 
financial restraint over the fence and simply 
print up a new supply. Which raises the 
national debt to a level our grandchildren's 
grandchildren will have trouble swallowing. 
They'll be lucky if they can swing the interest 
payments. 

We. have regulatory agencies that, by law, 
are charged with seeing that big business 
doesn't gouge us beyond a reasonable limit. 
That limit was passed years ago; now the 
alphabet watchdogs wag their tails for the 
very corporations they're supposed to protect 
us from. 


And they’ve got things so fouled up even the 
corporations are in trouble. 

The Federal Aviation Administration is 
there to keep the jet age eafe, and their books 
are full of regulations requirin. accident- 
prevention mechanisms. But those cost 
money, and so our protectors have granted 
the airlines another year to get them in¬ 
stalled. And the fatal crashes keep on. 

The Surgeon General has determined that 
smoking is dangerous to our health and has 
forced cigarette advertising off the air. But 
losing all those tobacco taxes is even more 
dangerous, and so Congress is etill paying 
subsidies to growers to keep the weed 
flourishing and the money pouring in. 

The Food and Drug Administration is there 
to keep whet we eat from killing us. But food 
corporations find it inconvenient to scrub 
their plants too often, and so the government 
winks at an "acceptable level" of rat hairs, 
animal droppings and other delicacies in our 
daily diet. 

The latest is official FDA approval of a food 
additive that some of its own scientists think 
may cause cancer and kill or cripple unborn 
babies. But manufacturers need it to make 
their products look appetizing, so Red Dye 
No. 2 just got a green light. 

Now that we know the chemical is still iffy, 
we could boycott it on our own. Except for one 
thing: it’s in all kinds of food, from ice cream 
to cheese to fish.

What this all adds up to is that Big Brother 
has a gentle concern for Big Business, big 
labor and anything else big enough to keep 
those campaign contributions rolling in. 

There ought to be some way for the little 
guy to buy his own Congressman. He’s paying 
for it anyway.

amount. Since the body does not store any 
appreciable amount, vitamin C each day is 
advised. And when using oranges, it is best to 
eat the whole fresh orange because the peeled 
fruit has 4 times as much calcium as the same 
amount of strained Juice. 

The following are citrus tips: A tangelo is 
the cross between a grapefruit and a 
tangerine. Its flavor is more tart than that of 
an orange, owing to its grapefruit heritage 
and it peels and sections more easily than an 
orange. They are in season now until March

and are excellent in salads, fruit cups and 
eating out of hand. 

On a diet? Canned grapefruit juice boasts 
only about 75 calories in 6 ounces of un¬ 
sweetened juice and can be used instead of 
white wine when cooking meat to get the 
same flavor effect, but more economically. 

Room temperature fruit yields the most 
Juice, especially when it’s rolled on the 
counter before squeezing. To make your own 
lemon juice container, poke a toothpick in one 
end after rolling on counter. Remove and 
squirt desired amount of Juice. Replace 
toothpick and refrigerate until it’s time for 
another fresh squeeze. Save citrus shells from 
morning juice, freeze and use later as serving 
dish for sauces, salads, desserts.

Faith Rubin is a young, energetic teacher at 
the Dexter School in Dedham who feels her 
young kindergarteners should realize there Ls 
more to this world than just a few surroun¬ 
ding towns. 

For that reason she created "Cooking 
around the world", a combination lesson plan 
which culminated from two months of talking 
and studying about other children in our 
world. “I had this program last year for my 
kids, but never to such a great extent", Faith 
said recently. 

"We studied eight different countries, 
looking at the globe, and learning about what 
other children the same age do." 

Then she added: "We are still talking about 
the rest of the world, but now we are reflec¬ 
ting on the seasons. I ask the children how 
they might think other children are surviving 
during the cold, winter months...what kind of 
clothing they might wear, etc." 

After Faith had talked about all the dif¬ 
ferent foods that children eat elsewhere, she

asked her kindergarteners to go home and 
choose a recipe from another country with the 
help of their Mothers. 

Each mother was also asked to cook the 
chosen recipe. On one day, both the morning 
and afternoon kindergarten sessions relished 
in tasting and talking about a total of eighteen 
foreign dishes. 

"The kids were estatic", Faith laughed. 
"By nine o’clock in the morning, the kids 
started to eat. They just couldn’t wait”. 

"Some of the children came dressed in 
costume, and others got dressed up in their 
best clothes. It was all very exciting." 

Faith is also busy tying her theme together 
by leaching the youngsters a few foreign 
words, particularly Spanish. 

And when one of Faith’s little students 
came in to explain that her father was leaving 
for Europe on an airplane, "with full com¬ 
prehension that there are many other worlds 
out there”, Faith felt reassured that her 
program was successful 


CHR1STBAUMGEBACH 

An old German cookie recipe that should be made several 
days before baking time to allow for proper aging. 

1 cup butter 

2 cups sugar 

4 eggs, lightly beaten 
3-4 cups sifted flour 
one-quarter teaspoon nutmeg 
one-half teaspoon cinnamon 

Cream butter and sugar together. Add the 4 eggs, one at a 
time, beating after each addition. Add flour, sifted with 
nutmeg and cinnamon, to make a stiff dough. Wrap dough 
in wax paper and refrigerate at least one day. It is better if 
it stands longer. 

Then, roll out paper-thin, using a cookie cloth on board 
and a cloth-covered rolling pin for best results. Cut dough 
into shapes with cookie cutter and bake in a moderate oven 
(375| for about 6 minutes. Decorate, if desired, with sugar 
frosting. 

Makes 100 cookies. (Recipe from Sue Hurley). 

SWEDISH MEATBALLS 
1 lb. hamburger 

three-quarters cup bread crumbs 
one-half cup milk 
one-eighth teaspoon cloves 
one-eighth teaspoon nutmeg 
one onion 

one tablespoon molasses 

Fry chopped onion until tender. Add onion to mixture of 
bread crumbs, milk, eggs, salt, pepper, spices and 
molasses. 

Let this mixture stand for one-half hour. Add hamburger 
and mix well. Shape into small balls (30 to a pound).

The pain has eased for Wayne Cashman but 
the tension has increased. 

The Bruins’ seven-year veteran left winger 
is recovering from a disc operation on his 
back and the excruciating pain he ex¬ 
perienced is lessenmg daily. But the tension 
as he watches his mates in action on TV or 
listens on the radio, has made him like e tiger 
at home. 

"It’s very tough just watching or listening," 
he says. "I feel like I’m playing. But I can t 
help them from where I am.” 

Cashman was the left winger on the high- 
scoring line with Phil Esposito and Ken 
Hodge before he crashed into the goal post in 
the second game this season against Toronto 
at the Garden. 

He was a member of that line for the past 
several years and with them shares the NHL 
record for most goals—140— and most 
points—336—in a season. 

Two years ago he injured his back in a pre¬ 
season game in New York and although the 
doctors found a slight crack in his vertebrae, 
he played the entire season-in pain—scoring 
29 goals. During the off-season, a new method 


of treatment -injection-cured his troubles 
and he enjoyed his most prolific season, 
reaching 30-goal plateau for the first time in 
his career. 

The rugged winger whom many consider 
the toughest man in the NHL in the corners, 
was looking forward to having his greatest 
year this season before the schedule got 
underway. 

"My back," he said, “is fine. It took me a 
while last year to regain my confidence that it 
would be all right. And it was.” 

Then, in the Toronto game at the Garden, 
he crashed into the goal post. 

"I remember doing it,’, he recalled, “I 
remember the pain when it happened." 

He had played in pain before, excruciating 
pain, so it did not stop him in this game or for 
14 more after it. In fact, the best game he 
played all season was his iast one against 
Montreal, also in Boston. 

But by now his back was so bad, the team 
doctors ordered him to stay home in bed. Rest 
provided no cure and so surgery was next in 
order and a chip off the disc was removed 


from where it had been pressing on a nerve in 
his back. 

How he had ever played in such pain, the 
doctors marvelled. But then Cashman is an 
unusual guy. 

Right now he's sweating out the tune when 
the doctor will give him permission to take 
more strenuous exercises on the road back to 
the hockey rink. He was due for a doctor’s 
visit this week. 

"I’ve been doing stretching exercises for 
my shoulders and arms," he explained, to get 
mobility. I set up the gym myself in my home. 
The next step is to get permission from the 
doctor to start swimming and riding a bike." 

When will he be able to skate? 

If Cashman had his way, it would be soon. 
But there's no way he’ll put on the skates 
before the doctor gives him permission and 
right now that isn't imminent. 

Last week he started driving his car again 
and he’s able to go outside and walk around. 
But he still has to take it easy and that's 
difficult for a competitor like him, especially 
when his mates are having a rugged time on 
the^oad. J

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Stabler WFL 
case to be 
appealed 

BIRMfNGHAM, Ala. (UPI) 
— The Birmingham Americans 
plan to appeal a court ruling 
that released Oakland Raiders 
quarterback Ken Stabler from 
his three-year contract with 
the World Football League 
champions, attorney S. Keith 
Palmer said tuesday. 

"We're going to appeal that 
ruling to the Alabama Supreme 
Court Wednesday or Thurs¬ 
day,” said Palmer. 

Because the financially 
beleaguered Americans paid 
National Football League star 
Stabler only $70,000 of the 
$100,000 promised him, Circuit 
Court Judge William C. Barber 
Monday ruled the WFL team 
violated the pact. 

Cancelling the $30,000 
remaining note, Barber said 
Stabler could keep the money 
he had already collected and he 
was "free from any obligation 
under any terms of this con¬ 
tract" 

While he played out his op¬ 
tion with the Raiders, Stabler 
was to receive $ 100,000 in the 
first two years of the 
agreement, and in 1976, the 
year he was to start playing for 
the Americans, he was to 
receive $135,000, as well as 
incentive bonuses and other 
considerations. 

Plagued by financial 
troubles through most of the 
last half of the WFL's initial 
season, the Americans paid 
Stabler $50,000 when he signed 
the contract and then used his 
name in promoting the fran¬ 
chise. 

The Americans, at one point 
boasting one of the best at¬ 
tendance records in the 
fledgling league, were reported 
to be over $1 million in debt 
when the season finished.

It is the nature of our in¬ 
dustry to be optitnistic. I can 
predict that the people in the 
WdiJBtf'y' will use all the 
Ingenuity and energy they can 
find in order that our business 
will continue to give home 
owners, apartment dwellers, 
plus the commercial and in¬ 
dustrial community the real 
estate services it needs and 
expects. 

We will look to ourselves for 
the necessary determination 
because any economic 
developments that seem en¬ 
couraging, such as reversing 
the outflow and lowering the 
interest rates are matched by 
the deepening recession. A 
simple fact that the real estate 
professionals should keep in 
mind is that we are in a most 
essential industry and must 
continue to strive forward in 
these dire times. After all, 
everybody lives under some 
form of shelter and everybody 
works or shops under another 
shelter. 

Sales and leases in 1975 will 
be slower to put together 
because of the heavy costs 
requirements. Banks, and 
other lenders, even if they have 
the money, will be wary of 


highly leveraged situations. 

Brokers and Savings Banks 
are beginning to understand 
the government mortgage re¬ 
purchase plans. This may be 
small money, but it is 
significant, and the fact that 
the banks are adjusting is an 
important step forward. These 
programs will produce a 
trickle of mortgage money for 
homes and condominiums. 
Also, I think the beginning of 
savings inflow will produce 
more funds. However, the 
banks will have a long way to 
go before they are in a position 
to offer a generous volume of 
mortgage financing. 

I also do not think that the 
subsidy home mortgage funds 
will be available from the New 
Massachusetts Home Mor¬ 
tgage Finance Agency in the 
immediate future. It will take 
them nearly a year to crank up 
into operation and except for 
the M.H.F.A. there will be very 
few multi-family starts. 

The outlook has never been 
better for the value of existing 
homes. Short term liquidity 
might depress values tem¬ 
porarily in 1975, but the long 
term value in unquestioned. 

In 1975 I predict the whole 


condominium industry will 
pick up steam. There will be 
some shake outs., but con¬ 
dominiums are such a logical 
outgrowth of rent control ami 
run-away inflation. They 
benefit from the most direct 
savings imaginable....sharing 
of the costs of common 
facilities. 

1 will not predict whether 
rent control will be repealed or 
modified. I will predict that 
more and more people will 
understand Ihe eroding affect 
of rent control. I would like to 
point out that the two most 
recent demonstrations for rent 
.control have been by upper 
middle rent tenants. This 
shows me that selfishness and 
not real hardships are the 
nature of many of the con¬ 
tinuing advocates of rent 
control. 

The Issue of new taxes will 
also have to be faced squarely 
in 1975. Everything I read and 
hear points away from 
dependence on real estaje as 
the source of new tax rminey. 
So, if you can be optimistic 
while lying on the bottom of the 
barrel looking up, real estate 
will at last begin to get tax 
relief.

NEW ORI-EANS (UPI) - 
Dean Martin likes the song so 
much, he made it his theme— 
"Everybody needs Somebody 
Sometime”—and for Ernie 
Holmes, this was the time. 

He was in trouble, deep 
trouble, the kind where they 
lock you up ordinarily and 
throw away the keeys. 

Ernie Holmes needed 
somebody, not next month, 
next week or even tomorrow, 
but right now, and the fact that 
one man, a 72-year-old man, 
dropped everything he was 
doing to help him gives this 
story a happy ending. 

Had Art Rooney, the Pitts¬ 
burgh Steelers 1 owner, not 
done so that cold, bleak winter 
day two years ago, then for 
sure, Ernie Holmes, the 
Steelers' superb defensive 
tackle, would not be going to 
the Super Bowl with them this 
Sunday to keep a date with the 
Minnesota Vikings 


That day Art Rooney came to 
his aid, Ernie Holmes was 
being held for shooting a 
policeman. 

"I will always remember 
Mr. Rooney for what he did,” 
says Holmes. "I'm grateful to 
him because in time of need, he 
didn't ask a whole lot of 
questions or waste any time. 
He just got me to a good 
psychiatric hospital to get my 
head together. He realized 
what had happened, and that I 
was a little nervous." 

To backtrack a bit, Holmes 
had completed his first season 
with the Steelers when he 
started driving to Pittsburgh 
from his home in Newton, Tex., 
this day for the purpose of 
negotiating his 1973 contract 
He was upset by a number of 
personal problems. 

He was heading toward the 
city when he came to a bridge 
that was blocked due to a 
traffic accident. 

There were a number of 
policemen on the bridge. 


Holmes got out of his car, 
approached one and screamed 
at him: 

"Stop these guys from 
harrassing me.” 

Which guys? 

"Those truck drivers who 
keep squeezing me in," Holmes 
shouted. 

Preoccupied with the ac¬ 
cident the cop sloughed off 
Holmes, who got back In his 
car, and continued driving 
west. He made a complete loop 
around Pittsburgh for some 
reason and that brought him to 
the Ohio Turnpike. 

He started shooting at the 
Ures of passing cars there. 
Chased by state troopers for 
nearly 10 miles, Holmes drove 
his car into a ditch from where 
he took off on foot walking six 
miles. 

A police helicopter even¬ 
tually tracked him down and 
while it was overhead, Ernie 
Holmes, an expert marksman, 
look a pot shot at It hitting the 
policeman pilot in the ankle 


He was then removed to 
police headquarters, and that 
was where Art Rooney found 
him 

The Steelers’ owner spoke up 
for Holmes. He had to do 
considerable talking. It wasn't 
that easy. 

Finally it was agreed Holmes 
would be released in custody of 
Rooney's son, Dan, a vice 
president with the Steelers 
providing he'd undergo treat¬ 
ment in Pittsburgh's Western 
Psychiatric Hospital for 30 
days. 

Ernie Holmes made wonder¬ 
ful progress in the hospital. 
And there wasn't a day the 
Rooneys or somebody else 
from the Steelers failed to visit 
him. 

He was the most popular 
patient in the hospital, becom¬ 
ing Lie billiards’ champ. 

When Holmes returned to the 
Steelers, some of them were 
wary of him in practice. 


Bracy Bonham, a rookie 
guard, kept holding him one 
day and the frustrated Holmes 
kept growing angrier and 
angrier. Finally, he grabbed 
Bonham and said to him: 

"Son, you keep holding me 
like that, and we're gonna have 
another Ohio Turnpike out 
here." 

Then he broke everybody up 
with a great big smile, and they 
knew Ernie Holmes was okay, 
home free. 

Technically, he’s still on 
probation and will be for 
another year, but the Steelers 
haven't a worry in the world 
about their 26-year-old, 6-3, 260- 
pound tackle. They love him, 
and call him "Fats." 

He, in turn, works with kids 
off the football field and loves 
doing that. 

"Why?" 

He says, "Some of them are 
neglected by their fathers and 
mothers. They're lonely. I 
dunno, I guess I was once, too,'*:

Housing to get most of 
federal development funds 


More than half of the $2.1 million coming to 
Newton from the federal government during 
the next three years will be spent on housing 
under a plan prepared by the Planning 
Department. 

Of the $1.1 million to be spent on housing, 
$590,000 will go toward rehabilitation and 
code enforcement of existing housing. 

The proposed community development plan 
will be presented at a public hearing Jan. 23. 

A series of hearings, of which this will be 
the third, has been held to comply with strong 
citizen-participation requirements of the 1974 
Housing and Community Development Act, 
the funding mechanism of the revised form of 
revenue sharing. 

Other programs proposed are 
beautification of neighborhoods in Newton 
Corner, Nonantum, and West Newton and 
areas in which much new construction and 
rehabilitation will be done. 

Priority for housing rehabilitation is to be 


given to Newton Comer, Nonantum and West 
Newton. 

A rehabilitation revolving fund is planned 
either from the community development 
funding or municipal bonds. Loans would be 
available at less than market interest rates. 
Repayment of principal and interest would 
form the basis of a continuously available 
revolving fund. 

The three-year goal for rehabilitation is 550 
units, just 10 per cent of the number judged 
suitable for rehabilitation in the city. 

New housing is hoped for on two acres of the 
Aubumdale Stamford Street land, which is 
now being appraised for acquisition by the 
city. Here 20 units of family housing are 
planned for the Newton Housing Authority. 

On Paul Street, Newton Centre, 50 units of 
housing for the elderly are planned.

Disposal vote 

Very little new can be said about the 
proposed method of handlinq Newton and 
Waltham's solid waste disposal, but one. final 
public hearing was held last week before the 
Public Works Committee. 

The full Board of Aldermen will vote Jan. 20 
on the $ 100,000 appropriation request to im¬ 
plement a contract between Newton and SCA 
Disposal Services.The Finance Committee 
has approved $50,000. 

Newton will act as the prime contractor and 
will have a separate contract with Waltham 
to dispose of Waltham’s rubbish at a transfer- 
haul station to be built into the Newton in¬ 
cinerator. 

The agreements have been worked out by 
the Newton-Waltham Regional Refuse 
Disposal District planning committee, 
working with a federal grant. 

The concerns expressed by the public at the 
last hearing were the same as those ex¬ 
pressed all along during the past year since 
the decision was made to close the Newton 
incinerator rather than try to upgrade it to 
meet air-quality standards. 

Two consulting firms have advised against 
upgrading because of the several-million- 
dollar cost. 

Traffic was uppermost as a potential 
problem. 

The Newton Planning Department's traffic 
planner, David Tannozzini, estimated that the 
increase in heavy- truck traffic around the 
incinerator will be very little, compared to 
the 14,000-vehicle load on Lexington Street 
now. 

He has calculated that the additional truck 
traffic, consisting of the Walthan trash trucks 
and the large trailer trucks to be used by SCA 
to haul the compacted rubbish away, will be 
about 57 truck-trips per day.

Robert Hand, vice-president of the Street 
Department union, Local 800, said his union 
would honor the picket line and would not 
deposit rubbish at the station. 

There would be a financial to the con¬ 
tractor, SCA, the mayor's representative, 
James Salter, added. 

The question of holidays caused some 
concern to at least one resident of the area , 
who wondered how two days' rubbish could be 
compacted and hauled away in one day within 
the 7 a.m.-l p.m. normal operating hours of 
the station. 

The answer is apparently that under 
unusual circumstances the station will be in 
operation until 10 p.m., although Salter 
suggested that a good deal of work needs to be 
done on scheduling to avoid frequent 
maximum operation. 

The aldermanic Finance Committee 
ultimately voted 5-2 in favor of $50,0000 to get 
the transfer-haul system under way after 
they explored again the costs of having 
Newton go alone in rubbish disposal ($2-3 per 
ton higher than combined with Waltham, an 
extra cost that could amount to more than 
$200,000 per year) . 

In both the public hearing and the Finance 
Committee, discussion of routing Waltham 
trucks entirely through Waltham streets was 
unsuccessful. 

The contractor, SCA, has extended its bid 
price several times while the Newton Board 
of Aldermen continues its deliberations. The 
final deadline for action would seem to be 
Feb. 1, by which the Board will have had time 
to vote on Jan. 20, go through the exercise of 
• charter objection,” reconsideration, and a 
special meeting. 


Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink introduced 
his recommendation for next year's school budget 
of $31,004,731 at Monday night's School Committee 
meeting, noting his austerity efforts that kept the 
budget increase to 5.7 per cent over last year. 

The second paragraph in his introductory 
analysis noted that the inflation rate since last 
year’s budget was. approved was 12 per cent 

The budget for the present school year, 1974-75, 
was $ 29,333,106, or jl,671,625 less than Fink's 
recommendation for 75-76.. 

The major item not included in the total budget is 
any salary increases resulting from negotiations 
with the Newton Teachers Association which begin 
Feb. 3, according to Committee oman Dorothy 
Reichard. 

Mrs. Reichard said the negotiations present 
contract took 37 meetings with the help for the of a 
mediator and a factfinder in August 1973. 

Fink said there were six areas of spending that

They are the increase d costs of fuel and utilities, 
which he said increased by 54 per cent since last 
year’s budget hearings.

An overview of staff changes shows a decrease of 
six elementary professionals, five from junior high 
schools, four from senior highs, nine from the 
lunior college, .4 from the ivision of Program , and 
1.8 teacher aides. Requests for staff increases were 
5.6 professionals, two aides, and one clerk for 
meeting Chapter 766, and one professional and two 
aides for bilinqual education. 

John Cullinane, director of Pupil Personnel 
Services and Special Education, issued a caution in 
a special report in the budget summary on Chapter 
766 needs. 

After justifying a $21,000 emergency fund for 
Chapter 766) to cover "unforseen needs in 
equipment, materials, and program." he begins "a 
caution" which warns that "many other needs 
appear o n the horizon. 

"Based on only a half-year of experience, it is 
difficult to define these needs and to predict the 
level of demand we will face in September, 1975. 
Our budget recommendations, like those of last 
year, arc based on demonstrated need, and, on the 
whole, are conservative," he said. 

"Last July, because of our caution, we had to 
return to the School Committee with a sup¬ 
plementary budget request of $68,600," Cullinane 
said.

Fink noted that capital expenditures were not 
included in the budget, and the city recieves 
reimbursements for the schools, which is 
estimated to be $6,285,815 for the present school 
year 1974-75.

In other action before the budget presentation 
Monday night, the School Committee approved by 
a vote of 7-1 a capital outlay request to the Board of 
Aldermen totaling $428,350. 

This includes the previous $260,000 approved by 
live School Committee in July, 1974 for the work on 
the schools in the Nine School Study, $100,000 to 
finish tlie work on the asbestos problem in Newton 
North, an estimated $45,000 for deluge shower s 
required by state law in all chemistry classrooms, 
and $23,350 for 15 projects in schools other than 
those included in the Nine School Study.

Beef, pasteurized processed American cheeses, 
textured vegetable protein tsoy flour, caramel 
coloring, dicalcium phosphate, ferrous sulfate, 
niacin, calcium pantothenete . . .). 

What is this? 

It’s what your children have for lunch at school, 
and we would call it a beef patty with cheese. 

Recently the Food Services department of the 
school system has had inquiries about just what the 
food is made of. 

In response. Food Services issued lists of 
ingredients of a typical week’s food. 

We in turn sent the list to Frederick J. Stare, 
M.D., professor of nutrition and chairman of the 
Department of Nutrition at Harvard University, for 
his comments. 

We still wonder about the mustard on the turkey 
and the piece of margarine that is served atop a 
peanut butter and marshmallow whip sandwich, 
but nutritionally, Newton lunches are all right, Dr. 
Stare says. 

Following are his comments on the menus and 
lists of ingredients submitted to him. 

"In response to your lettem of Jan. 6 concerning 
the quality of the menus and foodstuffs served in 
the Newton public schools, several people here in 
the department have looked over the menus and 
the list of ingredients. Our findings are as follows. 

"The menus are nutritionally balanced. They 
meet government requirements for a Type A 
lunch, and in doing so provide approximately one- 
third of the recommended dietary allowances for 
children. 

"The ingredients listed for the foods are the 
same as those found ui like products on our grocery 
shelves. In both cases, the additives used play 
major roles in maintaining the quality of tjie foods. 
Chemicals used in food processuig serve one or 
more functions in unprovuig or maintaining the 
nutritional value of food, enhancmg its quality, 
reducing wastage, enhancing acceptebility, Im-

Auto center site approved 
Sidney Hill still in trouble 


The site plan for the Newton 
South automotive teaching 
center was approved 5-0 by the 
Public Buildings Committee 
last week after a public 
hearing at which there was 
only one halfheartedly 
dissenting opinion. 

Justin Frankel of 131 
Brandeis Rd., about 500 feet 
from the proposed site of the 
garage on Brandeis Road, 
opposite the high school, 
questioned whether the city 
would consider the metal 
building “aesthetically ap¬ 
propriate" if he were to use 
similar construction for a 
house. 

Buildings Commissioner 
Gene Larson explained that 
Newton has no standards for 
aesthetics. A building has only 
to meet building codes. 


The planned building is to be 
constructed of ribbed steel 
siding. The color has not been 
selected. 

Frankel would rather have 
the new facility blend better 
with the existing brick 
buildinge of the high school. 

To face the metal with a 
brick veneer would cost $4000- 
5000 for covering three sides of 
the building, Larson said. 

The total cost of the building 
has been estimated at about 
0100 , 000 . 

The Planning Board, sitting 
with the Public Buildings 
Committee as required by a 
new ordinance, displayed no 
knowledge of the proposed 
building and finally had to be 
requested by PB Chairman 
Edward Richmond not to ask

Medex I, at $21.90 
per quarter, is the lowest- 
priced of three Medex plans. 

A coupon, inserted in a 
Medex advertisement which 
will run in major 
Massachusetts newspapers 
beginning Jan. 8, should be 
filled out by those interested 
and mailed as directed. The 
coupon itself is not an ap¬ 
plication, but an individual who 
returns the coupon will receive 
information and an application 
form. The form must be filled 
out and returned in the self- 
addressed envelope to Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield by 
March 31 for the individual to 
be enrolled. 

Those interested also may 
apply for Medex I at any one of 
nine Blue Cross and Blue 
Shield customer service 
locations throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

Effective date for coverage 
will be April 1 for applications 
received by Jan. 31; May 1 for 
application received by Feb. 
28; and June 1 for those 
received by March 31. 

Applications must be 
enrolled in Medicare to be 
eligible for Medex coverage.

Mayor Mann heads 
county advisory board 


Mayor Theodore Mann has 
been elected chairman of the 
newly constituted Middlesex 
County Advisory Board. 

A state law effective last 
July established an advisory 
board for each of the state's 14 
counties (the two smallest 
counties have a combined 
board), primarily for the 
purpose of reviewing the 
county budget. 

Mann pulled together the 
group, consisting of a 
representative from each of 
the county’s 54 cities and 
towns, last month, when it 
appeared that no one else 
would. 

Mann was elected chairman 
at a meeting last week and has 
appointed Joseph G. Bradley, a 
former state representative 
from Newton, budget coor¬ 
dinator for the board. 

The Middlesex County 
budget, approximately $27 
million last year, will be 
completed by the Middlesex 
County commissioners and will 
be ready for review by the 
advisory board by Jan 31. 

The advisory board has 
power only to recommend 


changes or cuts in the budget 
when the budget is reviewed by 
the legislature's Committee on 
Counties. The advisory board 
report must be submitted along 
with the budget to the 
legislature. 

The board has a total of 135 
votes, weighted according to 
the amount each city or town is 
assessed for the operation of 
the county. 

A two-thirds vote is required 
to make recommendations. 

One problem encountered by 
the advisory board, Mayor 
Mann said this week, is that 
when the legislature passed the 
bill requiring the advisory 
boards, it did not specify how 
the boards were to be funded 
for postage, secretarial ser¬ 
vices, and office space. 

The office space has been 
provided by County Com¬ 
missioner Paul Tsongas until 
Jan. 31. Tsongas will then 
resign to take a seat in the U.S. 
House of Representatives to 
which he was elected last 
November. 

Mann also feels that a major 
flaw in the legislation is the 
requirement that mayors of 


oities must serve as the city's 
representative on the board, 
whereas boards of selectmen 
may appoint a designee. 

The review of the city budget 
and the School Committee 
budget comes at about the 
same time as the county 
budget, Mann said, and no one 
person can comprehend all 
three at the same time. 

At a meeting last week at 
City Hall, the advisory board 
resolved to support a bill 
proposed by State Sen. Chester 
Atkins that would allow two 
members of the advisory board 
to serve on a selection com¬ 
mittee to choose a replacement 
for County Commissioner 
Tsongas. 

The board also resolved to 
request an opinion from the 
attorney general on the 
possibility of conflict of in¬ 
terest when a mayor of a city 
serves as a county com¬ 
missioner as well. 

Many members feel, Mann 
said, that a conflict may arise 
when one member has to vote 
on both a city budget and the 
county budget, since the county 
budget will affect the city 
budget.

Rep. Lois G. Pines (D—

Rep. Pines stated, "It is most 
unfortunate that Speaker 
Bartley did not choose to follow 
the leadership of his 
Democratic governor, Michael 
Dukakis, who set a precedent 
by appointing four women tp 
his 10-member cabinet. Mr. 
Bartley is jeopardizing the 
strength of the Democratic 


party by personally blocking 
the paths of competent elected 
women to the leadership of the 
party. None of the outstanding 
women in the legislature were 
given committee chair¬ 
manships, even though eight 
outstanding, dedicated 
representatives were reelected 
this year and two returned 
after 10 years of effective 
service in the legislature.” 

Noting the governor’s 
proclamation last week 
declatring the start of Inter¬ 
national Women’s Year in 
Massachusetts, Rep. Pines 
cited several important c oals 


the Women's Caucus will 
pursue: “we will serve as a 
focal point, to continually 
strive for improving the status 
of women in state government. 
We will consult with each other 
and with women’s groups 
throughout the Commonwealth 
on a regular basis to formulate 
legislation and policy geared 
toward improving the quality 
of life of women and children;

Newton resident Frances 
Korten still feels Vincent 
Silluzio’s school enrollment 
projections for 1985 are un¬ 
derestimated, but Silluzio, 
director of research and 
planning for the School 
Department, said the dif¬ 
ferences are insignificant. 

Mrs. Korten, employed 
professional! y in the 
population field, predicts there 
will be 7,458 women of ages 25 
to 34 in Newton in 1980 , using 
Silluzio’s data. 

Silluzio said in a telephone 
interview that the difference 
between this figure and the 
"less that 7000" women he said 
in an earlier response means 
only "about 15 births,” based 
on the current birth rate of 34.5 
per 1000 women aged 15-44. 

Mrs. Korten questioned 
whether there is n, a migration 
cycle of older familie s moving 
out of Newton being replaced 
by younger families. 

Silluzio said he has never 
seen such a cycle 
- published by school systems, 
and noted that over the last 10 
years, the migration of school- 
age children balanced out each 
year at about 1200 students 
moving out of the schools 
system being replaced by 
another 1200. 

Silluzio said he and Mrs. 
Korten are in agreement that 
more precise birth and 


migration statistics are 
needed, and he has had pians to 
begin collecting this data from 
this year’s census. 

Mrs. Korten, who said at a 
declining nrollment public 
hearing in November she did 
not challenge Silluzio's five- 
year projections, does not plan 
to continue this debate because 
she does not have the time or 
the data.

Sidney Hill still in trouble 


Petitions from the Sidney 
Hill Country Club for per¬ 
missive use for a barber shop 
and a beauty shop and ad¬ 
ditions to facilities were again 
held by the aldermanic Land 
Use Committee this week until 
a meeting scheduled for Jan. 
27. 

Insufficient parking was the 
main reason. Sidney Hill's 
lawyer, Robert Freeto, 
presented a plan providing 423 
parking spaces instead of the 
360 that now exist, but Plan¬ 
ning Director Charles Thomas 
said they were too small for 
today’s big cars. Freeto will 
work on a new plan. 

Sidney Hill is under a cease- 
and-desist order against four 
zoning violations, which a 
representative said he thought 
were not in effect while the 


petitions were pending before 
the Board. 

Freeto said the club would 
stop charging for parking, one 
of the violations. Previously a 
spokesman had said that 
illegal tenants in the building 
would be leaving. 

In other business, the Land 
Use Committee voted 4-2 to 
grant a temporarv occupancy 
permit for the last building of 
the three-building apartment 
complex at 2300 Com¬ 
monwealth , subject to the 
removal of three utility poles 
Ave., Auburndale on the 
property, which Land Use 
Committee members feel 
violate the intent of the Board 
that utilities be put un¬ 
derground. 

The problem is semantical. 
Technically, electrical "ser¬ 


vice” means wires from the 
utility pole into the building. In 
the permissive use granted for 
the construction of the building 
the Board used the word 
"service” to mean cables from 
the street. 

Inasmuch as this 

requirement has been 
challenged by the developer 
and is now being decided by the 
court, the occupancy permit 
will be moot until after a court 
decision. 

The committee approved the 
upzoning of a 7-acre parcel of 
land in Newton Upper Falls on 
Sweet Street. Presently in 
Manufacturing District, the 
land will be rezoned partially 
to Private Residence and 
partially to Business AA. 

Development of the area, 
much is which is either owned 
or leased by radio station 
iVHDH, may wait for more

Law-Makers Give Coo! 
Welcome to Dukakis 

In looking back at the changing of the gubernatorial 
administrations at the State House, an impression which 
stands out was that the farewell given a departing 
Republican Governor by an overwhelmingly Democratic 
legislature seemed warmer and more sincere than the 
welcome extended to the new incoming Democratic 
Governor. 

It was as if the law-makers were saying goodbye to an 
old friend they were sorry to see leave and were regarding 
with wariness the man who was taking his place. 

This appeared to be true even though a substantial 
number of the members of the two branches of the 
Legislature were new to their jobs and did not know cither 
Governor Michael S. Dukakis or former Governor Francis 
W. Sargent. 

There was a much more relaxed attitude when Sarge 
administered the oath of office to the law-makers than on 
the following day when Dukakis delivered his inaugural 
address. 

The legislators sat on their hands most of the time 
Dukakis was speaking. They interrupted his remarks only 
three times with applause. Two of thlose occasions came 
when Dukakis was praising the Legislature. 

Governor Dukakis' inaugural address was conciliatory 
to the Legislature in tone and text. 

He reminded his listeners that he himself had served a 
political apprenticeship in the Legislature. He seemed to be 
trying to tell the legislators that he once had been one of the 
boys. 

But the legislators were not buying that approach. Mike 
Dukakis had not been one of the boys. They knew it. 
Governor Dukakis was a maverick when he served in the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives. He stood apart 
and aloof from the rank and file members of the House. 

In his canpaigns for election as Governor and before 
that for Lieutenant Governor it appeared that Michael 
Dukakis was almost disdainful of the Legislature as a body. 

A few of the liberal legislators supported Dukakis in the 
Democratic primary last September, but most of the party 
regulars lined up against him. And the legislators were not 
welcoming him with open arms at his inaugural. 

The silence hung heavily when Governor Dukakis 
declared: “We cannot afford the continuation of a 
patronage system that has plagued this state for decades." 

The legislators assumed that he was telling them he 
was keeping the patronage for himself and that they could 
not expect jobs for their constituents in return for their 
votes on key bills. 

What may have been most significant were the com¬ 
ments, remarks and jokes about Dukakis after his 
inaugural address. 

Some of the most liberal legislators—tlhose closest to 
u Dukakis who went all out for him in both the primary and 
election campaigns-said privately they will line up against 
him if he tries to cut appropriations for human services or 
higher education. 

Several indicated they would much prefer new taxes to 
"cleaver-type economies." They expressed concern that 
Dukakis was placing too much stress upon the importance 
of not increasing state taxes and that he had shifted from 
liberal to middle-of-the-roader after winning the 
nomination for Governor in the September primary. 

A Republican legislator asked everyone who would 
listen if they had heard about the big change in the Dukakis 
program. 

The change, the GOP law-maker explained, was that 
for economy reasons Dukakis planned to walk between his 
Brookline home and the State House instead of using the 
MBTA to make that journey. 

However, this would cost more instead of less, he 
continued, because of the number of police officers guar¬ 
ding Dukakis would have to be doubled and would ride In 
two automobiles, one in front of Dukakis and the other 
behind him. (This was supposed to be a joke.) 

This was typical of the comments about Dukakis, and 
they weren’t all good-natured. Some were tinged with 
bitterness. 

A feeling seemed to exist that Dukakis would try to run 
rough-shod over the legislators. They were not impressed 
that Dukakis appeared to be trying to sake peace. 

"That’s today," one veteran law-maker observed. 
“Tomorrow it will be different." 

T e 1975 session of the Massachusetts Legislature 
promises to be interesting. Some of the more independent- 
minded law-makers may be a little balky in the style of 
former Representative Michael Dukakis when the new 
Governor tides to crack the whip

The Citizens of Rome

And by being so, by not doing, by allowing, 
by just being spectators, they shared the guilt 
of the act. 

On the other hand, by first allowing Caesar 
to acquire omnipotence,' they were also 
guilty. 

The moral is clear. Citizens who remain 
“members of the audience" are mere 
spectators, onlookers, and rightfully deserve 
what follows! 


Monday, our School Committee, with 
Mayor Mann and Committeeman Herbert 
Regal in absentia, received the superin¬ 
tendent's pristine recommendations for the 
1976 fiscal year school budget. 

A sparse crowd, heavily sprinkled with 
school employees, heard the request for 
$31,004,731 to operate our schools between 
July 1, 1975, and June 30, 1976. 

We the assembled were privy to a budget 
documentary complete with arithmetical 
mistakes and slides aimed at impressing us 
that with the fact that while the Consumer 
Price Index went up approximately 12 per 
cent, the budget request was up only 5.7 per 
cent. 

I may be naive, but dollars are dollars, and 
a mere $1.5 million impresses me anyway you 
look at it, especially when it represents a 
potential increase of approximately $4 per 
thousand on the tax rate. 

But I was always one to be impressed with 
money. 


Open budget hearings, we were first told 
that all hearings were to be held in open 
session and later told that those who had seen 
the budget were impressed with its modest 
increase, will commence tonight. All 
meetings will be held on at Bigelow Junior 
High School starting at 7:45 p.m. 

It is planned that there will be eight 
meetings, two per week on Mondays and 
Wednesdays, with the final vote scheduled for 
Feb. 10. 

Eight sessions of about four hours each 
totals 32 hours of deliberation on $31 million; 
or, if you have this natural bent for trivia, 
about $1 million per hour or about $166,000 per 
minute. 

With all due regard to the intellectual 
acumen of the committee, the amount 
boggles the mind. The time constraint allows 
for only a cursory view. And to further 
exacerbate the situation, the committee 


chairwoman said the committee will allow "a 
few minutes of comment” from the 
“audience" at the end of each session. 

We, the citizens of Newton, are not the 
spectators of Rome We arc not the 
“audience" for the School Committee or any 
other municipal body. We are not mere 
spectators; we are the ultimate board of 
directors, the electorate, “audience" ap¬ 
pellation offends and may be 

The indicative of the lack of our par¬ 
ticipation on our parts in the past. 

The fact remains that regardless of ap¬ 
pellations or slick slide shows, Massachusetts 
law dictates that the School Committee will 
determine the annual operating budget. 

The message is clear. Either each of us 
participates in these deliber atio..ns b y 
listening, by asking questions, by demanding 
creditable responses, or we suffer the results 
in the future. Et tu, Brute. 


TRIMMING TIME? 



One of the factors which contributed to former 
Governor Francis W. Sargent's political downfall was that 
he went talent-hunting across the United States and im¬ 
ported some supposed experts from out of state who proved 
to be disasters in their jobs. Dukakis has not made that 
mistake. 

When Sarge headed back into private life after a long 
period of public service, all his cabinet members except two 
went with him. 

Former State Representatives Mary Newman of 
Cambridge, who served in the House with Dukakis, con¬ 
tinued temporarily as Secretary of Manpower Affairs until 
the Governor named her successor. 

Mrs. Newman, who is close politically to Senator Ed¬ 
ward W. Brooke, probably will be chosen the new chairman 
of the Republican State Committee to replace William 
Ba instead. 

She was appointed to ex-Govemor Sargent's Cabinet as 
a reward for having filled a place on the GOP State Ticket 
in 1970 as the Republican candidate for Secretary of State. 

Back through the years Mrs. Newman has been closer 
to Brooke than to Sargent even though she served in Sarge's 
Cabinet. 

The only other Sargent Cabinet member who remained 
at the State House when Sarge departed was David Mar- 
chand who became Secretary of Administration and 
Finance and "Deputy Governor” after William I. Cowin 
resigned Irom that position to seek election as Attorney 
General. 

Marchand cleared out his desk, took a 25 per cent pay 
cut and moved over to the State Treasurer's office to 
become assistant to Treasurer Robert Q. Crane. 

Crane is a Democrat and Marchand a Republican, but 
Crane obviously respects Marchand's ability and took 
advantage of the opportunity to obtain his services. 

Former Public Safety Secretary Richard McLaughlin 
appeared to be the most surprised of all the Sargent Cabinet 
members that he received the axe from Dukakis. 

McLaughlin, a Democrat, had hoped and apparently 
had expected that Dukakis would retain him in his Cabinet. 
“I had no idea there would be a complete runout of cabinet 
secretaries," the disappointed McLaughlin declared after 
Governor Dukakis had publicly announced the choice of 
McLaughlin’s successor. 

Mr. McLaughlin apparently hadn’t listened carefully 
because Dukakis indicated clearly he intended to sweep out 
the entire Sargent Cabinet. McLaughlin reports that he has 
several offers but that most of them are for jobs outside 
Massachusetts. He said he wants to remain in the Bay- 
State. 

Among the more philosophical of the Sargent Cabinet 
secretaries who went over the side with their former boss 
was Thomas I. Atkins, bead of the Boston Chapter oi the 
NAACP who had been Secretary of Communities and 
Development in Sarge’s Cabinet. 

Atkins, like McLaughlin, is a Democrat, but, unlike 
Mclaughlin, he did not build up any false hope that he 
would be given a position in the Dukakis administration. 
Atkins may practice law, teach or take a job in business. 

Some of Sarge’s former top aides may not get the 
precise posts they want, but guessing here is that none of 
them will go hungry and that all of them will be able to 
support their families. They had it better under Sargent 
than their successors will under Dukakis. 


Last Watergate Trial 
Posed Many Questions 

If President Ford is still in the White House when John 
Mitchell, John Ehrlichman, H. R. Haldeman and Robert 
Mardian run out of appeals, he will be confronted with a 
choice of pardoning all four of them or conceding that he 
believes in two standards of justice. 

Former President Nixon, on the basis of the statement by 
the prosecutor who retired after directing the handling of 
the most recent Watergate case, did not know in advance of 
the Watergate breek-in and expressed surprise when he 
was told about it. But Nixon certainly could have been 
prosecuted and convicted on numerous counts of ob¬ 
structing justice in the Watergate cover-up. 

We are not in favor of sending a former President of the 
United States to prison. We are disposed to agree with those 
who believe President Ford acted reasonably and properly 
when he pardoned Nixon in an effort to end the Watergate 
mess and pull the country together. 

However, when Nixon was pardoned, the Watergate case 
should have been dropped. How Mitchell, Haldeman, 
Ehrlichman and Mardian could be prosecuted, convicted 
and probably eventually sentenced to prison after Nixon 
had been pardoned for all the law—Uniting of which he may 
have been guilty, is beyond understanding. 

A highly capable newspaper reporter, w+who covered 
the most recent Watergate trial, pointed out that Nixon's 
voice was heard on every tape played in the courtroom, but 
that Mitchell’s voice was heard on only one. Newsmen said 
that Judge John Sirica, who is not considered a really 
competent jurist, made a number of Injudicious statements 
but that none of them was serious enough to cause a 
reversal of the verdict against any of the four defendants. 

They said that Sirica allowed himself to be baited by 
attorneys for the defendents who expected him to make 
statements which would be grounds for appeals for 
reversals of the decisions. 

Newsmen anticipate that Sirica will impose sentences so 
stiff that they will create sympathy for the four former 
Nixon aides. Ironically, newsmen are convinced that the 
tapes, on which Richard Nixon !'s voice was the dominant 
one, sealed the fate of Mitchell, Haldeman, Ehrlichman and 
Mardian. 

One reporter, in predicting that Judge Sirica will hand out 
stiff sentences, observed that Sirica is called "maximum 
John" as a result of the harsh punishment he usually im¬ 
poses on defendants who come before him. 

Sirica, who is not considered either a compassionate 
judge or a good one, is not expected to make allowances for 
the fact that President Nixon has been pardoned. Most 
people, who will be glad to hear the last of the Watergate 
mess, are not Interested in seeing men go to prisou for 
things former President Nixon told them to do, especially 
after Nixon has been pardoned and now sits free from 
prosecution out in his San Clemente retreat. 

Judge Sirica, who is over 70, would have be&n forced to 
retire on reaching his 70th birthday, if he had been sitting in 
a state court in Massachusetts. But "maximum John" is a 
federal judge.

Although the committee 
members may be superhuman, 
or not have to rise at 6 or 7

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The elderly cannot wait 


To the Editor: 

Conscientious and sensitive 
middle aged people, who have 
the responsibility of looking 
after an elderly, widowed 
parent, know only too well the 
urgent need and importance of 
a facility such as the proposed 
Life Care Center! 

If our Aldermen and women 
were to search in the greater 
Boston area for such a facility, 
and face the futility and 
frustrations which we have 
encountered, they would stop 
hindering and rather hasten 
the approval of the proposed 
facility on Stanton Ave. 

There is no housing for 
middle class elderly in good 
health in our progressive, 
health-care oriented city. We 
desperately need such a 
facility, where the elderly can 
retire with dignity, privacy and 
a measure of security. Nursing 
homes are a totally unac¬ 
ceptable alternative in these 


cases, and yet, that is the only 
avenue open as of now. 

Limited supervision, eating 
facilities and recreation rooms 
are of vital importance to these 
retired people, even more so in 
a climate such as ours, where 
long winter months keep many 
of these housebound and 
isolated. 

Density, buffer zones, and 
added traffic are lame excuses 
for holding up this all- 
important project! Certainly if 
Newton North High School with 
it's enormous building and 2800 
students, many of whom drive, 
can be tolerated by the private 
families on Lowell Ave., Elm 
and Hull Sts., then a much 
smaller building (perhaps even 
more attractive) with quiet 
inhabitants should be ac¬ 
ceptable on Stanton Ave. 

The proposed site on Stanton 
Ave. is located next to the 
Woodland MTA station. It is 
not a particularily attractive 


mean- 

surement must be matched by 
an intelligent, planned, in¬ 
formed and sympathetic set of 
rules guiding the placement of 
interfaces between these 
zones. These rules should be 
written into a master plan so 
everyone can see them. 

The plan should not only be 
public. It ehould emerge 
publically, with input from 
informed and-or interested 
citizens. It should not be 
changed for private gain or for 
the tantalizing prospect of 
taxes paid to the City. 

In my opinion, too little open 
space remains in Newton. 
There should be no more 
destruction of what remains.- 
LF Some areas now built up 
should be planned for open 
space when the present oc¬ 
cupants leave. These planned 
(and existing) areas should be 
public knowledge. Speculation 
on their land values should be 
discouraged by all legal means 
available to government 
bodies. 

I strongly suspect, in this 
matter, that our city fathers 
care less for open space than 
do the people who live in 
Newton. It has never been 
much of an election issue 
because people find more 
urgent things to fight about. 
But perhaps that, too, is a 
function of the closed-in-ness 
Newton is beginning to feel. 

On the subject of balance, 
Newton should ask itself if it 


performing well at work the 
next day. 


My impression, after ob¬ 
serving I .and Use over the last 
few months, is that the City's 
business is by default (if not 
deliberately) conducted in 
such a way as to exclude most 
citizens from participating. 
The smoke, the endless 
digressions and disorder, the 
long nighttime hours when 
most of us need to be resting in 
order to earn our living the 
next day, all defeat the desire 
to participate in government. 


The committee should ban 
smoking, follow more 
parliamentary procedure, and 
not tolerate digressions from 
business at hand. If it did so, I 
think it could hear its visitors 
and still finish around 11 p.m. 

It is worth considering that 
the complexity of human social 
organization rises as some 
power of the population size, 
and that uncontrolled growth, 
which is exactly what Newton 
has, leads to rampant 
bureaucracy and rising taxes. 
If Newton wants to be a 


caught up in day-to-day 
paperwork, but they are there, 
and many of us sense them. 

It may be that the platform 
of some national Environ¬ 
mental Party of the future will 
include planks on preservation 
of open space and renewal of 
neighborhoods and cities, with 
plans for eventually making it 
possible to walk to work and to 
parks. 

People who must now depend 
on autos to escape from their 
mal-planned neighborhoods to 
enjoy some open space should 
benefit. Such planning is truly 
BFconservative, in the long- 
run, and it is to be hoped that 
this kind of enlightened self- 
interest and social awareness 
will soon increase.

Free child health 
care is available 


A preventive health care 
program is now available to 
Medicade eligible children six 
years of age and under in 
Newton. The local sponsor is 
Communities United, a parent- 
run agency which also operates 
the Head Start class in Newton. 
Under federal law, children 
have the right to receive total 
health care from the Early and 
Periodic Screening, Diagnosis 
and Treatment program, a 
part of Medicade. Detecting 
any health problems early, 
when they are most easily 
treated, will help ensure the 
child's continuing good health. 
All services are free, including 
complete physical examination 
and immunizations; 
screenings for vision, hearing, 
speech and dental problems; 
and tests for anemia, lead 
poisining, sickle cell anemi6a 


and tuberculosis. Most of these 
services will be provided by the 
child's own doctor or cliniBc; 
some by specially trained staff 
from other agencies. Results of 
all screenings will be 
thoroughly discussed with 
parents, along with any 
recomnendations for referral 
or treatments. Transportation 
end babysitting will be 
provided if necessary. 
Families with low incomes 
and-or high medical bills may 
be eligible for Medicade. The 
city welfare department can 
provide information about 
eligibility. Any families who 
already have Medicade cards 
can call 964-1830 for more in¬ 
formation about the Early and 
Periodic Screening, Diagnosis 
and Treatment program.

Both policewomen are 
assigned to a team to in¬ 
vestigate and lessen the 
trauma of rape cases. Both are 
available around the clock to 
investigate such cases and to 
offer additional advice and 
assistance to any victims. 

Newton Police Chief William 
F. Quinn instituted the 
program when Miss Mac- 
master first joined the Newton 
Police Department, feeling 
that a victim could discuss the 
crime better and with more 
ease with a member of her own 
sex. 

Miss Connell, the first 
Policewoman to graduate from 
the Massachusetts State Police 
Academy, discussed rape 
prevention and personal 
protection and explained the 
new law that states all rape 
case information is strictly 
confidential. 

Section 97D of Chapter 41 
states, “All reports of rape and 
sexual asnault or attempts to 
commit such offenzes and all 
conversations between police 
officers and victims of said 
offenses shall not be public 
reports and shall be main¬ 
tained by the police depart¬ 
ments in a manner which will 
assure their confidentiality. 
Whoever violatee any 
provision of this section shall 
be punished by imprisonment 
for not more than one year or 
by a fine of not more than one 
thousand dollars, or both." 

Quinn stated that both Miss 
Connell and Miss MacMaster, 
along with officers of the Rape 
Unit, have been sensitive to the 


feelings of rape victime. He 
said care and dignity that must 
be maintained in any in¬ 
vestigation to minimize 
emotional and phychological 
shock.

given the 1973 ordinance, in which supervisory 
powers were given to the , only recently. Depart¬ 
ment of Human Resources 

There appears also to be a clash of personalities 
f between Mrs. Pitt and Rev. Coyle. 

Mrs. Pitt, she says herself, is not diplomatic 
when she might be and wants to go ahead and get 
things done. She heads a department that im¬ 
plements the Youth Commission, the Community 
Relations Commission, and the Council on the 
Aging, and acts as the executive agency for these 
commissions with a tiny staff and relatively Uttle 
money for the services the department provides 
and funds. 

The Youth Commission, on the other hand, is a 
volunteer group that in recent months has had 
trouble getting together a quorum for its meetings 
because of several resignations from the seven- 
member group. 

The vacancies have gone unfilled by the mayor 
for some time. 

It meets once a month, as do most of the city’s 
voluntary commissions and committees, and 
decision-making cannot be quick under these 
conditions. 

Coyle’s letter to the mayor outlined some of his 


problems in being chairman of the Youth Com¬ 
mission working with the Department. 

Communications received from the Department 
of Human Resources, Coyle eaid, make it "clear 
and unmistakable that the deliberations and 
decisions of the Youth Commisekm are subject to 
the judgment of the director of the department in 
terms of implementation and budgeting." 

"This was not my understanding when I served 
on the selection committee for the director . . . 
Rather it was then my understanding that the 
relationship would be horizontal and not vertical in 
terms of administrative responsibility.". . . 

“It is no longer questionable that in reality one 
person — the director of the Department of Human 
Resources — has virtual autonomy over the 
commissions." 

Mrs. Pitt said later that the Youth Commission 
has the prerogative to withdraw from the depart¬ 
ment if it wishes, and had apparently so informed 
Coyle. 

Coyle responded to this information by telling the 
mayor that he does not believe that such a step 
would "facilitate the work of the Youth Com¬ 
mission," nor would Mrs. Pitt's alternative — to go 
to the mayor directly. 

Mrs. Pitt said Tuesday that "daily decisions 
have to be made."

“The Department of Human Resources has a 
responsibility not only to the city but also to the 
federal government," Mrs. Pitt explained. 

She talked about the bureaucracy in the various 
youth agencies serving the city and how she had 
tried to cut through it to find out what wan really 
going on, while she felt there was little par¬ 
ticipation from the Youth Commission in 
evaluating services rendered. 

This feeling :ame to the surface at Monday 
night's meeting, when Mrs. Pitt announced that 
she had requested certain sums of money in her 
budget for certain youth agencies and Coyle asked 
to see the written budget request, showing that 
neither he nor the commission had had any input 
into the budget. 

Mrs. Pitt said later that she had asked much 
earlier in the year for evaluations of the agencies 
by the Youth Commission in preparation for 
budget requests and had not received the in¬ 
formation. 

The situation at this point seems irreversible. 

Coyle said Tuesday that he did not intend to 
remove himself from actinq for youth in the city. 
He felt the commission had made progress in 
improving the commission since he has been 
chairman, especially in acquiring members 
dedicated and interested in youth instead of 
political appointments. 
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Under his chairmanship, Coyle feels, the Youth 
Commission began acting as an ombudsman for 
youth before the Board of Aldermen and the 
mayor's office - and it began to be listened to. 

Faye Snider, who resigned with Coyle, did so, she 
said in an open letter "to the mayor and the 
citizens of Newton,” because she learned that 
under strict interpretation of the revised Y'outh 
Commission ordinance, the role of the commission 
is purely advisory and under the supervisison of 
the Human Resources Department. 

"I had every reason to believe," Ms. Snider's 
statement said, "that my appointment was based 
on the mayor’s willingness to allow commissioners 
to exercise responsibility that went far beyond the 
advisory capacity," 

The new ordinance did not prevent her, Ms. 
Snider said, from being asked to exercise 
responsibility In the implementation, development 
and eupervlsion of the pilot street worker program 
and as chairman of the present program. 

At the end of the meeting, the remaining 
members of the commission, Alfred Smith and 
Judy Alpert, and advisory board members agreed 
to keep the commission going. 

Mayor Mann said Tuesday that he Is “personally 
distressed at the resignation of two capable per¬ 
sons," but the Youth Commission will continue as 
called for by the charter.

A Special Legislative 
Commission on Employment 
which is exploring the 
unemployment crisis in 
Massachusetts will hold its 
second hearing in Gardner 
Auditorium of the State Houze 
on Monday, Jan. 20, at 10:30 
am. 

State Senator Jack H. 
Backman, chairman of the 
commission, and State Rep. 
Richard Demers, awhairman, 
have announced that this 
hearing will focus on the ex¬ 
periences both of unemployed 
persons in seeking em¬ 
ployment and of represen¬ 
tatives of municipalities and 
unions which are trying to deal 
with emergency job-creation 
programs. 

"More people filed unem¬ 
ployment insurance claims in 
the final week of 1974 both 
nationally and in 
Massachusetts than in any 
previous week since the 
unemployment compensation 
program began in 1937," said 
Senator Backman. “1 feel our 
commission can provide an 
opportunity for unemployed 
persons to be heard. The 
statistics we are bombarded 
with each day highlight the 
seriousness of the problem but 
do not tell the complete story. 
These are real people with 
families and debts. They 
deserve to have a forum to air 
their experiences and give 
suggestions of what they feel 
should be done. 

"I expect the hearing to 
provide our commission with 
valuable information not only 
about implementation of past 
programs, but recom¬ 
mendations for administration 
procedures under the 
Emergency Jobs and Unem¬ 
ployment Assistance Act 
signed on the last day of 1974 by 
President Gerald Ford."

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A camera which can scan the 
entire skeleton and produce 
one image on a single film has 
recently been iastalled in the 
radiology department of 
Ncwton-Wellesley Hospital. 

The nuclear medicine 
, camera is called an Anger 
camera, a device which 
' enables the study of body 
organs by utilizing small 
quantities of radioactive 
material. 

The total area scan com¬ 
ponent has a specially con-

structed table on which the 
patient lies during the 
procedure. Positioned above 
the patient is the Anger 
camera which moves back and 
forth along the entire length of 
the body, producing one image. 

The image is recorded on 
either a Polaroid opaque or a 
5x7 transparency. 

This complete image allows 
the doctor to better interpret 
skeletal abnormalities. The 
total area scan will be used for 
bone scans of malignant and 
benign conditions. 


The camera's data handling 
system permits images of 
organs to be recorded, stored, 
retrieved, and manipulated to 
produce a more meaningful 
image. 

The data handling system 
consists of a computer with 
magnetic tape and memory, 
and television monitors 
provide a means of displaying 
the particular organ being 
studied. 

This Ls the second Anger 
camera purchased by the 
hospital. Since the first one was 
acquired in 1967. the volume of 


nuclear medicine scans per¬ 
formed by the radiology 
department has grown so 
rapidly that a second Anger 
camera was necessary. . 

More sophisticated than the 
first Anger camera, the new 
device offers increased 
resolution and efficiency as 
well as greater overall 
capability. 

The new camera will permit 
both an expansion in the 
volume of work as well as the 
performance of studies not 
possible before.

Sasahara chosen 
medical service chief 


Dr. Arthur A. Sasahara, of 
West Newton, has been ap¬ 
pointed professor of medicine 
at the West Roxbury Veterens 
Administration Hospital 
(WRVAH) where he will serve 
simultaneouely as chief of the 
medical service. 

His appointments were 
announced by Dr. Robert H.

He was aslo instrumental in 
demonstrationg the superiority 
of direct current of over 
alternating current in the 
control of life-threatening 
irregularities in heart rhyth¬ 
ms. 

A native of Del Rey, Calif., 
Dr. Sasahara received an A.B. 
degree from Oberlin College 
and an M.D. degree from the 
Case Western Reserve School 
of Medicine. 

He interned on the Tufts 
Medical Service at Boston City 
Hospital and served as 
assistant resident in medicine 
at Massachusetts General 
Hospital. 

In 1959-60 he was a senior 
resident in medicine at the 
Yale Medical Center. 

From 1971 to 1973,Dr. Dr. 
Sasahara served as president 
of the Greater Boston Chapter 
of the Massachsusetts Heart 
Association.

Certainly 
good things happened, we got rid of Agnew 
and Nixon, but Bowie Kuhn, Clarence 
Cempbell and Gerald Ford are still here. Not 
to mention Gary Davidson who seems to be 
continually reappearing to lose the money of 
others, and in the process bore everyone. 

The most publicized sports event of '74 was 
Henry Aaron's 715th home run, a momentous 
occasion to be sure, but nonetheless lacking in 
the glamour one would normally attach to the 
breaking of what some considered the most 
invulnerable of all sports records. The simple 
facts are that Hank Aaron is not a colorful 
man, neither the Babe's peer on or off the 
diamond. Until quite recently I considered 
Aaron to be, at best, semi-literate, however, 
whether under tutelege or by increasing 
public exposure, there's no question that his 
speaking demeanor has vastly improved end 
Aaron has emerged as a highly personable, 
extremely likeable man; but electrifying he is 
not and if 1 ever buy a Magnavox it will have 
nothing to do with "Bad Henry," as Sandy 
Koufax fearfully called him. 

To me it is unfortunate that a man who has 
striven for dignity all his life, would let 
himself end his magnificent career in the 
most undignified of all positions, the 
designated hitter. 

Other top baseball stories in '74 include the 
obvious, such as the A's winning the series, 
1-ou Brock, and Catfish Hunter unfettering his 
shackles and breaking away from the most 
despicable of all owners, Charlie Zero Finley ; 
but almost as noteworthy are the things that 
didn't transpifre. Some squabbling over the 
insignificant "Mini Hammer" John Milner 
caused one of the biggest trades in years, Don 
Sutton for Tom Seaver to fall through at the 
last moment. 

The Dodgers also turned down the A's offer 
of Reggie Jeckson for either Sutton or Steve 


Garvey. If Jackson has overestimated 
himself at least the smart baseball people 
haven’t. For a team that looked as flat and 
inept as the Red Sox did at the end of the 
season, not making a trade would seem to be 
dangerous thinking, particularly when one 
heard the name of Cincinatti's "Big Bopper" 
Tony Perez bandied about. Possibly, Johnny 
Bench people around here don't know just 
how good Perez is, but without question he is 
one of the best hitters in baseball. 

So much for the national pasttime. 
Professional tennis emerged as an in¬ 
creasingly visable and entertaining sport, 
with Americans Jimmy Connors and Chris 
Evert being justifiably ranked No. 1 in the 
world. True, the "Queen of the Hop" Chris 
Evert has something to learn about fast 
surfaces, grass in particular, but as the 
saying goes, ‘she has time.' Dollar for dollar I 
-ind watching Connors probably the most 
entertaining spectacle in sport today. His 
triumph, along with then-fiance Evert, at 
Wimbledon, which was for some people the 
most nauseating sports moment of ’7n., was 
for me probably the most enjoyable. With the 
emergence of great young players like Vilas, 
Borg, Connors, Stockton and Tanner the 
brand of tennis is continually improving, and 
unlike other sports the game of8tennis has 
nowhere to go but up. If only World Team 
Tennis would go away. 

Of course I would be remiss in recounting 
'74 if I didn't mention the heavyweight fiasco 
in Zaire. I’ve been to Las Vegas twice and 
Lewiston, Maine, once for a total of about 
three minutes of fighting action and never 
have I regretted these trips. I was going to be 
damned, though, if I was about to waste my 
time and trek down to Boston Garden to 
watch the most inflated sports event in 
memory. It seems to me that there has to be a 
limit to the number of "fights of the century" 
that occur within a couple of years. Ali may 
well be the greatest but we should not forget 


that this is the same man who tried to quit in 
his first Liston fight, having to be forcdibly 
shoved back into the ring, the same man who 
won a decision over Doug Jones in Madison 
Square Garden when almost every impartial 
observer had Jones winning; and, the same 
man who suddenly had his opponent, Billy 
Daniels, "retire” in the middle of a fight 
where Ali, then Clay, was getting soundly 
thrashed. One also should not forget that in 
order to get action on the fight, bookies let 
bettors pick either the first seven or the last 
seven rounds for the fight to end with the 
eighth round being a "push" in which case the 
bookies claimed the vigorish or 10 per cent. 
The fight went eight. Just because there are 
no cigar smoking "Blinkie B8illermo" types 
in evidence does not meen that the extensive 
tenacles of organized crime are still not 
prevalent in the fight game. I like to think 
boxing is clean but sometimes there seems to 
be just a few too many miracles. Since no 
figures have been released I suspect that the 
promoters took a bath, which would seem 
justified in face of the absurdity of having the 
fight in Zaire; a country Foreman 
erroneously called the cradle of freedom 
considering Mobuto runs things like a virtual 
dictatorship. 

Some of the other unexpected and expected 
highlights of 74 included Miami’s ho hum 
Super Bowl victory, Fats Esposito’s con¬ 
tinued pathetic play off play, and the Celtics' 
victory over the Bucks in seven games. Chuck 
Fairbanks and the Patriots provided an ex¬ 
citing injury-riddled season, which shoild be 
good cause for optimism in the v':y near 
future. 

What with the prospect of no Snake Canyon 
jump, no WFL, no WHA, and, keeping my 
fingers crossed, no Charlie Finley, 1975 can 
only be better. If only Gerald Ford would 
jump leagues, he clearly doesn't belong in the 
Biggies.

Aha, so you thought you knew your onions! 
Veil, did you know that: To keep eyes from 
catering while cutting onions, slice or cut 
anions under cold, running water. Slice 
inion from top rather than root end. Also, that 
t was shown not long ago by some American 
•esearchers that a raw onion chewed in the 
nouth for five minutes, or so, renders the 
ining of both mouth and throat completely 
sterile, destroying all harmful bacteria 
present. Therefore, there is considerable 
ustification (previously thought only an 
old wives’ tale) for chewing an onion during 
colds and throat infections. 

Also, did you know that onions will behave, 
iven with company in the parlor, if you cook 


them uncovered in a large amount of boiling 
salted water ... and that onions are a 
valuable source of the important minerals, 
calcium, phosphorus and iron. Here's sur¬ 
prising news — did you know that your 
windshield won’t frost in winter weather if 
you rub the cut side of a raw onion over it? 

The French believe the onion promotes 
restful sleep, and to dream of an onion is said 
to mean good luck, just as to cook with them 
promises good eating. If you like skillet-fried 
onions to be limp, cook them in butter or 
margarine until they're golden brown, then 
cook them in a covered skillet until they are 
soft. 

Dehydrated (or dried) onions deserve a 
place on the shelf: Onion Powder is pure 


onion in granular form. It's particularly 
suited in smooth, uncooked mixtures, 
requiring no onion texture. Use 1 teaspoon 
onion powder in place of 1 mid-size fresh 
onion. Instant Minced Onion is fine cut, 
especially suited to gravies, sauces, ground 
meat.

Answer: Thank you for your recipe which follows and 
then your Eggplant Parmigiana! 

SPANISH LENTIL SOUP 

1 pound (2 and one-third rups) lentils 

2 quarts (8 cups) water 

1 pound Spanish or Italian sausage 

2 cups chopped onion 
Two-thirds cup sliced stuffed olives 
2 cloves garlic, minced 

2 teaspoons curry powder 
1 teaspoon turmeric 
1 teaspoon grated lemon peel 
Add lentils and water to Dutch oven. Bring to boiling; 
reduce heat. Cover and simmer for 1 hour. Meanwhile, fry 
sausage until browned; drain on paper towels; cut sausage 
in bite-size pieces and add to lentils. Add remaining 
ingredients. Cover and simmer for 1 hour or until meat and 
lentils are done. Add salt and pepper to taste. If you desire a 
thinner soup, add hot water. Serves 8. 

EGGPLANT PARMIGIANA 
1 (1 lb) can tomatoes 

1 cup olive oil 

2 tablespoons tomato paste 
I teaspoon salt 

One half teaspoon basil 

1 eggplant 
Salt 

2 cups bread crumbs 
Dash of pepper 

One half cup grated Parmesan cheese 

1 sprig parsley, minced 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

One half pound Mozzarella cheese 
Mix tomatoes, 2 tablespoons of oil, tomato paste, 1 
teaspoon of salt and basil in a saucepan. Simmer uncovered 
for 20 minutes. Stir. Cut eggplant in one half inch slices, 
sprinkle with salt. Place a plate over the eggplant, press 
down with weight. Let stand for 30 minutes; pat eggplant 
dry and cook in remaining oil. Combine bread crumbs, 
pepper, Parmesan cheese, parsley, and garlic. Mix 
thoroughly. Put a layer of eggplant in a baking dish, 
sprinkle with part of bread crumb mixture and top with a 
layer of tomato sauce. Repeat, ending with eggplant on top. 
Slice Mozzarella; arrange slices on eggplant. Bake in oven 
preheated to 375 degrees for 15 minutes until cheese is 
lightly brown and casserole heated through. Serves 6. 

Question: I've never cooked with those funny looking 
Jerusalem artichokes. Can you offer a recipe and suggest 
how to serve it? I'm very curious.

Answer: This is a recipe easily prepared and may be 
served cold as an appetizer or salad with chilled tomato 
juice or white wine. 

JERUSALEM ARTICHOKES 

1 pound Jerusalem artichokes 

2 medium onions, cut in halt lengthwise then finely sliced. 
4 tablespoons salad or olive oil 

1 medium carrot, sliced thin 

1 tablespoon rice 
Salt to taste 

One half teaspoon sugar 

2 cups water 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 teaspoon crushed dried mint leaves (optional) 

Peel artichokes and cut each into 2 or 3 chunks, depending 
on the size of the artichokes, and place in cold water. In a 
saucepan, saute onion in oil over medium heat for 5 
minutes. Add carrots and saute the mixture another 3 
minutes. Drain artichokes and add to the onion mixture. 
Add rice, salt, sugar and 2 cups hot water. Cover and cook 
over medium heat for about 40 minutes or until artichokes 
are tender. Remove from heat, cool in saucepan. Transfer 
to a serving platter, pour lemon juice over all and decorate 
with crushed mint leaves. Serve 4. 

Question: I've just recently learned how to bake with 
yeast and I must say I've enjoyed the process, let alone the 
end result! My family now insists on homemade bread and I 
bake it every week. What I’d like to try now is a recipe for 
dinner rolls. Thank you very much. 

H.N., Dedham 

Answer: Have fun experimenting with the many shapes 
that dinner rolls take. For Parkerhouse rolls, divide dough 
in half. Roll each half into a one-fourth-inch thick circle. Cut 
into rounds with a biscuit cutter (2 and one half inch 
round); crease each round with a dull edge of knife to one 
side of center. Brush each round to within one fourth inch of 
the edges with melted margarine; fold larger side over 
smaller so edges just meet Pinch well with fingers to seal 
and place on greased baking sheets so rolls are almost 
touching. 


ONE BOWL DINNER ROLLS 
Two and three-fourths cups unsifted flour 
One-fourth cup sugar 
One half teaspoon salt 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 
5 tablespoons softened margarine 
Two-thirds cup very hot tap water 
1 egg 

Melted margarine 

In a large bowl thoroughly mix three-fourths cup flour, 
sugar, salt and undissolved yeast. Add softened margarine. 
Gradually add very hot tap water to dry ingredients and 
beat for 2 minutes at medium speed of electric mixer, 
scraping bowl occasionally. Add egg and one half cup flour 
or enough flour to make a thick batter. Beat at high speed 
for 2 minutes scraping bowl occasionally. Stir in enough 
additional flour to make a soft dough. 

Turn out onto lightly floured board; knead until smooth 
and elastic, about 8 to 10 minutes. Place in greased bowl, 
turning to grease top. Cover; let rise in a warm place, free 
from draft, until doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. Punch dough 
down; turn out onto lightly floured board. Divide dough into 
3 equal pieces. Roll out each piece to 9x12 inches. Brush 
with melted margarine. 

Cut into 12 strips about 1 inch wide and hold one end of 
each strip firmly and wind dough loosely to form a coil; 
tuck end firmly underneath and place on greased cookie 
sheet; cover; let rise in warm place for 1 hour. Carefully 
brush rolls with melted margarine and bake in hot 375 
degree oven 15-20 minutes or until done. Remove to cool on 
wire racks. Yield: 2 or 3 dozen rolls. 
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John Gardner's uncommon cause 



WASHINGTON — Common Cause Guru 
John Gardner is the quintessential do-gooder, 
a hot-headed reformer hell-bent on doing his 
good regardless of how much harm it causes. 

Over the years, the principle fetish of 
Gardner and his organization has been a 
taxpayer-supported campaign finance law, 
the passage of which Mr. G and his groupies 
have lobbied for with a single-mindedness 
and fervor matched only by Captain Ahab's 
relentless pursuit of Moby Dick. 


To Gardner and his fellow Common 
Causers, private campaign money is the root 
of all evil. There appears to be no end to which 
they won't go to stop it. Whenever Gardner 
denounces private campaign contributions, it 
is in the most categorical terms, reminding 
one of Lewis Carroll's Snark in his "Hunting 
of the Snark, The Barrister’s Dream,” who is 
described as summing things up “so well it 
came out to far more than the witnesses ever 
had said!” 


So now, Gardner's wishes have become a 
reality. The Federal Election Campaign Act 
Amendments of 1974 and certain related 
statutes enacted earlier v are law. These 
measures provide for government 
bankrolling of presidential elections, 
primaries and natioial conventions. They set 
up tight limits on private campaign donations 
and also impose a ceiling on candidate 
spending. 

Fortunately, however, Mr. Gardner’s 
laws will be challenged in the courts by those 
who care about campaign reform but care 
more about our Constitution. The laws are 
being challenged by perhaps the most 
disparate group in American political history, 
people and organizations ranging from Sen. 
James Buckley and the conservative weekly 
"Human Events” on the right, to former Sen. 
Eugene McCarthy and the New York Civil 
Liberties Union, on the left. 

The thrust of the complaint filed by these 
plaintiffs earlier this month in U.S. District 
Court in Washington, D. C., is that the public 
finance laws deprive them of freedom of 
speech and association, of the right of 
privacy, of due process of law and that they 
all discriminate invidiously in violation of the 
First, Fourth, Fifth, Sixth and Ninth 
Amendments to the Constitution. 

The group further challenges that the 
method of appointment and confirmation of 
the members of the Federal Election Com¬ 
mission and its purported powers, are in 
violation of the constitutional separation of 
powers. 

In a statement, Buckley, McCarthy and 
Ira Glasser of the NYCLU, say, 

"We believe that many of the provisions 


of the new law violate the First Amendment 
of the Constitution. They restrict the political 
freedom of individual citizens by limiting 
political activity, circumscribing speech, 
institutionalizing advantages for incumbents, 
authorizing unprecedented government 
surveillance over political association and 
establishing broad investigative powers of 
doubtful constitutionality. The end result, we 
fear, will not be fairer elections but rather a 
restriction of dissenting points of view that 
will make it harder for independent can¬ 
didates and small political parties to make 
themselves heard in the marketplace of 
ideas." 

John Gardner is a brave man, though. He 
is not frightened by unconstitutional laws. 
Asked recently on "Face the Nation” about 
the complaints of Sen. Buckley, et al, he 
replied rather nonchalantly, "You never get a 
perfect piece of legislation." 

He noted, "no law is without provisions 
that you would have chosen in a perfect 
world," one that he was quick to point out 
“we're not operating in." Gardner observed, 
“We're doing what we can." 

Well, in doing what they could, in 
muscling through the public finance laws, 
John Gardner, Common Cause and their 
supporters have participated in an atrocity 
against our Constitution. They are ac¬ 
cessories to what amounts to a legislative My 
Lai. 

Mr. Gardner and his crew are an example 
of what Samuel Taylor Coleridge was war¬ 
ning us about when he delcared, “Every 
reform, however necessary, will by weak 
minds be carried to an excess which will itself 
need reforming." 


Hospital gets funds 
for clinical clerkships 


Newton-Wellesley Hospital's 
pharmacy department has 
been awarded funds in the 
amount of $1,500 by the 
Massachusetts College of 
Pharmacy. 

The funds were given in 
recognition of the clinical 
clerkship program established 
at the hospital to provide 
training for students of the 
Massachusetts College of 
Pharmacy. 

Initiated in September, 1974, 
the program serves as a 
pharmaceutical education tool 
by orienting future phar¬ 
macists to clinical ap¬ 
plications. Fifth-year students 
of the college participate in the 
program, and they receive 12 
hours of credit required for 


graduation for time spent at 
Newton-Wellesley. 

The students intern at the 
hospital for 10 weeks, five 
hours each day. Their time is 
divided between work rounds 
with doctors and research for 
case histories. They are 
required to complete case 
histories on six patients during 
their internship. 

The funds awarded by the 
Massachusetts College of 
Pharmacy will be applied to 
the hospital pharmacy's 
budget'for new equipment. To 
date, two groups of students 
have affiliated with the 
hospital via the clinical 
training program, with four 
students in each group.

Otto Lerbinger, of Newton 
Highlands, was featured in the 
annual front page commentary 
in "Public Relations News.” 

"Business faces a revival of 
interest in economic controls. 
The spectre of a managed 
economy may become as real 
in 1975 as it was 40 years ago,” 
said Lerbinger, director of the 
public relations graduate 
program at Boston Univer¬ 
sity's School of Public Com¬ 
munication. 

"Unless business can con¬ 
vince the government and the 
American public that its price 
increases are justified and its 
profit levels reasonable, 
current jawboning by govern¬ 
ment will escalate to selective 
price-wage controls." 

Lerbinger predicted, “We 
can expect an upsurge in 
company-sponsored economic 
education programs and in 
public affairs advertising.” 
Therefore large corporations 
, will be intensifying their 


surveillance and lobbying 
activities in Washington. 

"Consumer confidence has 
been declining for two years 
with no letup yet in sight,” 
Lerginger noted. 

"Some public relations 
programs will be of the 'WIN' 
variety, but aimed at restoring 
a psychology of optimism. 
High value per dollar will 
likely be the popular 
marketing theme. In the en¬ 
vironmental area the theme 
will be that temporarily slower 
progress should be expected in 
the face of economic and 
energy priorities. But long¬ 
term gains will ensue as a new 
public relations approach is 
recognized: bringing business, 
government, and en¬ 
vironmental groups together 
for public participation.” 

According to Lerbinger, 
management must therefore 
put more emphasis on group 
dynamics, conference

BONN (UPI) — Apparently 
taking to heart doctors' warn¬ 
ings that obesity will cut their 
life expectancy, more and 
more West Germans have been 
taking to cinder tracks, soccer 
fields or swimming pools in 
recent years to chop off excess 
fat. 

The trim fad began to 
blossom in early 1971 In the 
wake of a report published by 
the Baden-Wuerttemberg state 
medical association asserting 
that more than 70 per cent of 
the 62 million West Germans 
are overweight and all are 
likely to die before their time. 

The campaign against "Sui¬ 
cide With Fork And Knife" 
apparently prompted 
numerous Germans to break 
with the tradition of watching 
but not participating in sports 


events. Many have turned to 
running, swimming, gym¬ 
nastics and other sports to 
reduce the health hazards 
caused by heavy eating and 
drinking. 

Willy Weyer, the president of 
the West German Sports 
Federation, the republic's su¬ 
preme sports organization, re¬ 
cently gave the institution's 
membership as 12,836,302 per¬ 
sons. 

"This means," the burly 
Weyer told newsmen, "that 
every fifth West German is a 
member of a sports or gym¬ 
nastic club." 

The cigar-smoking Weyer 
said that between the end of 
October, 1973, and the same 
month of this year alone, 
683,957 persons joined the 
organization to perform active

Hank Aaron wasn't at. Tues¬ 
day’s function, but his name 
was mentioned a number of 
times because the sports 
writers and sportscasters 
doing the balloting had voted 
him runnerup to Ali as the top 
professional athlete of 1974. 
Ali, with 49 first-place votes, 
wound up with 249 points, and 
Aaron, with 47 first-place 
votes, was second with 2244. 

The reason Hank Greenberg 
was on hand had to do with the 


period in all sports, and cer¬ 
tainly Ali is entitled to the belt 
for what he did this past year, 
but all I’m saying is if I had a 
vote, if I were a sports writer, 
I’d have voted for Lou Brock. 
For a single season athletic 
achievement, I don’t think 
anybody surpassed him. Just 
think of it, the man stole 118 
bases in a single season!” 

Brock’s performance had to 
be especially impressive to a 
fellow like Greenberg, who 
used to run very slowly, in the 
same place too long. He stole 


only 58 bases in 13 years and 
never more than nine in any 
one season. 

"1 was disappointed he didn't 
get the MVP,” Greenberg went 
on, still talking about Brock, 
who finished fourth in the 
Hickok voting. "I think he’s the 
most exciting ballplayer 
around today, and how can you 
ever forget those two World 
Series he had, one against 
Boston and the other against 
Detroit. He’s a helluva 
ballplayer. I think," Green¬ 
berg laughed, "he's faster than 
Ali. With his feet, anyway." 

Before accepting the award, 
Ali talked about this "master 
plan" he has calling for him 
meet both Joe Frazier a 
George Foreman the 
night in some 
Russia, ChinaJfifljlS^br Iran. 
Ali said hft’a^YoFking on the 
deal amwnl&rit a "$25 million 
His manager, Her- 
.* bfcrt Muhammad, merely 
laughed when he heard about 
it. 

"If it ever got serious,” he 
said, "if the other two (Frazier 
and Foreman) took it serious 
and the financiers took it 
serious, then I’d take it serious. 
Until then, I'm not going to 
even bother looking at it." 

Later, Muhammad Ali got up 
before the microphone and said 
how much the award meant to 
him. Earlier he had said he 
wasn't that enthused, explain¬ 
ing that all the other honors 
heaped upon him since knock¬ 
ing out George Foremen have 
combined to make him jaded. 

Now, though, he seemed 
genuinely grateful, even hum¬ 
ble. 

He would’ve voted for Hank 
Aaron, he said. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Muhammad Ali, climaxing a 
super comeback that saw him 
beat Joe Frazier on Jan. 28, 
1974 and take the heavyweight 
title from George Foreman in 
Kinshasa, Zaire, last October, 
was awarded the $15,000 S. Rae 
Hickok diamond-studded belt 
as the Professsional Athlete of 
the Year Tuesday. 

He said his first challenger 
would be Chuck Wepner, the 
Bayonne (N.J.) Bayonet. 

"Some people will criticize 
me for fighting Wepner," Ali 
says. "But he’s ranked No. 8 
and you've got to consider him 
as being among the best 
heavyweights in the world. He 
a good family man. He's got 
children and deserves a 
break." 

What about Fto Lyle. Fra- 
maybe Joe 

fhas 1975 plans for three of 
aforementioned. Herbert 
Muhammad, Ali’s manager, 
reveals he's negotiating with 
Madison Square Garden for a 
June bout with Lyle, who is 
ranked No. 3 among conten¬ 
ders. 

"If that falls through," says 
Herbert Muhammad, "we'll 
fight Bugner in London. The 
Briton, the reigning European 
champion, is rated fifth among 
heavyweights. 


All maintains Wepner's one 
claim to fame is the New 
Jerseyan's North American 
championship. Then, in his 
pixieish fashion, Ali chuckles, 
"We can't have two heavy¬ 
weight champions in this 
country." 

In winning the Hickok belt, 
Ali became the first boxer in 14 
years and only the fourth 
fighter to earn the award since 
it was instituted in 1950. As he 
accepted the gold buckled belt 
with its red, white and blue 
diamonds, Ali quipped, "1 
could have used this when l 
didn't have no job. This hap¬ 
pens once in a lifetime and has 
great meaning to me." 

Ali was a study in sheer 
humbleness when he accepted 
the award. The champion said 
he couldn't believe that in all 
sports he was chosen as the 
best athlete. "If I had a vote, it 
would have gone to Henry 
Aaron," Ali said, "It's tough to 
•tit a tiny baseball for a home 
•un."

Ali collected 49 first-place 
votes and 249 points in the 
balloting by sports writers and 
broadcasters to 47 firsts and 
2244 points for runnerup Hank 
Aaron, who broke Babe Ruth's 
legendary record of 714 home 
runs in 1974.

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Towers land 
foreclosed

The mortgage holder for the land on 
which the Towers at Chestnut Hill were to 
have been built has filed a foreclosure suit 
against the trustees of the Towers, ap¬ 
parently bringing to an end the plans to 
build in the near future. 

Nothing has been done at the Towers site 
since late 1973, when the permissive use 
was found to have expired, and many 
months of discussion were needed in the 
Board of Aldermen before a new per¬ 
missive use could be granted. 

In the intervening time, the trustees of 
the Towers, Mario DiCarlo of Newton and 
Albert Goodman of Detroit, lost their 
commitment on construction financing 
and have been trying unsuccessfully to 
regain financing. 

The foreclosure has been described as a 
“friendly" one by a knowledgeable source, 
designed to force a sale of the property by 
the two trustees. 

There have rumors for about a year that 
the Towers land was up for sale. Hie 
rumorswere denied by the trustees, 
although DiCarlo said once that if a good 
offer were made, they would sell. 

Now the Towers land will be sold without 
a doubt. 

The new owners of the land will be able 
to build what has already been approved, 
but any deviation from what has been 
approved would require another per¬ 
missive use. 

The Board of Aldermen might then have 
a different opinion as to what use should be 
made of the land. 

A complication of any sale of the land is 
the agree ment between the Towers and 
the Newton Community Development 
Foundation (NCDF), in which the Towers 
promised to help NCDF build low- and 
moderate-income housing on a site ad-

Life Care 
passes 16-8 


The life Care Center was finally ap¬ 
proved Monday night with the minimum 
number of votes necessary from the Board 
of Aldermen, but not without last-minute 
efforts to tighten up the restrictions and 
safeguards in the permissive use. 

New information brought out by Aid. 
Joseph McDonnell, chairman of the Land 
Use Committee, caused a rescission of the 
favorable vote and an amendment to the 
permissive use order before the final 
reaffirmation of the 16-8 vole. 

The Life Care Center, a 179-unit 
residence for the elderly, will be built on 
Stanton Avenue, AuDurndaie, by 
developers Arthur Ullian and Dr, Robert 
Guiney, then turned over to a community 
group, Interfaith Life Care Center, to 
manage and operate. 

McDonnell and several other aldermen 
have been opposed to the Life Care Center 
because of the size of the building to be 
erected and the change in zone allowing 
high-density use of the land. 

McDonnell told the aldermen Monday 
night that the all-important certificate of 
need, which is required for the 20-bed 
nursing unit that will be an integral part of 
the Life Care Center, has been issued to a 
corporation called “Retirement Center 
Nursing Home, Inc.,” not to Interfaith Life 
Care Center. 

There was a question in McDonnell's 
mind that the state will actually issue a 
certificate of need when reapplication is 
made with the correct name of the group. 


McDonnell was successful in having the 
permissive use amended so that there can 
be no building permit issued until the 
certificate of need has been obtained. 

McDonnell also objected to the hazy 
wording of an agreement between the 
developers and the Interfaith group, which 
by Monday night had not been signed by 
both parties. 

Aldermen opposed to the Life Care 
Center were Aid. Wendell Bauckman, 
Louis Egelson, David Jackson, McDon¬ 
nell, Edward Richmond, Joan Saklad, 
Susan Schur, and Sidney Small.

Stalling tactics postpone 
crucial disposal vote 


No cuts yet in school budget

The School Committee accepted an 
open-ended school busing contract that 
will go out to bid soon, and made no cuts at 
all in the superintendent's proposed $31 
million budget for the school year 1975 to 
’76. 

In the two meetings last Thursday and 
Monday, the nine members of the com¬ 
mittee discussed the administrative, 
personnel, and part of the program ac¬ 
counts, without taking any tenative action 
that was scheduled in the agenda. 

At Monday night’s meeting, several 
School Department personnel reported on 
questions raised by the committee 
members. 

Director of Personnel James Laurits 
satisfied Committeeman Alvin Mandell's 
curiosity about the effect of increasing the 
pupil-weighted staff ratio in the junior and 
pupil senior high schools. 

Laurits said Mandell's idea to increase 
the ratio by 5 in the schools would have an 
adverse effect on ciass size, individualized 
attention, supplemental library and media 
services, and, in some cases, part of a 
school's program would be lost or greatly 
reduced. 

Mandell agreed that this would be a 
severely devasting result, and presented 
another page of information to the com¬ 
mittee showing a raise in the system pupil- 


weighted staff ratio from the proposed 
13.87 to 14 would be a drop in less than 11 
hired professionals, and result in a savings 
of 4137,410.

MandelJ noted that these cuts could be 
from the 25 percent of the professional 
personnel that were not classrooom 
teachers. 

Fink added that the supportive services 
are most of the 25 percent nonclassroom 
personnel, which includes library, 
physical education, speech, guidance, and 
music teachers. 

Fink also commented tnai tnd pupu-slau 
ratio in the elementary schools could not 
be reduced unless the School Committee 
forced principals and teachers to combine 
grades in their respective schools. 

About 12 elementary schools have 
chosen to combine some grades, and a few 
of these have elimated the grade system 
entirely. 

It is the present policy of the School 
Committee to allow the principal and 
teachers of each school to choose how they 
want to organize the students, even though 
this sometimes results in a wide range of 
the pupil-teacher ratio in the schools. 

Laurits came to Monday's meeting with 
information Mayor Theodore Mann 
requested on the cost of running the 
Murray Road annex of Newton North High 
School. 

The personnel costs per student at 
Murray Road were $1299 last year, 
compared to the acutual costs of $1390 per 
student at Newton North. 

Superintendent Fink noted that since the 
school has only one custodian, it certainly 


is less expensive to operate than the 
Peabody School of a similar physical size 
with two custodians. 

In response to Committeeman Henry 
Delicata, Director of the Budget Harry 
Vienneau corrected the listing in School 
Committee expenditures for books, sub¬ 
scriptions, and magazines. 

This $2125 allotment that stayed the 
same since last year also includes supplies 
for the committee, such as tapes for 
recording the meetings. 

The committee chose not to act on 
personnel until hearing recommendations 
for program, since the two are so closely 
intertwined. 

Henry Atkins, assistant superintendent 
for program, explained 10 pages of the 110- 
page section Monday night, and the 
committee was to have voted on tentative 
action for the program at their meeting 
Wednesday (last night). 

Sabbatical leaves will cost the taxpayers 
$68,150 next year, the same amount as 
budgete d for this year. This will probably 
allow for one person to leave for the whole 
year and 10 for half a year. 

The sabbatical leave request for from 
teachers next year's budget was $208,500, 
and, according to the budget report, 
teachers apply a second or third time when 
their requests are not granted. 

The committee also reviewed $13,900 for 
extra assignments in the two senior high

With a May 31 deadline for discontinuing 
burning in the Newton incinerator and a 
deadline of Feb. 1 to accept the bid price 
for construction of a transfer-haul station 
facing the city, Aid. Richard Bullwinkle 
led five aldermen in a "charter" delay of 
the vote on the financial appropriation 
Monday night. 

A five-man charter postpones any action 
until the next regularly scheduled meeting 
of the Board of Aldermen. 

The mayor’s chief administrative of¬ 
ficer, James Salter, said Tuesday that he 
had been able to convince the contractor 
with the low bid, SCA Disposal Services, 
that all final action will have taken place 
no later than Feb. 5, and said that SCA had 
tentatively agreed to extend the bid price 
to that date. 

The item up for a vote was only $50,000 to 
get transfer-haul under way, but in effect 
it is a commitment to depart from in¬ 
cineration as a method of refuse disposal. 

Aid. Richard McGrath, who has often 
said he feels that the opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in the decision to close the in¬ 
cinerator rather than upgrade it was 
denied the Board of Aldermen, spoke at 
length against the transfer-haul proposal. 

After proposing that the transfer-haul 
station be built into the old incinerator at 
Elliot Street, he called transfer-haul a 
conversion of the problem of burning and 
flyash to a problem of trucks and traffic. 

The decision of the Newton-Waltham 
Regional Refuse Disposal Committee, 
which has been working for about two 
years to try to find a feasible solution to 
rubbish disposal for the two cities 


together, that transfer-haul is the short¬ 
term solution shows that the district has 
failed, McGrath said. 

McGrath also inveighed against what he 
feels is the loss of control by the Board of 
Aldermen over the method of rubbish 
disposal. 

Aid. Sidney Small said to McGrath, 
"This Board does have control. It is totally 
economically unfeasible to use the Elliot 
Street incinerator." 

The risks of upgrading the incinerator 
and continuing with incineration were 
pointed out by Aid. David B. Cohen. First, 
he said, if the city spends the $4-5 million 
needed to upgrade the incinerator it may 
still not meet air-quality standards. 

Even if the incinerator could meet air- 
quality standards, Cohen continued, 
having spent so much money on upgrading 
(probably by bonding), the city would be 
reluctant to abandon the incinerator in 
favor of resource recovery, 

The goal of the Newton-Waltham 
committee has now been extended to the 
eventual formation of a resource-recovery 
region that would encompass several 
neighboring towns. 

The state has encouraged the district in 
this effort. 

Bullwinkle said the city had "listened to 
the siren song of federal money " in ac¬ 
cepting the grant under which the Newton 
Waltham district has been operating for 
the two years of its existence. 

He also complained about the inability of 
the Board to have the decision on rubbish 
disposal. "The decision-making process

Enrollment 

completes 

The Citizens Advisory Committeee on 
Declining Enrollment has wound up 
discussions on the fourth of six study 
proposals. The talks focused on measures 
to ease the impact on the community in the 
event one or more schools were closed and 
possibly consolidated. 

The discussion sprang from separate 
memos from Mrs. Jane Weingarten and 
Dr. Ronald Nuttall. They were general and 
did not mention any specific school in the 
city. 

Nuttall's memo covered the following 
five points: changing the name of the 
consolidated school, selection of staff, 
consolidating the PrA's, blending the 
educational programs of the schools and 
developing a plan to deal with the tran¬ 
sition. In addition, Nuttall suggested a 
plan would be needed to determine the use 
of the empty building or buildings. 

With an eye towards future declining 
enrollment, committee member, Jane 
Weingarten asserted "I would not endorse 
any plan which says more than one change 
for a child would be necessary." Mrs. 
Weingarten's memo on neighborhood 
school attachment suggested "it would be 
valuable to combine community schools 
by village." 

Mrs. Weingarten felt that a

neighborhood school attachment could be 
transferred to a different building 
provided "carefully planned steps are 
taken by the School Committee and school 
administration to preserve what is 
familiar and comfortable." 

Committeeman,. Edward Shapire 
Shapiro, expressed concern about which 
schools would be selected for this con¬ 
solidation plan, if it were adopted He based 
his concern on alleged difficulties at 
Meadow brook Junior High School arising 
from a blending of students. 

Shapiro’s other concern was that 
parents entering a consolidated school 
might be reluctant to participate as fully 
as they had before. 

However, other committee members felt 
the "same factors which motivated 
parents before to become active would still 
be present." Mrs. Weingarten stated that 
"parents should be made to feel their 
involvement will affect the climate... we 
will build together." 

As far as Shapiro’s concern about 
mixing students from vurious areas, some 
members fell consolidation could "en¬ 
courage a sense of the city through in¬ 
tegration."

Seeing the sights in Nicaragua 



Cookie and Malcolm Kates

Dr. Malcolm Kates is an inspired, tennis 
playing optometrist, whose idea of a 
vacation is two weeks in Puerto Cabazes, 
Nicaragua treating impoverished 
villagers. 

Dr. Kates got the idea from an ad in a 
journal saying that physicians were 
needed by an organization known as Direct 
Relief Doctor. When he approached his 
wife with the idea, she jokingly suggested 
he take along one of their two sons, aged 22 
and 26. However, Cookie Kates is a warm, 
lovely woman with a taste for adventure 
and not only went along, but also helped 
keep records on patients, some with exotic 
names such as Cinderella Wilson whose 
address is "near old graveyard." 

Negotiations for the trip took five 
months The call for a doctor came from 
the 30 bed Gray Memorial Hospital, an 
hour and a half outside of Managua, by 
plane. The hospital was looking for an 
optometrist. Dr. Kates communicated 
with the director of the hospital, an 
American, via a short wave radio "paten." 
Because the country is so poor, telephone 
communications from a villege like Puerto 
Cabazes are non-existent. 


Connections on the short wave were 
made after Dr, Kates contacted a short 
wave association in Connecticut which 
referred him to a club in Natick. From 
this, came word of an operator inWayland 
who made the connections to Nicaragua. 
Result: the phone "call" cost only the toll 
cost from Newton to Wayland. 

Within two weeks after contact, Dr. 
Kates packed up as much equipment "as 1 
could carry" and he and his wife were 
winging their way to the primitive village 
inhabited by members of the Misquita 
tribe to provide optometry services for the 
villagers whose average income is $30 a 
year. 

"I took twice as much equipment as I 
could carry, because I feared the loss of 
equipment which would make the trip 
useless." The Kates had also been warned 
that customs inspectors could not be 
trusted and the safest way to send things 
was carry them or send them with 
someone. 

Although they both claim, they didn't 
"rough it", their accomodations were not 
the same as when they visited Managua, 
Nicaragua as tourists some years back. 

"We were put up in trailers divided into 
four apartments...they were clean, we had

Move to save 
Richardson house 
encouraged

The struggle to save a 
Newton Centre home, designed 
by America's first famous 
architect, H.H. Richardson, 
has received a shot in the arm 
from architect, Robert Neiley, 
chairman of historic resources 
for the Boston Society of 
Architects. 

Neiley, after inspecting the 
home adjacent to the Peabody 
School, assured Polly Egelson, 
chairwoman of the Newton 
Cultural Arts Commission, that 
the house is indeed a major 
work designed by H.H. 
Richardson. 

There had been some doubt 
about this because the home 
had been designed in the last 
year of Richardson’s life. The 
home had been built by a Dr. 
Bigelow of Newton, a man who 
had been Isabel Stuart Gar¬ 
dener’s personal physician. 

Neiley, who communicated 
with Mrs. Egelson by letter, 
stated that the home 
"represents the colorful, 
control and confident work of a 
mature artist such as 
Richardson and as such the 
community should value, 
protect and use it.” 

He expressed the hope that 
the Newton community could 
generate the financial support 
necessary to restore the house

to life. So far, the Newton 
Cultural Affairs Commission 
had been mstrumental in ob¬ 
taining $4,000 from the city to 
board up the house until its fate 
can be determined. 

Now that its authenticity has 
been proven, Mrs. Egelson and 
other commissioners will meet 
with the planning department 
to work on getting the house 
listed on the national register. 

The national register was 
formed by the National 
Historic Preservation Act of 
1966 and publishes a list of 
property significant in 
American history, ar¬ 
chitecture, archeology and 
culture. 

An official statement of 
which property merits 
preservation, the register also 
provides limited government 
protection so that landmarks 
may be saved from destruc¬ 
tion. Once listed, the landmark 
may not be razed without a 
public hearing, more 

If the commission succeeds 
in getting the house listed, it 
will try to raise funds to save 
the house. Mrs. Egelson ex¬ 
plained that there are public 
and private funds available, 
however, the commission will 
have to investigate which funds 
they are eligible for. 

In matching fund programs, 
the one prerequisite is that 
there be some money available 
to begin with. However, Mrs. 
Egelson is optomistic about 
raising the money. 

The third step would be to 
establish a volunteer group, to 
act as Friends of the Richard¬ 
son house and work on 
proqrams that will "maintain 
the house." 

Mrs. Egelson noted that the 
project “seems to have hit an 
emotional response." She says 
she has already received calls 
from a volunteer carpenter, 
caretaker and from artists who 
wish to rent space. 

In Waltham, the city has paid 
Radcliffe fellow, Dr. M. Floyd, 
to evaluate a Richardson house 
the city is considering 
preserving. Much of Richard¬ 
son's works have been tom 
down, including the old Mar¬ 
shall Field warehouse in 
Chicago.

Enrollment discussed informally

In an effort to exert pressure 
on the School Committee to 
keep all schools open despite 
declining enrollment, an in¬ 
formal coffee klatch was held 
recently by a group of women 
at the home of Florence Mann. 
The spokeswoman for the 
group was Marlon Knapp, a 
' member of the Countryside 
School PTA. 

Some of the 35 women at the 
coffee were highly critical of 
the School Committee and 
expressed the feeling that the 
taxpayers had to make their 
wants known and “the only 
way to effect a impact is to 
make a unified effort." 

The schools represented by 
the women were Angier, 
Beethoven, Bowen, Coun¬ 
tryside, Emerson, Hyde, 
Spaulding, Oak Hill, Hamilton, 
Mason-Rice and Memorial. 


Only one woman at the meeting 
had no children in an 
elementary school. 

The women were asked to 
write members of the School 
Committee about the issue of 
closing a school. The 
prevailing sentiment was that 
the schools should remain 
open. more. "We don't feel a 
school will be closed 
irresponsibly,” stated Mrs. 
Mann, "but if they want to save 
money, there are 150 ways they 
could look at (the problem).” 

Mrs. Mann, whose husband 
is Mayor Theodore Mann, was 
asked if people might feel a 
meeting in her home meant she 
had access to either in¬ 
formation or “pull", replied 
“my husband doesn't discuss 
the issue with me because he 
knows I am completely closed 
(minded) on the subject and he 
is completely open (minded)." 

In a later interview, Mrs. 


Knapp said she became in¬ 
volved after "attending 
meetings of the declining 
enrollment committee and the 
School Committee." 

“I felt the committee was not 
going to utilize information 
properly and decided to try to 
make people aware... I want to

The information Mrs. Knapp 
was referring to was whether 
closing a school would affect 
real estate values, how many 
people are moving in and out of 
Newton and the effects of 
reevaluation. 


Gas station operators 
want shorter hours 


At a meeting originally 
planned as a public hearing for 
extension of hours for a 
gasoline station, members of 
the aldermanic Consumer 
Affairs and Licenses Com¬ 
mittee heard dealers say that 
hours should be cut back in¬ 
stead. 

The Old Colony station at 
1172 Beacon St., Newton 
Highlands, withdrew its 
petition for longer hours, but 
since more than a dozen 
dealers had come to oppose the 
petition, CAL Chairman 
Michael Lipof asked them to 
speak. 

"Our views are that 7 a.m. to 
. 7 p.m. is more realistic," Dan 
Salvucci, president of the 
Newton Retail Dealers 
Association, said. 

Salvucci said that if it were 
not for the Newton ordinance 
establishing hours for gas 
stations as no longer than 7 
a.m. to 10 p.m., station 
operators would be “coerced" 
into longer hours. 

In other communities, 
Salvucci said, hours are get¬ 
ting longer, against the wishes 
of the operators. 

The Board of Aldermen 
restricted hours of operation in 
1971 in an effort to prevent late- 
night drug trafficking and 
holdups of gas stations, both of 
which were becoming frequent 
occurrences. 

At the that time the gasoline 
dealers were in favor of earlier 
closing. 

Salvucci thanked the Board 
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for "things it did for us that we 
didn't know," such as rejecting 
a petition to change two 
stations to gas-and-food retail 
outlets not allowing self- 
service stations. 

Two aldermen used the 
occasion to remind the dealers 
that henceforth when a 
station’s license is up for 
renewal or there is an ap¬ 
plication for permission to 
renovate a station, the 
presence of the operator will be 
required not merely a lawyer 
sent by the firm. 


Lipof added a comment 


Dr. Silluzio is the director of 
research and planning for the 
school department. 

Dr. Korten contends there 
will be a “baby boom begin¬ 
ning in 1979" and in that year 
shrinking enrollment will begin 
to expand.

She 
said the committee meets once 
a week and "14 people have 
spent hours discussing this 
problem."

The Criminal History 
Systoms Board has sent out its 
final regulations governing the 
security and privacy of 
criminal-offender records in 
Massachusetts. 

The Board commenced its 
deliberations in April, 1974, 
after receiving recom¬ 
mendations from its Advisory 
Committee and after holding 
two sets of public hearings in 
several cities across the 
Commonwealth. The 
regulations reflect a balance 
between the interests of law 
enforcement, privacy and 
offender rehabilitation. 

The Criminal History 
Systems Board is a state 
agency established to regulate 
criminal records. It consists of 
the commissioners of Public 
Safety, correction, Probation, 
Youth Services and the Boston 
Police Department, the 
Chairman of the Parole Board 
and the Massachusetts 
Defenders Committee, the 
executive director of the 
Committee on Criminal 
Justice, the Attorney General, 
or their representatives, and 
representatives of the 
Massachusetts Chiefs of Police 
Association and the 
Massachusetts Sheriffs 
Association. During the 
development of the regulations 
the board was chaired by 
Arnold R. Rosenfeld, executive 
director of the Committee on 
Criminal Justice. Attorney 
General Francis X. Bellotti 
was recently appointed the new 
chairmen. The regulations 
cover content of, access to, and 
dissemination of records of 
offenders which are main¬ 
tained by state and local 
criminal-justice agencies. 
Massachusetts is the first state 


to establish regulations placing 
privacy safeguards on 
criminal-justice information 
systems. As a result of 
pressure from Massachusetts, 
the U.S. Justice Department is 
expected to promulgate 
regulations within the next few 
months requiring all states to 
take similar action. 

Some of the principal 
provisions of the regulations 
are: 

1. Only criminal justice 
agencies and agencies 
authorized by statute will be 
given access to criminal of¬ 
fender records. 

2. The information to be 
regulated will include only 
factual data concerning the 
offender's processing through 
the criminal justice system. 

3. The regulations will 
control content of, access to, 
and dissemination of records in 
all automated systems, and 
access to and dissemination of 
manual systems. 

4. The system will not include 
data on juveniles unless they 
are adjudicated and sentenced 
as adults. 

5. Notice of the fact that the 
system exists, that there is the 
right to inspect, protest, and-or 
correct or remove information 
in the system will be provided 
to: 

(a) all defendants upon 
their first appearance in court; 

(b) all defendents upon 
discharge from court, 
probation, parole, or in¬ 
carceration; and 

(c) all persons whose cases 
are in the system at the time it 
becomes operational. 

In addition, each year public 
notice will be given on the 
location of the system, its

the rights of individuals 
regarding inspection, 
corrections, and removal of 
data. 

6 . Individuals can inspect 
their own records and request 
that erroneous information be 
corrected. 

7. Individuals working for 
private rehabilitation agencies 
may utilize criminal-offender 
record information under strict 
supervision and when there is a 
legitimate contractual 
relationship to perform 
rehabilitative services for a 
correctional agency. 

8 . Agencies and individuals 
violating the regulations are 
subject to criminal and civil 
penalties and will have their 
access too records suspended. 

The following regulations 
relate specifically to the 
computerized criminal-justice 
information system which is 
expected to be operational in 
approximately 14 months: 

9. Stringent security 
safeguards are provided to 
protect against unauthorized 
access to and intentional or 
unintentional harm to the 
records, including the 
development of a security 
classification system. 

10. Past arrest records which 
resulted in non-guilty 
dispositions will not be con¬ 
verted onto the system and all 
new cases resulting in non- 
guilty dispositions will be 
removed completely from the 
automated system. 

11. All cases resulting in nolle 


prosequi or dismissal, or for 
which the court has ordered the 
sealing of the record, shall be 
kept off-line. 

12. Inactive felons and 
misdemeanants will have their 
records automatically 
removed to an off-line mode 
after seven and five years 
respectively. 

13. Inquiries on records 
which are off-line shall be 
answered "no record.” 

14. Off-line records will only 
be available to law en¬ 
forcement agencies when the 
chief executive officer of the 
agency certifies it is necessary 
for the conduct of a current 
criminal investigation. 

15. Information kept off-line 
will be restored to on-line 
access to criminal-justice • 
agencies if the individual has 
been convicted of a subsequent 
offense punishable by not less 
that six months' incarceration.

The Youth Commission 


With the resignations last week of Rev. 
Charles Coyle and Fay Snider, the Youth 
Commission reached an all-time low of two 
members. 

Obviously, something is wrong. 

Apparently there is some misunderstan¬ 
ding on the part of commission members 
and the Dept, of Human Resources as to 
what the function of the Youth Commission 
really is. 

The misunderstanding should be 
attended to immediately in the hope that 
when new members of the community are 
appointed to fill the five vacancies on the 
commission, they will take their places 
with a much clearer understanding of what 
they are to do. 

According to the revised ordinances of 
1973, the Youth Commission is charged 
with the responsibility of “carrying out 
programs which may be designed or es¬ 
tablished to meet the opportunities, 
challenges and problems of Newton 
youth.” 

It is further charged with the duty of 
coordinating existing programs and ac¬ 
tivities, promulgating policies to handle 
youth issues and creating a sense of con¬ 
tinuity in youth programs. 

The current commission, well on its way 
to a total eclipse, has hardly shown any 
signs of doing any of these things. 

Community input is the underlying pur¬ 
pose of all of the commissions and com¬ 
mittees in Newton. 

Where is the input from the Youth Com¬ 
mission? It appears to be the least effec¬ 
tive of all Newton citizen committees. 

The ordinance also charges the Youth 
Commission with the responsibility of 
"coordinating with and seeking supervision 
from” the Dept, of Human Resources. 

We don't want to see the Youth Commis¬ 
sion abolished. We don’t want to see com¬ 
munity input silenced on any level of 
government. 

However, we hope that when what will 
amount to a new Youth Commission takes 
over, members will approach their jobs 
with an eye toward finding and using the 
widest array of resources available to help 
the youth of the city. We hope they will 
make use of the expertise offered by the 
Human Resources Dept, head, and we hope 
they will act, not just talk. 


The needle's eye 

The school budget: a non sequitur

Budgeting, according to professionals, is 
considered the ultimate tool of management. 

A rational process is to be followed In the 
setting of policy with its necessary objectives 
and goals. Within this format, priorities are 
established ; and ultimately, programs 
promulgated. 

This entire system operates in concert with 
the financial policiesof the sponsoring 
organization. 

In our case it is the school system. 

On the basis of the School Committee 
meetings so far, I am forced to conclude that 
with minor exception, our School Committee 
continues to exhibit a provincial com¬ 
prehension of rational budgeting, which leads 
one to question how it establishes policy. 

True, its largesse is quite beyond the un¬ 
derstanding of most of us. But why is it that 
the smaller the item under consideration, the 
more intense and lengthy the discussion? 

We have been told that this is a com¬ 


prehensive budget with a zero base. Com¬ 
prehensive, well, almost; zero base, never! 

Zero base, simply stated, is when you start 
with zero cost and then determine the cost to 
provide specified services. Most who use this 
approach report a modest decrease. 

What we have here in Newton does not 
resemble this approach in construction, in 
format or in results. 

The budget Ls constructed along a classical 
incremental format with each entry 
segregated by dollar amount as well as by the 
percent increase over the previous fiscal 
year. 

This format is the type preferred for 
maintaining increases, not allowing for cuts. 

As for comprehension, judge for yourself. 
What is presented does not include, to men¬ 
tion a few of the more salient, police crossing 
guards, public health nurses, school con¬ 
struction or selected public works functions. 

A sizeable amount. 

But nowhere does it say that these items are 


to be included. Nor does the budget reflect, to 
no fault of the School Committee, the 
potential increase yet to be bargained with for 
teachers. 

The conclusion is rather astounding. No 
matter what amount is agreed upon at these 
budget hearings, it will cost us more. And the 
way it looks now, it is going to start costing 
more and end up costing even more than that. 

It behooves the School Committee to be 
cognizant of the potential extra-budgetary 
costs its deliberations engender. 

Further, the School Committee continues to 
act as an advocate for the school ad¬ 
ministration as well they may in some cases; 
but the major thrust to also represent the 
citizenry seems lost. 

The rush by several members to not allow 
the administration to respond to questions by 
answering for them; or what is even worse, to 
explain what is meant in an administration 
response, to each other as well as to the 


audience, does not do justice to our schools 
and surely not the committee. 

I suggest that they could learn from the 
Board of Aldermen as to the role they should 
assume at budget time. 

At present, you and I, as well as the School 
Committee, have no method of judging the 
quality of education nor the effectiveness of 
the educational process. 

Without the creation of a rational budget 
policy re fleeting administrative policy, 
budgetary decreases as well as increases 
may not be comprehended. 

We cannot ask relevant questions, such as, 
if we were to cut the budget by 5,10 or even 15 
percent, how much would this affect 
programs? I would say very little. 

Within the present budgetary process, I 
cannot prove or disprove this thesis, but 
neither can the School Committee.

Austerity Marks Start 
Of the Dukakis Regime 

During his first month in office Michael S. Dukakis has 
functioned differently from past Governors in some 
respects and much the same as them in others. 

He has set an austerity note for his administration. 
Dukakis has cut the size of the gubernatorial staff to less 
than half the number employed by former Governor 
Francis W. Sargent, has banned pay raises for high state 
officials and discouraged the use of chauffeur-driven, state- 
owned automobiles. 

Dukakis is trying to carry out the program he outlined in 
his campaign. How well he succeeds w ill depend on his 
working relationship with the Legislature. 

A maverick himself when he served in the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives; Dukakis made a belated effort to 
establish peace with the law-makers in his inaugural ad¬ 
dress. It met with a rather cool reception. 

Governor Dukakis reduced the number of aides on his 
staff to 51 full-time employees who are paid a total of 
$635,500 a year. 

Many persons are likely to wonder why one Governor 
needs the assistance of 51 persons to run his office. One 
answer is that ex-Govcrnor Sargent had a staff of 120 
persons who were paid $1.3 Million annually. 

It would seem that many persons in one suite of guber¬ 


natorial offices would be bumping into each other and 
getting in each other's way. But Sargent's staff appeared to 
function with reasonable efficiency although Dukakis ob¬ 
viously considered it too big and criticized it in his cam¬ 
paign. 

Governor Dukakis placed great emphasis in his cam¬ 
paign on the fact that there would be no patronage in his 
administration and that the patronage bureau in the 
Governor's office would be abolished. 

Some Beacon Hill observers are beginning to wonder 
exactly what Dukakis meant. PD Dukakis’ insistence on 
using the MBTA to travel between his Brookline home and 
the Slate House may have a psychological effect both on the 
public and other high state officials who like to be chauf- 
fered in state-owned shiny black limousines. 

But it creates both communications and protection 
problems, and it actually costs more than it would for him 
to be driven by a state trooper in a state-owned automobile. 

Members of Dukakis' staff understandably feel they 
should be able to contact him at any time; and that is 
possible when he is riding in an automobile equipped with a 
telephone. But it is much more difficult and expensive to 
reach him when he’s on a street car between stops in the 
Park street subway. 

Several police officers also watch over him during his 
trips to and from work, including the period he’s on the 
MBTA. His use of the transit line ls an expensive publicity 
stunt. But, as one of his aides pointed out, he's the Gover¬ 
nor, and if he decided to go from Brookline to Beacon Hill by 
way of the Berkshire's, no one could forbid him to do so. 

Some opposition is surfacing in the Legislature to 


Dukakis’ for abolishing the Governor’s Council. Thoughtful 
law-makers are pointing out that Dukakis is not proposing 
that the functions now performed by the Council be tran¬ 
sferred to any other elected body. 

Governor Dukakis has created an 11-member Judicial 
Nominating Commission and has pledged that he will only 
appoint judges recommended by the commission. One 
member of the commission will be recommended by the 
Massachusetts Bar Association, and one will be a 
Massachusetts l,aw School dean or his designee. 

The commission will recommend three persons when a 
judgeship or court clerkship is to be filled. If Dukakis 
doesn’t like any of the three, he can request another three 
recommendations. But he must make a choice from the six 
nominees. 

Dukakis believes that his change in the method of 
selecting judges will eliminate the need for maintaining a 
Governor’s Council which confirms or rejects judicial and 
quasi-judicial appointments. 

However, some State Senators and Representatives point 
out that the Governor appoints all the members of the 
Judicial Nominating Commission, that he can tell the 
Commission w ho to recommend and that the next Governor 
may w ant to make the selections himself and may scrap the 
Nominating Commission. They are waiting to see how the 
new system works before committing themselves on the 
question or w iping out the Governor's Council and the built- 
in judicial appointment safeguards. 

One thing for which Dukakis is winning praise is that so 
far all his appointees have been Massachusetts residents. 
He has not appointed any out-of-state imports. I-ucy’s 


Privileges Irritate Colleagues 

Mrs. Lucy Benson, former national president of the 
league of Women Voters and now the $39,000-a-year 
Secretary of Human Services in Governor Dukakis' 
Cabinet, apparently is beginning to irritate some of her 
fellow state officials and key mem-ers of Dukakis' staff. 

"The rules don’t apply to Lucy," one Dukakis aide ob¬ 
served in a rather sharp lone. PD Another bigwig in the 
Dukakis administration remarked that it seems silly for 
Governor Dukakis to use the MBTA to get from Brookline to 
the State House, ostensibly to save money and gasoline, 
while Mrs. Benson is chauffered from Amherst to Beacon 
Hill in a state-owned automobile. 

Governor Dukakis went into that situation with his eyes 
wide open because Mrs. Benson accepted her state position 
on the specified condition that she would be provided with a 
state automobile and a driver to transport her from her 
western Massachusetts home to the State House whenever 
she was making the trip. 

Dukakis has issued a stringent set of regulations covering 
the use of state cars. 

A ban has been imposed on the overnight use of slate- 
owned automobiles. One of the Governor’s rules provides 
that state cars may not be used to carry cabinet members, 
commissioners, member of his staff or other high state 
officials to and from wqrk. 

But that regulation apparently does not apply to Mrs. 
Lucy Benson, and some of the state officials to whom it does 
apply evidently are a bit irritated by the distinction.

Education in a pluralistic society 


To the Editor: 

With regard to the place ol 
the neighborhood school in the 
deliberations of the Citizens 
Advisory Committee on 
Declining Enrollment, one of 
the guiding facts of the current 
situation must be the condition 
of economic stringency. 

Any responsible educational 
proposal must include 
economic responsibility among 
its qualities. Some of us con¬ 
sider the present economic 
stringency as a problem; and 
therefore a challenge; and 
hence an opportunity. 

How can we respond 
responsibly to economic 
shortage by using our available 
resources to best advantage? 
We see these resources as 
partly financial and material 
and partly human. It is im¬ 
portant to note that human 
resources do not obey the same 
laws of scarcity and non¬ 


expansion that govern 
material resources. If you get 
more of our pie, I get less; if I 
spend my last dollar on a book 1 
cannot also buy candy. But if 
you get more knowledge, love, 
information, wisdom, skill, or 
joy, it doesn't mean that I get 
less. The chances are that the 
opposite will be true; sharing 
human resources tends to 
mean more for everyone. We 
would like to approach the 
neighborhood school concept 
as a human challenge as well 
as an economic one. 

One of the major problems 
facing Newton, as most 
neighborhoods in the country 
today, is that of human 
isolation, loneliness, 
alienation, and consequent 
feelings of impotence and 
powerlessness. In a word, the 
lack of effective participation 
in community. 

We see the possibility of 
using the present crisis as an 


opportunity to ameliorate this 
problem by transforming 
neighborhoods (a geographical 
concept) into communities (a 
social and-or spiritual con¬ 
cept). The personal experience 
of many of us is that the 
neighborhood school has been 
the major focus for community 
building in our neighborhoods, 
for adults as well as for 
children. 

We advocate the extension of 
this process, whereby the 
neighborhood school building 
becomes the place not only 
where children gather during 
the day for instruction but also 
where people of all ages gather 
at all hours of day and evening, 
all year long, for the myriad 
purposes of mutual education, 
resource sharing, knowledge 
pooling, community building, 
and fun. 

The need for human con¬ 
nectedness is so great, and the

Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink has proposed that 
Newton add 100 METCO 
students to the current quota 
and continually increasing the 
amount until there will be 
approximately 440 by 1978. 

METCO students are now 
availing themselves of 
Newton's educational facilities 
and their very presence does 
not in any way downgrade the 
educational system in any 
particular way. 

For too long, our educational 
system did not reflect the 
needs of a pluralistic society. 
METCO students are in no way 
trying to escape from their 
backgrounds by being 
educated in Newton or any 
other suburban town. They are 
proud of their heritages. 

Just liek you and every other 
American, minorities would 
like to see their children 
receive an equal and just 
education so taht they can 
equally compete in the adult 
world. 

This has not been possible for 
many years in the Boston 
School System, and an 


equitable solution to this 
problem does not seem feasible 
in the near future. That is why 
METCO (state funded-totally) 
and other federally funded 
programs are in existence and 
need to remain in existence. 
ESAA is being phased out in 
New York. 

METCO is an asset to any 
community because the 
educational system tends to 
provide for everyone's needs. 
Without METCO, suburban 
communities are not truly 
educating their youth to face 
the real world. 

Psychologist and social 
workers are present to assist 
any child with problems. 
That's a plus for any school 
system. 

Afro-American Studies 
would not have to be a separate 
course if our History Books 
truly reflected the History of 
America. The above- 
mentioned course would very 
definitely be beneficial to white 
Newton students; so the name 
of the course should not deter 
anyone from taking it. In fact, 
it should be a requried course 


after all, Blacks were given a 
"lily-white" history course for 
hundreds of years. We did not 
balk at all and accepted what 
was put before us. 

Americans go abroad and 
"expect” as a matter of course 
that the natives of a particular 
country will automatically 
know some English. Perhaps 
you were never in a position 
whereby you were in a "foreign 
land" and no one spoke your 
tongue. If you were ever in a 
situation like this, perhaps you 
could better understand the 
need for Spanish in Newton 
schools. 

A young child will feel 
comfortable in his native 
tongue and show great ability. 
The transition to English is 
made easier if a teacher is bi¬ 
lingual and can communicate 
with a child in Spanish or any 
other language. The presence 
of a Spanish speaking child in a 
classroom is a beautiful 
educational experience for all. 

METCO was never designed 
to take the place of the in¬ 
tegration of the Boston Public 
Schools. It has, however,-

social, criminal, and hence 
economic consequences of its 
lack so enormous, that some of 
us are willing to pay a great 
deal through taxation to 
support such uses of the 
neighborhood school. We 
believe that it makes not only 
human sense but also financial 
sense. We would rather pay 
through our school taxes for an 
ounce of prevention than pay 
through police, fire, hospital, 
and mental health services for 
pounds of cure. 

It is essential that people in 
neighborhoods participate 
widely and actively in the 
current process of determining 
the uses of our school 
resources. We believe that 
such participation is itself an 
educational experience and 
that it will release power and 
creativity in the participants 
that will provide human 
resources far beyond what we 
at present can perceive to be 
available. 

The neighborhood school is 
the most natural and logical — 
indeed the only feasible — 
focus for this vital process of 
community building to occur. 
This does not mean that 
neighborhoods must become 
sufficient unto themselves or 
separated from others. 

On the contrary, we envisage 
a situation where the 
development of a strong feeling 
of community and identity can 
release people in a 
neighborhood to share their 
resources with other 
neighborhoods. Thus, for 
example, the neighborhood 
school concept is not in¬ 
compatible with bussing if 
students are bussed to another 
neighborhood school on 
grounds of parental or student 
choice. We envisage the 
development of neighborhood 
schools with special emphases 
of educational philossophy or 
teaching style that will be 
attractive to certain parents 
and students from many parts 
of the city. 

Available space at such 
schools could be filled by 
bussing volunteer studnets 
from other neighborhoods 
without impeding the process 
of community building.

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To the Editor: 

Newton School Com¬ 
mitteeman herbert F. Regal 
has filed a bill in the State 
Legislature titled the "Act to 
Equalize Educational 
Opportunity." I suggest that 
this bill should also include in 
its title; "and steal from the 
taxpayers in the suburbs." 

Regal’s bill would mandate 
that whenever a school seat is 
available in a city or town 
which is less than 8.4 per cent 
non-white, the system must 
accept students form a 
municipality which is greater 
than 16.8 per cent non-white. 
The city or town sending the 
students will then reimburse 
the city or town receiving them 
$400 per pupil. 

The per-pupil cost in Newton, 


after including the $6,285,815 
the city estimates it will 
receive in state aid, is ap¬ 
proximately $1,306.22. Mr. 
Regal’s bill would require that 
the Newton taxpayer pay the 
additional $906.22 for every 
child bused into this city. 

Superintendent Aeron Fink 
stated at the Jan. 13 meeting of 
the Newton School Committee 
that he estimated the school 
enrollment will decrease 465 
pupils in 1975-76. If these 465 
available spaces were to be 
filled with bused-in students, it 
would cost Newton taxpayers 
$421,290 per year. 


The yellow school bus is not 
the vehicle to equalize 
educational opportunity. The 
fact is that Massachusetts 
ranks 46th in the United States 
in state aid to education. The 
road to follow in improving the 
educational opportunities for 
all children should be an in¬ 
crease in our state aid to 
education. 

Regal’s plan constitutes an 
undue burden on the taxpayers 
of Newton. I strongly hope that 
this bill will be defeated in the 
Massachusetts Legislature.

a bathroom and bunk beds which took 
some getting used to," The Kates paid for 
their transportation and the hospital 
supplied them with room and board. 

The first day Dr, Kates set up office 25 
patients were lined up outside his door. 
"They paid 35 cents a visit and still some 
people could't come because they couldn't 
afford it," explained Dr. Kates. His day 
began at 8 a.m. and "finished when I had 
to." At the end of two weeks, Dr. Kates had 
seen 120 patients. 

In the beginning, the makeshift ac¬ 
comodations had to be altered to make 
conditions suitable for examining eyes. 
Dr. Kates, who graduated from the 
Massachusetts College of Optometry and 
has a practice in Cambridge on Central 
Square, took careful measurements of the 
patients needing glasses. 

Upon his return, ne Degan making up 
eyeglasses for the villagers. The glasses 
will be sent by Dr. Kates to a surgeon from 
Tennessee who will be going to Puerto 
Cabazes to donate his time. There they will 


be fitted by a maintenance man whom Dr. 
Kates says "I have instructed as to how to 
bend the frames (to fit) and I left him 
some spare parts." An optical company 
has donated the frames and the bWocals. 

In addition to fitting the patients for eye 
glasses. Dr. Kates also had to provide 
some "elementary first aid." In one in¬ 
stance, an elderly man "came tottering in 
with his wife who had an advanced stage of 
glaucoma because she allowed her 
eyedrops had run out a month before...she 
had been negligent." 

The Kates both love to travel and have 
done quite a bit. As for this unusual 
"vacation", Dr. Kates eyes light up as he 
says "it was kind of an ego trip, but I really 
think I did a lot of good." 

Dr. Kates said the village looked "like a 
poor Western town of 1910." He said that a 
typical home was one or two rooms built on 
stilts...they are bare with no stoves. He 
explained they cook over flames raised in 
a barrel, a very crude method and yet, 
despite this immense poverty, the 


villagers are all well dressed. Mrs. Kates 
said the villagers "have sewing machines 
and make most of their clothing." 

Protein deficiency is a common ailment 
and many times Infants have to be 
hospitalized and fed properly. Their 
education tops at the sixth grade and the 
one school in the village is run by the 
Moravians, who are members of the 
Protestant sect arising from a 15th century 
religious reform movement. 

Most of the homes have no electricity, 
there are no newspapers and no T.V. The 
only recreation is two movie houses and a 
pool parlor. Although Dr. Kates said his 
observations were really "a quick an¬ 
thropological study; the people seemed 
happy, enthusiastic and their pleasures 
were easily taken." 

Their pace of life sharply contrasted 
with ours...a society in which a patient 
once pulled up to Dr. Kates office, double 
parked, with a driving instructor in the 
car, and requested an eye examination'. 

That wasn't about to happen in peaceful 
Puerto Cabazes.

schools for such things as publication and 
musical leaders.

The busing contract the c ommittee 
appproved to go out for public bidding 
includes options for a one, two, three, or 
five year contract, and tells the bidders 
they can use buses no more than three 
years old. 

Representative Lois Pines, who was at 
this part of the meeting, was responsible 
for the other bidding options for 
defrosters, two-way radios, and air 
brakes. 

With bidding options, the School Com¬ 
mittee can find out the cost of these safety 
items from each bidder without com¬ 


mitting the city to using them if they are 
found to be too expensive. 

Mrs. Pines told the committee that it 
should not accept more than a two-year 
contract because there will be federal 
legislation for the safe construction of all 
new buses that will go into effect March, 
197G. 

Director of Support Serivices John 
Gilleland noted that the present bus 
contractor is using the buses of the latest 
safety design, and that a two-year contract 
would probably be the most sensible. 

The next School Committee budget 
meetings are set for Monday, Jan. 27, and 
Wednesday, Jan. 29 at 7:45 p.m. in the 
auditorium of Bigelow Junior High School.

jacent to the Towers site as the Towers' 
compliance with the “10 percent" policy of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

This policy has required developers of 
apartments to lease 10 percent of the new 
units to the Newton Housing Authority for 
its subsidized housing program for low- 
income families. 

When the Towers' extension of per¬ 
missive use was under discussion, the 
Towers representatives hih not went tc 
prcvihe lew-income hong in the coodomini 
and offered instead to help NCDF finan¬ 
cially in its plan to build 50 units of housing 


on Hamlet Street nearby. 

The Towers has paid NCDF $37,500 for 
test borings of the land and other 
preliminary site work, and agreed to pay 
another $125,000 when NCDF has com¬ 
pleted construction financing through the 
Massachusetts Housing Finance Agency. 

Alan Schlesinger, an NCDF spokesman, 
said Tuesday that "there is no answer” to 
whether the Chestnut Hill Towers would 
have to honor the agreement if the land is 
sold. 

The agreement is recorded at the 
Registry of Deeds, Schlesinger said, which

has been excised from us," he said. " Once 
the transfer-haul station is there It is there 
forever. We will need it, even if we go to 
resource recovery." 

Bullwinkle wanted to send the etire 
question back to committee.

committee should not be taken until all 
factors were considered. These included 
items such as safety and walking 
distances. 

Although comments on consolidation 
were mostly favorable, some committee 
members dug in their heels on a motion 
put forth by William Shaevel who moved 
that "where a community is separated by 
geographic barriers, it would be desirable 
to consolidate the school in its entirety." 

The motion was termed a "bombshell" 
by Committeeman Sanford Cohen. Cohen 
felt Shaevel's motion pointed to closing 
perimeter schools which would logically 
be the only ones which could be moved in 
their entirety. 

The motion ultimately passed in a 
watered-down version which said: "the 
neighborhood concept should be preserved 
by minimal disruption." At the end of the 
vote, Lois Alexander, committeewoman, 
remarked, "that says nothing." 

At tonight’s meeting. Robert Hayden 
will address the issue of studying and 
assessing the impact and cost of opening 
the school for metropolitan children up to 
the point where each classroom and school 
is raised to the student-teacher ratio it was 
designed for. The committee will also 
investigate future overcrowding at junior 
and senior high schools.

probably have to be a court decision on 
whether the agreement "runs with the 
land or is a personal covenant." 

If the land is sold or the Towers trust is 
declared bankrupt, NCDF will still be able 
to build its housing, Schlesinger said, since 
it now has a preliminary commitment for 
financing from the MHFA.

F.LKTON, Va. (UPI) - In this world, 
Mrs. Delores Jay is American, 52 years old 
and the wife of a minister. In another 
world whone doorway is through hypnosis, 
she is "Gretchen Gottleib," who tells of 
her own murder in Bismarck's Germany a 
century ago. 

Mrs. Jay speaks no German —and has 
taken lie detector tests to substantiate it. 
But under hypnosis, she speaks in Ger¬ 
man, drawing a vivid picture of 19th- 
century life in a liny village named 
Ebeswalde, culminating in her own death 
at the age of about 16. 

Reincarnation? Did Mrs. Jay actually 
live as the teen-age, illiterate Gretchen 
with her burgermeister father in Ebe¬ 
swalde in the years when Bismarck was 
trying to defeat German Catholics? There 
may be a case for it, says Dr. Ian 
Stevenson, a psychology professor. 

A "divine power" speaking through her? 
That's one of the "few possible ex¬ 
planations" her husband, the Rev. Carroll 
Jay, has considered. 

Another minister, fundamentalist Rev. 
Johnny Hensley of Elkton, says it may 
indeed be a mystic force —that of Satan, 

The case evoked memories of two 
decades ago —of a Colorado housewife 
using the synonym of Ruth Simmons who, 
under deep hypnosis, became “Bridey 
Murphy," an Irish girl speaking in Gaelic 
of life in an obscure Irish village in the 19th 
century. 

For the Jays, it started the day in 1970 
the minister hypnotized his wife —"for a 
backache, or something. When I finished I 
asked her if it still hurt. She answered 
something that sounded like 'nein,' but I 
couldn't make anything of it. 

"I asked her if she felt okay and when 
she answered ‘ja,’ I got out my tape 
recorder and began to tape her." 

Jay said the response from his wife 
sounded German and he took the tapes to a 
language teacher who said it definitely 
was. 

Stevenson and several other professors 
who speak German became interested. 
Over the course of three years of in¬ 
terviews, Mrs. Jay slowly described her 
"life” as Gretchen. Jay said "Gretchen 
was about 16 years old and lived during the 



1870s. She is illiterate and can't read or 
write." 

According to the tapes, Gretchen was 
murdered while she waited in a forest to 
meet her uncle she said had hidden horses 
to help them escape. She said she was 
captured by a group of men and killed. 

At that period in Germany, Bismarck 
tried to defeat German Catholics who had 
become a political force. Some active 
Catholics were thrown into jail at the time. 
"Gretchen" has told her questioners that 
her father had been imprisoned because of 
his part in the “church's trouble." 

In all, there are 18 tapes of Mrs. Jay 
under hypnosis. Stevenson said he is 
convinced he Jays are “thoroughly 
honest." Jay quoted Stevenson as saying 
he "told us it's a strong case for rein¬ 
carnation." 

Mrs. Jay is skeptical. "I have always 
believed that you have only one chance in

this life," she said. "I don't believe in 
reincarnation." 

Jay said, "I don't really know but there 
are several possibilities. She could be 
speaking through the subconscious, some 
sort of genetic memory or a possibility it's 
a divine power speaking through her.” 

Dr. Martin T. Ome, a University of 
Pennsylvania hypnosis expert said, "She 
must have been exposed to German at 
some point. There’s no way she could have 
learned it any other fashion." He said 
evidence used to support "spiritual or 
reincarnation interpretations is anec- 
doelal at best." 

Stevenson, who has been studying cases 


of reported reincarnations for 20 years, 
disagrees. "Language is a learned skill. 
Anyone who has ever tried to leam one 
knows that you must practice and prac¬ 
tice." 

Stevenson said one of the next steps will 
be to check records to find whether a girl 
named Gretchen Gottleib lived in a village 
named Ebeswalde in the 1870s. It may not 
be that simple. There are several 
Ebeswaldes in Germany. 

Its been almost a year since Mrs. Jay 
was last hypnotized and assumed the 
“Gretchen personality." Jay said there 
are no plans to do it again. 


Ice baths help 
open heart surgery 


MARCO ISLAND, Fla. 

(UPI) — The use of ice baths to 
stop blood circulation for up to 
an hour during delicate open 
heart operations is saving the 
lives of blue babies and other 
infants bom with critical heart 
defects, a Boston surgeon 
reported Monday. 

Dr. Aldo R. Castaneda said 
the revolutionary approach to 
treating critically ill babies has 
more than halved the number 
of deaths of infants undergoing 
surgery to correct faults in 
hearts as small as a walnut. 

The ice bath lowers the 
temperature of the plastic 
wrapped body to 77 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Then the infant is 
connected to a heart-lung 
machine briefly to cool the 
blood to 68 degrees and the 
machine is removed. The heart 
stops beating at 73 degrees. 

At normal temperatures, the 
body can withstand lack of 
blood circulation for only three 
minutes before the brain 
suffers severe damage from 
the lack of oxygen transported 
in the blood. But Castaneda 
said babies weighing up to 16 
pounds can tolerate the lack of 
circulation for at least an hour 
when kept nearly 30 degrees 
cooler than normal. The opera¬ 
tion has been performed on 
babies as young as 36 hours and 
weighing less than five pounds. 

"The advantage, of course, is 
that these very small hearts 
are difficult to operate upon if 
they are moving, if they carry 
blood and if one requires 
cannulas (a surgical in¬ 
strument) and suction ap¬ 
paratus inside the heart," 
Canstaneda said at a science 
writers' seminar sponsored bv 


the American Heart Associa¬ 
tion. 

"So by stopping circulation 
totally, we deal with a 
motionless, bloodless and very 
pliable hearl. In addition, there 
is no hardware within the 
heart." 

Eleven thousand babies are 
born each year in the United 
States with congenital heart 
defects that are life threate¬ 
ning. Before this body cooling 
procedure was started, sur¬ 
geons usually performed two 
operations —one to ease the 
symptoms until the child was 


old enough to withstand stand¬ 
ard open heart surgery using 
heart-lung machines to keep 
blood circulating while the 
heart is opened. 

After the operation, the child 
is slowly wanned and the heart 
usually starts beating when the 
temperature reaches 81 de¬ 
grees. 

Castaneda, chief car¬ 
diovascular surgeon at the 
Children's Hospital Medical 
Center in Boston, said these 
two operations had a combined 
death rate ranging from 30 to 
45 per cent.

PICKLED BEETS AND ONIONS 

3 pounds beets 

1 teaspoon allspice 

4 large onions, sliced 
6 whole cloves 

1 piece stick cinnamon 
4 cup sugar 

2 cups vinegar 
4 cup water 

Cook beets until tender in salted water in a large 
saucepan. Drain. Remove beet skins by pressing skins 
gently with fingers under running cold water. If beets are 
very small leave whole, otherwise slice. Tie spices in a 
piece of cheesecloth. Heat sugar, vinegar, water, and spices 
to boiling in a heavy kettle. Add sliced onions and sliced 
beets. Boil for 5 minutes. Remove spice bag. Spoon hot 
jmixture into hot sterilized jars, and seal. Yield: about, 
itliree, 16 oz. jars.

4 cup butter or margarine 
1 cup sugar 
1 egg 

1 and two-thirds cups sifted cake flour 
14 cups chopped walnuts 
‘2 teaspoon salt 
i teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 
4 teaspoon allspice 

2 tablespoons cocoa (not instant) 

1 cup applesauce, heated 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

Cream butter or margarine to consistency of mayon¬ 
naise; add sugar slowly; cream until fluffy. Add egg; beat 
well. Add a little of the flour to walnuts; mix and sift 
remaining flour, salt, baking soda, spices and cocoa. Add 
flour mixture alternately with heated applesauce to 
creamed mixture. Stir in vanilla. Spoon into greased and 
floured 9-inch tube pan. Bake at 350 degrees for about 10 
minutes or until cake tester comes out clean. Cool in pan for 
10 minutes. Remove to rack to finish cooling. Frost and 
decorate as desired. 

Question: Years ago, there was a recipe making the 
rounds, and though it called for yeast, there was no 
kneading or anything like that. I think the recipe was 
called Sugar Crisps or Sugar Twists. I really would be 
grateful for the recipe.

STARLIGHT SUGAR CRISPS 

1 pkg. active dry yeast 
4 cup warm water 

3*2 cups all purpose flour, sifted 
14 teaspoons salt 
4 cup butter or margarine 
l 2 cup shortening 

2 eggs, beaten 

l 2 cup dairy sour cream 

3 teaspoons vanilla extract 
l l 2 cups sugar 

Soften yeast in warm water. Sift flour with salt into 
mixing bowl. Cut in butter and shortening until particles 
are fine. Blend in eggs, sour cream, 1 teaspoon vanilla 
extract and yeast; mix thoroughly. Cover and chill at least 
2 hours. Combine sugar and 2 teaspoons vanilla extract; 
sprinkle 4 cup on surface for rolling. 

Roll out half of dough on vanilla-sugar mixture to a 16x8- 
ineh rectangle. Sprinkle with about 1 tablespoon vanilla- 
sugar mixture and fold one end of dough over center. Fold 
other end over to make 3 layers. Turn dough a fourth of the 
way around and repeat rolling and folding, sprinkling 
surface with additional vanilla-sugar. Roll out to a 16x8-inch 
rectangle. Cut into 4xl-inch strips. Twist each strip 2 or 3 
times. Place on ungreased cookie sheets and repeat process 
with remaining dough and vanilla sugar mixture. Bake at 
375 degrees for 15-20 minutes, until golden brown. Yield: 
approximately 60 . 

Question: What is the difference between bouillon and 
consomme?

Answer: Bouillon is the brown stock made from lean beef 
and bone and is lightly seasoned. Some of the meat for 
bouillon is browned before adding it to water. Consomme is 
usually made from two or more kinds of meat—veal, 
chicken or beef. The liquid in consomme is strained and 
highly seasoned.

There’s one word for it... "up.” That just 
about describes the unfunny task ot tood 
shopping today, and while some foods are less 
expensive than they were (certain cuts of 
meat, for instance) most others seem to 
escalate from week to week. 

Planning nutritious meals calls for a bit of 


imagination and pre-shopping newspaper 
reading for your best dollar values. Super¬ 
markets run “specials” and what are 
generally termed "lost leaders” to entice 
your food dollar. Take advantage of these and 
also watch for special sales of canned 
goods to stock up the staples shelf. Above all, 
try shopping alone without children and 


husband—statistics prove that when you are 
.alone, armed with a list you will do less in- 
RMlse buying. 

Following are some ideas from the 
AmMqan Meat Institute to help make a little 
meat got,^ long way. 

1. SuppTwment meat with other protein 

foods. A smafer portion of meat served with 
pasta, bread, ewese, milk, eggs, or cooked 
beans will proviawnough nutrients to meet 
the daily requiremelmpf each member of the 
family. ' 

2. Cook all meat at lowigmperatures (300- 
325 degrees) because meSfecooked at low 
temperatures shrink less, unKmore tender, 
and have more flavor than meafex'ooked at 
high temperatures. 

3. Become familiar with a varietya^jauces 
and gravies which can be served withrojwt.s. 
They are easy to make and inexpensive wife) 
made from the pan drippings of cookaje 
meats. 

4. Experiment with spices and seasonings 
which can enhance the flavor of com¬ 
bination foods or meats served with a sauce 
or gravy. Most of the great flavor makers— 
garlic, mustard, chili, catsup, etc., are 
relatively low in cost and quick to use. 

5. Casseroles, meat loaves and combination 
vegetable and meat dishes offer the most 
satisfying solution for making a little meat go 
a long way. 

Souffles are elegant dishes that look like 
expensive gourmet fare. What’s a souffle? 
Just a puree, often based on a vegetable, 
thickened with egg yolks and with stiffly 
beaten egg whites, the whites gently folded 
into the batter. The mixture is turned into a 
souffle dish and baked until it is slightly 
golden and crusty outside and soft and 
creamy inside. 

Fish has always been a protein food that 
comes to the aid of the pocketbook. One of the 
most select and reasonably priced choices is 
mackerel. The recipe here gives this dish an 
Oriental touch with its delightful sauce. 

MACKEREL WITH CITRUS STUFFING 
2 medium mackerel, cleaned, split 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons chopped onion 
4 cup chopped celery 
4 teaspoon salt 
2 cups cooked rice 
2 oranges, sectioned 

Sprinkle fish with salt. Heat butter in 
skillet; add onion, celery and 4 teaspoon salt. 
Cook, stirring occasionally, until onion and 
celery are tender. Remove from heat; stir in 
rice and orange sections. Stuff fish. Close 
opening with wooden picks placed vertically 
across opening. Place in shallow, oiled baking 


dish. Brush fish with salad oil. Bake in 400 
degree oven, 12 minutes per pounc, or until 
fish flakes easily when tested with a fork. 
While fish .is baking, prepare Curry Sauce. 
Serves 4. 

CURRYSAUCE 

3 tablespoons butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons chopped onion 

2 to 3 teaspoons curry powder 

3 tablespoons flour 

4 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon ginger 
2 cups milk 
4 cup flaked coconut 

1 grapefruit, sectioned 

Melt butter in saucepan. Add onion and 
curry powder and cook until onion is tender, 
but not brown. Blend in flour, salt and ginger. 
Gradually add milk and cook, stirring con¬ 
stantly, until mixture thickens and comes to a 
boil. Remove from heat; stir in coconut and 
grapefruit sections and serve with fish.

Think big 
for spring

Webster's dictionary defines the chemise as 
"A woman’s shirtlike undergarment." 

If European designers, as well as Seventh 
Avenue and Woman's Wear Daily are correct, 
come spring you'll be seeing variations of the 
chemise as the most important dress style 
since pants. 

Years ago the chemise was part of a 
woman’s underwear. Today’s garment, 
ironically enough, will enable women to do 
away with any and all undergarments ... in 
fact, as one fashion expert remarked, "All 
she’ll need to carry off the chemise are shoes 
and lipstick.” 

There are those who will recall the loose 
filling dress as a fashion that has been around 
for years and refer to it as the old tent or sack 
... a fashion that did little to enhance one’s 
figure. Those who are tall and slim can wear 
the style to great advantage while those who 
are short and inclined to be chunky will find it 
a most unbecoming dress. 

All too aware of the limitations, designers 
are showing chemise styles with wide leather 
belts or sashes which cinch in the fullness 
around the waist. One variation that has 
wider appeal is the modified tent shape. 

Bill Blass approves of the new full shape 
and has created the loose jacket suit with a 
slight dropped shoulder and short sleeve 
which is shown over a modified fuller skirt. 
His bigger smock jacket is worn over a 
pleated skirl or bias flared sun dress. 

Designer Belle Saunders hails the return of 
the dress . . . especially the tailored dress 
with a matching coat and has turned out a 
series of "controlled” chemises. Her dresses 
have soft, feminine touches, such as white 
pique or linen collars and cuffs, white crepe 
or eyelit shirts. Navy is important. A whole 
group of ribbed knits with lots of added white 
touches is done in navy alone—some are 
highlighted with red blazers or coats. White 
and navy prints, many in the chemise style 
barely skimming the body, show up in dots, 
flowers, and geometries. Special colors are 
brilliant in the fibrannes—raspberry, sea 
green, teal, chrome yellow, even a bright 
brown. 

Chemises are called “easy” dresses, such 
as a soft pale beige with long flowing sleeves; 
a navy with white collar and Lord Byron bow 
at the neck. There are shirt dresses with 
dropped shoulders gathered on yokes, in 
matte jersey. For evening, a group of printed 
chiffon chemises, some clingy solids com¬ 
bined with sheers, in full sleeved easy shapes 


below the knee and below the ankle. 

Just who are the ladies crying and sighing 
for the chemise? If you think it’s the size 16 
you meet at the supermarket who will be 
jubiliant about a dress that "hides it all" uh- 
uh, you're wrong. In New York, Adolfo is very 
happy about the money people who have 
fallen in love with this new look. He claims 
that the chemise of 75 is not like the original 
ugly dress—that it is pretty, feminine and 
allows women to be more relaxed without 
having to hold in their stomachs. 

Apparently yesterday’s skinny clothes were 
bound to give way to the uninhibited freedom 
of this softly shaped dress. Designers suggest 
that women think big for spring. 

That means a variety of styles with big, 
loose sleeves, deep armholes, softly shirred 
blousons or outright big tent-like lops and full 
skirts that often times end with a flounce. 

Those with the tell-tale middle-age tire 
around the middle will like the chemise with 
its band of tucks on the bodice which then 
releases the fullness of a below the knee skirt. 

This roomy silhouette is achieved through 
complicated dressmaking tucks that cleverly 
distribute the fabric in a way that narrowly 
avoids the dreaded maternity look. 

Why the chemise at this time? One designer,^ 
quite frankly said, "We’ve gone as far as. yi$> 
can go, since 1968, with pants . . . we'vetWfie 
the above the knee fitted dress, andjvt^were 
shot down with the midi. . . whegjense were 
we to go, except with a roonM£~ smock-like 
dress that allows women the freedom of 
movement they obviously,desire. 

'Our chemises arft'.Tor the most part, for 
the most part, gerffie dresses that are per¬ 
fectly agreeajjfptb all your plans. You can 
dress up theS<? dresses with a belt or sash, 
some stunmng jewelry and you're off to any 
simple luncheon. Nobody will 
: chemise seriously... it's supposed to 
dress . .. and what's more it offers 
Tattery and ease for every woman, whatever 
her age or figure." 

All of the horn tooting for the chemise will 
not force sales ... women today will not buy 
anything they don’t love. Most shoppers plunk 
down their money for fashions that will 
receive lots and lots of wear. The trick will be 
for disigners to come up with bigger dresses 
as smaller prices.

SCHOOL GARDENS: W ith 
a world-wide food shortage 
looking us in the eye, it’s good 
to know that a few public 
schools are sensible enough to 
teach students something 
about growing planLs.

$622,000. The Cleveland School 
Garden Program, originated In 
1904, includes tracts located 
throughout the city where 
young people maintain in¬ 
dividual garden plots. Total 
space devoted to tract gardens 
exceeds 35 acres. Those who 
did not wish to participate in 
the tract program had the 
optical to maintain their "green 
thuJnbs" by enrolling for a 
home garden. Although the 
value of vegetables produced 
'by the students was over 
$622,221, we feel that the 
educational value of gardening 
is just as importanL Gardening 
remains a field laboratory for 
pupil development in the areas 
of environmental sciences, 
practical mathematics, and 
just about every other area 
taught in schools. There isn’t a 
subject in High School (or 
other elementary grades) 
which cannot be taught, based 
on gardening or nature study. 
In good times and bad, our 
total environment continues to 
be our most cherished 
resource, and our whole 
society is committed to 
preserving and protecting our 
environmenL We can do this 
and at the same time, learn to 
grow much of our own food. 

NEW APPLES: if you want 
to try some dandy new apples, 
plant the following: (1) 
Empire, a wonderful McIntosh 
type, introduced by the 
Genevda (N. Y.) Expt. Station. 
A fine dessert apple that keeps 
longer in the refrigerator than 
the McIntosh. Skin is solid red 
and covered with a heavy waxy 
coating (called "bloom’). Tree 
ripens two weeks later than 
McIntosh. (2) Idared, cross 
between Jonathan and 


Wagener, has bright red skin 
and solid flesh. Good keeper. 
Tart at time of harvest, but it 
mellows later. Trees bear 
young and heavy. Griginated 
at Idaho Exp. Station. (3) 
Jonamac, a cross between 
Jonathan and McIntosh. Has 
more red color than the 
McIntosh, and quality is better. 
(4) Jonagold, a cross between 
Golden Delicious and 
Jonathan, has an attractive 
scarlet stripes over a yellow 
skin. A wonderful keeping 
apple with high dessert quality. 
Only drawback is that it will 
not pollinate other varieties 
since it is a triploid, whereas 
many others are diploid, 
referring to the number of 
chromosomes. A good disease 
resistant apple is Prima, 
ripening about Sept. 15, it 
keeps better than other 
summer apples,and has a good 
size to it. Resists scab, mildew 
and fireblight. NOTE: there 
are many other good apples 
available for the home or¬ 
chard. Look your nursery 
catalog over for descriptions.

Shortage of 
new homes 
in East Europe 

BELGRADE (UP!) - The 
housing shortage has been a 
major problem in Eastern 
Europe since World War II and 
even today few governments 
claim they are approaching a 
solution. 

Broken marriages, falling 
birth rates and conflict bet¬ 
ween generation* all are 
blamed in part on the cramped, 
inadequate living conditions. 

In Prague you may have to 
wait up to 15 years for an 
apartment at current building 
rates. In Belgrade the frustra¬ 
tion of many families has led 
them to occupy vacant apart¬ 
ments illegally, sometimes 
taking over whole blocks, to 
dramatize their plight. In Sofia 
the government began negotia¬ 
tions to import Arab construc¬ 
tion workers, an exceptional 
step for a Communist country 
even with a labor shortage. 

The problem stems from the 
urban devastation of World 
War II which severely depleted 
housing stock, and the postwar 
priority given to building up 
industry rather than construct¬ 
ing homes. 

The siutation was made 
worse by the mass migration of 
peasants to the towns and cities 
as much of Easten Europe 
moved from the rural to the 
industrialized age in little more 
than a decade. 

“It is a question of too little, 
too late," said Milorad Pusic, 
construction manager of a 
Belgrade firm. "Our industry 
simply does not have the 
capacity to meet the demand." 

Yugoslav officials said there 
is no short-term solution and 
estimated that Belgrade, with 
its one million population, is 
short about 80,000 apartments 
while in the nation as a whole, 
with Its 20 million population, 
the shortfall is about 800,000. 

Dusan Stojic, 38, a bakery 
worker who broke into a new 
and vacant apartment and 
lived there for 15 months with 
his wife and two children, said, 
“There was no other way for 
me to obtain a flat for my 
family even though I was 
breaking the law. 

"I have been with the bakery 
firm for six years and one of 
the managers told me they 
would be unable to provide a 
flat for me in the next 10 
years.” 

Some countries, however, 
have made significant 
• progress In the housing. The 
Soviet Union is carrying out an 
intensive nationwide program 
which in a decade has reduced 
the percentage of families 
llflng communally or sharing 
an apartment from 50 to 25 per 
cent. 

The prefabricated apart¬ 
ment buildings are sterile in 
their uniformity and often 
shoddy in construction but they 
provide as much housing as 
quickly and cheaply as 
possible. 

The newspaper Sot- 
sialsticheskaya Industrie 
estimated that a total of 100 
million persons, about 40 per 
cent of the population, moved 
to new apartments or im¬ 
proved their housing conditions 
between 1960 and 1970. 

Poland also has boosted its 
building program, stepping up 
production of building mate¬ 
rials, buying factories for 
prefabricated housing from the 
Soviet Union and East Germa¬ 
ny and importing some 
Western technology. The 
planners aim to install a house 
factory in each of Poland's 17 
administrative areas and say 
the shortage of flats will be 
solved by 1982. 

At present, however, about 
one million Poles are waiting 
for new apartments with the 
waiting period averaging from 
three to six years. 

As in the rest of Eastern 
Europe, priority on a waiting 
list depends on a variety of 
factors—age, number of 
dependents, demand in the 
area for a particular skill. 

Although not officially 
acknowledged, standing in or 
with the Communist party also 
can be a factor and many 
complain that widespread 
bribery and influence is used to 
obtain priority on the waiting 
list. 

There are other forms of 
corruption and profiteering. In 
Hungary, for example, a room 
in an apartment can be sublet 
for about $40 a month, an ex¬ 
tortionate sum set against the 
average monthly Income of 
$ 100 . 

The quality of much con- 
sturction creates a constant 
demand for repair work, 
putting householders at the 
mercy of construction workers 
who agree to work "privately” 
at a “special” rate. The 
problem is notorious in 
Bulgaria where direct ap¬ 
plication to a state construction 
company for repair work can 
mean a wait of months or even 
years. 
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Today in 
Education

Economic pressures now 
building In every segment of 
society pose the threat if not 
the reality of teacher firings 
and cutbacks in education 
throughout the coumtry. The 
Massachusetts Teachers 
Association (MTA) and the 
National Education 
Association (NEA) arc urging 
a federal public service 
program to halt the erosion of 
quality education and prevent 
further neglect of our nation's 
children. targe numbers of 
students are already suffering 
from serious neglect, a con¬ 
dition which leads to poverty 
and crime, because many 
schools lack the staff, the 
materials and the 
facii + facilities to educate 
children properly. Our schools 
are inacapable of responding to 
many youngsters at present 
funding levels, and the 
situation is bound to get worse 
if we try to beat inflation by 
cutting back on important 
educational programs. 

It should be pointed out that 
23 of ell students drop out 
before high school graduation. 
This rate climbs to 60 percent 
for American Indians and 80 
percent for children of migrant 
parents. A million children 
between the ages of 12 and 17 
are illiterate. 

Additional statistics reveal 
that school vandalism costs 
$200 million a year, and 
keeping a youngster in a 
juvenile home or correctional 
institution can easily run 10 
times as much a year as it 
would cost to educate him 
effectively. 

A recent NEA survey shows 
that a large percentage cf our 
nation's teachers report in¬ 
creases in class size. Many 
studies indicate that the larger 
the class, the less likely it is 
that the teacher will be able to 
uncover an individual child's 
problem, let alone solve It. 
Nearly half of all teachers 
report either a decrease in 
teaching materials, 
elimination of school 
programs, or a reduction in 
special subject 
teaches.+.teachers. 

Every time class size is 
increased by even one child, we 
are cutting back each child's 
chance at personal attention. 
Every time we cut down on 
materials or specialized 
teachers, we leave all 
children's opportunity for an 
effective education that much 
smaller. We are guaranteeing 
e greater harvest of dropouts 
and illiterates. 

In addition to this, the impact 
on teachers of inflation-related 
school budgets has been 
critical. The f.roportion of 
funds allocated for teachers 
has declined steadily since 
1963. 

Teachers salaries are among 
the first to suffer in any 
economic decline. A com¬ 
parison between teacher 
nalary growth and U.S. 
average per capita income 
gains since 1967 show averac.e 
per capita income increased 
55.2 percent by 1973, but 
teachers' incomes increased 
only 43.8 percent. 

The federal government 
should now earmark a major 
part of all public serv.ee 
employment programs for 
teachers and additional 
educational services. There is 
no more fruitful direction for 
public employment than this 
because, not only would 
teacher unemployment be 
decreased, but students would 
gain immeasurably from the 
additional individual attention 
and special programs. 

This sort of broad federal 
attack would also offer a 
particularly suitable chance to 
increase our efforts to prepare 
young people for the world of 
work through a serious ap¬ 
proach to career education and 
vocational education. Even in 
these troubled financial times, 
there is one sure "growth 
stock", and that is education.

NEW YORK (UPI) - A 
survey of 70 top international 
managers from the United 
States shows American em¬ 
ployees rate especially high in 
productivity, labor stability 
and general performance on 
the job. 

The survey is published in 
The Conference Board Record. 
In assessing the relative 
performance of their overseas 
work forces, the American 
companies frequently give top 
ratings to workers in Ger¬ 
many, Canada, Japan and 
Brazil. Workers in those 
countreis also are cited most 
often for performance equal to 
or surpassing that of U.S.

Nature's 

ways

Audubon Society 
An unusual outbreak of 
canine distemper lias been 
passing through wildlife in 
eastern Massachusetts and 
perhaps other parts of Newr 
England in recent weeks. 

Arthur Neill, a biologist with 
the State Division of Fisheries 
and Game, said that the first 
Indications that the disease 
was present came through 
weird reports and wildlife 
activities. In one town a skunk 
was noticed following a 
mailman on his rounds. In 
several communities, raccoons 
not only ventured out in 
daylight but did such un¬ 
common things as sit on front 
porches and. to the 
householders at least, seemed 
ready to enter houses. 

David A. Ryan of the Man¬ 
chester Junior-Senior High 
School in Manchester. Mass,, 
reported the outbreak to the 
Smithsonian Institution's 
Center for Short-Lived 
Hienoinena. 

Oddly, the outbreak first 
occurred in March on the 
Massachusetts North Shore. 
Then it seemed to subside until 
May when dogs in the Beverly 
area began coming down with 
the disease. 

'Die outbreak among wildlife 
seems largely to involve 
skunks and raccoons. Neill said 
there was no indication that it 
has swept through foxes which 
one might suspect would be 
more susceptible to the disease 
since they, as well as dogs, are 
canines. Several 
Massachusetts wild mammals 
that died under suspicious 
circumstances have been sent 
to the Wildlife Disease Center 
of the University of Rhode 
Island. 

Distemper affects mammals 
somewhat as a virulent form of 
influenza might affect a 
human. They have runny eyes, 
stuffy noses, labored breathing 
and relatively high tem¬ 
peratures. The disease may 
last from ten days to six weeks. 
The extent of death among 
infected wild mammals is not 
known. There is a probability 
of death rates being high since 
Wild mammals need to be alert 
at all times to remain alive. 
Among dogs, most of which 
have a home and someone to 
look out for them, the death 
rate often runs from 30 to 80 
percent. 

Canine distemper is a virus 
disease. However, it frequently 
weakens an animal’s defenses 
and the animal may die from 
some bacteria that enters the 
system. The disease has a 
world-wide distribution. It 
usually attacks young dogs, 
most often between the ages of 
seven months and two years 
old. 

So far no method of treating 
mammals in the wild has been 
developed. Among pets, 
however, the disease can be 
prevented by vaccinating 
puppies against the virus. 

NEW LAW 

NEW YORK IUPI) — A new 
law, the Family Educational 
Rights and Privacy Act of 1974, 
went into effect in November, 

It is part of the Omnibus 
Education amendments of 1974 
and was designed by Sen. 
James Buckley of New York. 

It ensures parents and older 
students the right to inspect 
and challenge student records 
while limiting access by out¬ 
side parties. It covers "any and 
all official records, files and 
data" directly related to a 
student. This includes grades, 
standardized lest scores, at¬ 
tendance data, interest in¬ 
ventory results, health data, 
family background and 
teacher or counselor ratings 
and observations. 

ART STUDENTS 
NEW YORK (UPI) - Stu¬ 
dents of painting, sculpture 
and the graphic arts, along 
with the professional artists 
who train them, will par¬ 
ticipate in a visual arts 
program supported by the 
Ford Foundation. 

Grants totaling $4,054,050 
were made to 34 institutions, 
independent schools of art, 
colleges and universities with 
strong studio art departments, 
and a few atelier schools that 
concentrate on studio work but 
do not offer a degree. 

The funds will be used for 
scholarships for art students 
and for fellowships for artist- 
teachers to enable them to 
concentrate on their own 
creative work, on or off 
campus.

Ted Williams hears of big 
baseball salaries and smiles

NEW YORK (UPI) - Hank 
Aaron, and not Catfish Hunter, 
is the highest-salaried baseball 
player right now because he's 
drawing $250,000 as a designat¬ 
ed hitter with the Milwaukee 
Brewers this season, and that's 
$100,000 more than Hunter’s 
getting in salary alone. 

Bone-fishing in the Florida 
Keys, Ted Williams hears of 
salaries like that and smiles a 
little. 

He's happy for Hank Aaron 
and Catfish Hunter, and says 
more power to both. Ted 
Williams always said what he 
thought but never liked 
blowing his own horn. He still 
doesn't. So when he hears and 
reads about the salaries being 
paid in baseball today, he only 


thinks about, but still won’t 
talk about how he could've 
been the first "designated 
hitter" ever 15 years ago ... 
with the New York Yankees ... 
at $125,000 a year. 

Williams was making that 
salary with Boston when he 
retired in September of 1960. 
He was 42 and he went out in 
style, ripping one into the right 
cenlerfield seats at Fenway 
Park off Jack Fisher of 
Baltimore in his final time at 
bal. The Red Sox fans went 
bananas as Williams circled 
the bases. 

A few weeks later, after 
Pittsburgh beat the Yankees in 
the World Series on Bill 
Mazeroski's seventh game 
home run, the Yanks began 
making changes. Casey 
Stengel was let go. The late

Scramble for top 
in College hoop

All indications during the 
first half of the college 
basketball campaign indicate 
that a wild scramble for the top 
prize is more than likely during 
the NCAA championships, with 
at least a handful of teams 
rating a good chance to capture 
the crown.

rep, Fred Corcoran, at a local 
hotel. 

"Is Williams really serious 
about quitting?" Topping 
asked, as soon as they had 
gotten together. 

"Yes, he Is," replied Cor¬ 
coran. 

"I«nme ask you a question. 
Do you think he’d be interested 
in playing one more year here 
in New York? We'd use him 
only as a pinch hitter and pay 
him the same salary as he’s 
getting in Boston, but I don't 
wanna call Tom Yawkey 
unless Williams is agreeable. 
You know I've always been a 
great Ted Williams’ admirer. 
He played for me in the 
Marines." 

This, by the way, was not an 
unusual procedure for Dan 
Topping. He had tried getting 
Joe DiMaggio to stay on one 
more season after DiMaggio 
had announced his retirement 
with the Yankees nine years 
earlier, offering him the same 
$ 100,000 salary he was drawing 
at the time, but Joe had 
declined. 

Anyway, Corcoran told Top¬ 
ping he'd get in touch with 
Williams and sound him out on 
the offer. 

By some coincidence or not, 
right around this time, Ameri¬ 
can League President Joe 
Cronin began pushing an idea 
of his. Maybe he did it because 
Ted Williams was on the way 
out, and he had always liked 
the big, curly-haired kid. Why 
not have someone hitting for 
the pitcher every time the 
pitcher was due up, Cronin 
urged. It would generate more 
excitement in the game, Cronin 
argued. He was espousing the 
designated hitter idea 13 years 
before his league adopted it, 
but he couldn’t get too much 
support for it then. 

Williams wasn’t especially 
intrigued with the idea of 
pinchhitting either. Not once a 
game, anyway, which was all 
he could've done then under the 
existing rules. 

"Hell, no,” he answered 
when Corcoran asked him if he 
was interested in Topping's 
proposition. "You don't get any . 
kind of batting average pinch 
hitting once a game.” 

Naturally, batting average 
meant something to Williams. 

It was something he had 
worked for his entire career, 
winning the batting champion¬ 
ship six times, fashioning a 
lifetime average of .344 and 
finishing up with a fine .316 
percentage in his final season. 
Bear in mind he was 42 at the 
time. 

Corcoran kept after 
Williams, and sometime after 
their original conversation, he 
asked him how he'd feel about 
pinch hitting four times a game 
without having to play in the 
field at all? 

"That's different,” Williams 
said. “Something like that 
would be fine, but I’m not in¬ 
terested in going to bat only 
once a game." 

Corcoran was completely 
captivated by the designated 
hitter concept, especially if it 
could mean the return to the 
game of his long-time friend, 
Ted Williams, so he called the 
late Ty Cobb in Royston, Ga. 

"Whadd’ya think of using a 
pinch hitter each time the 
pitchier is due up—someone 
like Ted Williams?" Corcoran 
asked Cobb. 

Cobb thought awhile. 

“1 like the idea,” he said. 

"How would you feel about 
the same guy pinch-hitting 
each time?" 

"I don't think I'd like to see 
any such change in the' 
baseball rules." 

"You already have seen 
changes in the rules. In your 
day, the sacrifice fly was 
counted as a time at bat. 
Remember?" 

"That's right," Cobb con¬ 
ceded, laughing. Then he had a 
question. 

"Are you trying to keep 
Williams in baseball—just his 
bat?" he inquired of Corcoran. 
"If you are, I think I'D make a 
comeback." 

Ty Cobb, who always felt he 
could, was 74 at the time.

The legislative "head start" 
program offers a wide variety 
of information to the new 
legislator, covering the 
Executive end Judicial func¬ 
tions of government in addition 
to the Legislative. Par¬ 
ticipation in the program is on 
a bi-partisan basis. 

A sampling of the schedule 
shows that the sessions began 
January 7 with topics ranging 
from "Realities of legislative 
Life" to "legislative Services 
and Resources, mechanics, 
facilities and technical staff."

NEW YORK - The first week in January 
was bad news to many hourly wage ear¬ 
ners and salaried people because their 
take-home pay was reduced by 5.85 per 
cent of their regular income. The 
deduction was for Social Security — a tax 
they have not been paying for many weeks 
or months. 

For millions of others — indeed, for most 
breadwinners — the "bad" news was old 
news. They had been paying the same 5,85 
per cent lax right up to the last hour of 1974 
and they will now go on paying up to the 
last hour of 1975. 

None of this involves any shenanigans. 
It's all legal. Some people pay all year 
round and others do not. The less affluent 
pay 52 weeks a year; the more affluent do 
not. 

The reason is that the Social Security tax 
in 1974 was only imposed on the first 
$13,200 earned (in 1975 that will go to 
$14,000). So if you made no more than that 
sum, you paid to the last drop. But if you 


earned, let's say, $26,400, you quite paying 
sometime last July. 

In one way, this Social Security tax is 
probably the most regressive on the books. 
(By "regressive" we mean that the tax 
hits the bottom harder than it hits the top.) 

Here’s why; - . 

If you earn $13,000, you pay on your 
whole income — which is about a 6 per cent 
tax on what you make. If you earn $26,000, 
you pay on only half you income — which 
makes it about a 3 per cent tax. If you 
make $52,000 you pay on only a quarter of 
your income, which makes it a 1 'a per 
cent tax, and so on. 

The injustice of such a lax system is 
somewhat tempered by the fact that there 
is a ceiling on what anyone can collect 
from Social Security. In other words, the 
$52,000-a-year man does not collect on that 
basis; he collects on the $13,200 for which 
he paid. Likewise, there is a minimum, no 
matter how low your income. 


But, in any event, the present near-fi per 
cent tax is unduly burdensome on low- 
income people. If you make $5,000 a year, 
you pay $300 in taxes. That's a big straw on 
the back of an overloaded beast. 

The founders of Social Security never 
intended the tax to get as high as it is, 
although they knew that the overall cost of 
the system would be great in the 1970s. At 
the beginning, the system paid out to 
people who were aged, eligible for 
retirement, but who had paid virtually 
nothing into the fund. These first retirees 
were paid out of the funds tnal came 
pouring in from week to week. 

When the next generation reached 
retirement age and were ready to collect, 
the funds they had put in were already- 
eaten up by the previous generation. 

So the second generation had to retire on 
the newest funds coming in from a third 
generation. As the number of retirees 
grew — first plus second generation — and 


as earnings as well as retirement checks 
got bigger, the cost of the whole system 
became greater. 

The founders of the retirement system 
foresaw all of this. Hence, in one of their 
first reports they predicted that it would be 
necessary and desirable at a given point 
for the Social Security system to get direct 
assistance from the general treasury. (In 
tune, we passed that point.) 

If this pescient advice were taken, we 
could have a tripartite system. The 
present 12 per cent on payrolls could be 
split up three ways — 4 per cent each for 
employer, employe, and government — 
instead of the present 6 per cent for two 
parties. 

Assuming that the federal income tax is 
truly progressive (which implies the 
closing of loopholes for the rich) the Social 
Security system would somewhat repair 
the present inequities in our way of raising 
money for retirees.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Pat 
Finley, the elfin beauty who 
plays Bob Newhart’s sister in 
"The Bob Newhart Show,” 
lives in a house that fits her 
own diminutive dimensions.

Horizon's 

Production Steals the Thunder 
from Actor's First Macbeth

STRATFORD -UPON-AV- 
ON, England (UPI) - Nicol 
Williamson is winding up the 
Royal Shakespeare Company's 
longest Stratford season with a 
highly controversial "Mac¬ 
beth." 

But for once the controversy 
isn't over Williamson, an actor 
once called “the terrible 
tempered tiger of the English 
stage." It's about the produc¬ 
tion. 

Trevor Nunn, artistic 
director of the Royal 
Shakespeare, produces 
Shakespeare's difficult play 
like a kind of black mass. It 
fairly reeks of evil. 

Williamson's performance 
had been anticipated as the 
high point of a rather disap¬ 
pointing Stratford season. 
After a decade of braviira 
performances, Williamson 
himself said Macbeth was "the 
big one for me. The biggest of 
my life." 

But it was Nunn’s directorial 
approach that steals the show. 

He plunges into evil im¬ 
mediately, before a word of 
Shakespeare’s is spoken. Sud¬ 
denly tall curtains whisk 
around a coronation scene, and 
in grotesque shadows, 
projected on them the king is 
murdered with an inverted 
crucifix. 

Themes of inverted religion 
permeate the production. In 
this version the three witches 
whose spells and predictions so 
ensnare Macbeth are almost 
the least supernatural of the 
elements. 

Lady Macbeth, on her first 
appearance, slashes her wrist 
to summon spirits of darkness 
with her own blood. Before 
murdering his best friend 
Macbeth invokes the under¬ 
world with chants over an 
inverted cross on an open 
Bible. 

The sets themselves are 
those for a black mass. All the 
scenes, including those on the 
witches’ "blasted heath" and 
the battle on the battlements of 
Dunsinane, take place in a kind 
of church. It is decorated in 
black. 

Director Nunn sees Mac¬ 
beth’s tragedy increasingly 
played out within the man's 
own mind. Once his first 
murder is done, this Macbeth is 
gradually seen with fewer and 
fewer people. 

By the end he is alone, like a 
demented Hitler, raving at 
unseen enemies from atop a 
bunker made of high-piled 
church furniture. 

Critics divided sharply over 
Nunn's controversial black 
magic approach, but they 
united in praise of the two 
leading actors. 

Helen Mirren, returning to 
Stratford after a four-year 
absence, plays Lady Macbeth 
with brisk skill, though her 
sexy swinger type seems oddly 
at variance with Nunn’s over¬ 
all approach. 

Williamson, on the other 
hand, fits the approach like a 
hand within a mailed glove. 
Showing a man destroyed by 
forces of evil he can invoke but 
not control allows Williamson 
to play with all the stops out. 

His performance is charac¬ 
teristically physical, typically 
powerful. From him Macbeth’s 
great speeches come unpo- 
etically, but filled with new 
meaning, as if they were being 
thought of for the first time. 
His Macbeth surrenders with 
reluctant willingness to the 
forces of darkness within 
himself. 

Yet strong though William¬ 
son's portrayal is, it remains 
true that when,ttiis "Macbeth" 
is remembered, it will be 
Nunn’s conception which 
comes to mind. 

Stratford's season, which 
opened in March, continues 
with “Macbeth” and the 
season’s other productions 
until Jan. 25.

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Warren Edwards, 26, started 
jut in his native London as a 
Jestgner of jewelry and fashion 
accessories who had his own 
shop at the age of 19. He is now 
in the shoe business in a 
midtown New York boutique 
that is becoming the mecca of 
:he entertainment world. 

You might not see the likes of 
tis shoes in some midwestern 
•ity like Oklahoma City, but 
hey fill a need in the East for 
reople who want to be ahead of 
tnyone else in high style and 
tave the money to do it. They 
ome in a wild variety of 


shapes, sizes, colors —and heel 
heights. 

Beatle John Lennon drops by 
occasionally for a few pairs of 
the latest. So does pop singer 
Elton John. Or Tony Bennett 
and his wife. Or such luminar¬ 
ies as Cher and Dina Ross 
looking into the distaff side of 
the business that is handled by 
his business partner, Susan 
Bennis, 22. 

Edwards -and Miss Bennis 
-design their own shoes and 
boots which are hand crafted in 
Italy. The lines are more or 
less complementary but Ed¬ 
wards’ emphasis is on the 
men's lute and the emphasis 


there is on high style that 
refrains from being too thea¬ 
trical. 

Perhaps the most out¬ 
standing thing is the variety of 
colors ranging from a very red 
brown through a dozen shades 
of tan and brown to navy and 
bone. The most popular 
leathers are glove soft calf¬ 
skins, but there are patents and 
suedes. In boots the most 
popular looks are loose-leg 
cossack styles almost to the 
knee and tighter fitting 
western boots. Some of the 
bootheels are three and four 
inches high. 

In the very high-style range 


the heels may run as much as 
an inch and a half, but there re 
none of the “funky" clodhopper 
shoes affected these days by 
teen-agers. The toes on many 
of the shoes have returned to 
the more pointed look 
fashionable in the 1950s. But 
there are at least 20 different 
lasts and there is everything 
from pointed toes to rounded 
off and squarish looks. The 
style comes in a combination of 
everything —the work¬ 
manship, the unusual shades, 
the luxuriousness of the leather 
and new ways of treating 
classic patterns. 

Edwards is a photographer 


as well as a designer and his 
career has taken him to 
London, Milan, Paris and other 
European cities where he 
combined designing with fash¬ 
ion and advertising photogra¬ 
phy. He ended up in New York 
working in a New York 
boutique known as the Chelsea 
Cobbler. 

It was there he met Miss 
Bennis who also worked there. 
The business was a bit tenuous 
and they pooled their resources 
to take it over and turn it into a 
boutique of the same name 
with more emphasis on shoes 
than the accessories also sold 
there. 


They admit they were buck¬ 
ing a trend to go into business 
during such perilous economic 
times and with prices ranging 
from $35 to $175. But Edwards 
reports business thriving with 
more and more theatrical stars 
heading their way, money 
clasped in their hands. 

"Individuals today have 
need to invest their money 
carefully and selectively, 
Edwards said. "One of our 
aims is to provide quality and 
individualized merchandise. 
We believe in creating our 
Couture Collection; we have 
been successful in our goal."

Montreal fire victims 

No chance for escape 


MONTREAL (UPI) - The 13 victims of 
the Club Gargantua gangland execution 
did not have a chance to escape the smoke- 
filled storeroom, although it appears one 
of them made a desperate try to get out. 

The 10 men and three women were 
herded into the room, trapped by a heavy 
jukebox shoved against the only door, and 
left to die after the bar was set on fire. 

Body bums suffered by one of the vic¬ 
tims, a 250-pound man, indicated he may 
have rammed the six-foot by six-foot door 
with his body trying to break it down, 
police said. 

‘•But he couldn't have had much chance 
to have a go at it because of all the smoke 
and not having enough room," a 
policeman said Tuesday. 

One of the victims, club manager Regent 
Fortin, 43, had been shot in the back. The 
others, all dead of asphyxiation, may have 
been innocent bystanders. They included 
Fortin’s wife Claire. 

"If there was only one primary victim, 
they may have needed to get rid of wit¬ 
nesses,” police said. 

Fire investigators said the panic- 
stricken victims could have suffocated in 
as few as five minutes in the dense smoke. 

Many of the victims were young, in their 
20s. One of them was a topless dancer in 
the bar. Another was a man who, ac¬ 


cording to his wife, had dropped in for a 
beer on the way home. 

Neighbors said they did not hear any 
gunshots or screams during the predawn 
hours Tuesday when the mass killing took 
place. 

The bar was known to police as an un¬ 
derworld hangout, and a police official 
said, "It is definitely a gangland killing 
with revenge as a motive." 

Lt. Maurice Labarre said the fire ap¬ 
parently was started atop the jukebox and 
the dense smoke quickly streamed into the 
tiny storeroom. Labarre said he and three 
other firemen had extinguished a fire and 
after making certain there were no more 
flames, entered the storeroom about three 
hours later. 

"Me and my three men moved the 
jukebox, broke down the door and went 
into the locker room. There was too much 
smoke and you couldn’t see anything. Then 
I stepped on a body. They were all together 
at the back of the room. 

Constable Jean Gauthier said the 
jukebox was "heavy enough that it would 
have taken more tlian one person to move 
it," which lead police to theorize at least 
two killers were involved. 

"I was really surprised. We didn't think 
there was anyone in there.”

City development program ready 


Budget process looked 
at by Committee

Citizen participation in municipal 
planning and the expenditure of the money 
coming under the new federal Housing and 
Community Development Act became the 
emphasis of the final public hearing on the 
first year of the program. 

Newton will receive $655,000 this year 
and a total of some $4.5 million over the six 
years covered by the act. 

Citizen participation is a requirement of 
the law. 

While the Planning Department is 
responsible for the creation of the com¬ 
munity-development program, the 
Planning Board is responsible for seeing to 
it that citizens know about the plan and 


that their opinions and wishes are paid 
attention to. 

Planning Board Chairman Stanley 
Miller said again and again during the 
hearing to various speakers, “We have 
heard you," and explained how the plana 
had been altered since the first and second 
hearings, especially in relation to the 
building of low-income housing in 
Nonantum. 

Nonantum residents have repeatedly 
said that no low-income housing is needed 
or wanted in Nonantum. 

The proposed plan over the next three 
years puts most of the money into housing, 
whether new or rehabilitated, and 
allocates other large chunks of the money 
to the redevelopmtii. of Newton Corner. 

Most of the speakers at the hearing from 


Newton Corner wanted the timing of the 
expenditure of money advanced so that 
Newton Corner would finally get the at¬ 
tention from the city that its residents feel 
it deserves. 

Nonantum residents felt the same way, 
except that they feel strongly tliat the city 
should defer to their wishes on housing and 
concentrate on improving the physical 
environment of Nonantum. 

The Newton Corner residents were 
concerned to a great extent with traffic 
problems created by the coming of the 
Turnpike extension about ten years ago 
that have never been rectified. 

Several speakers questioned the 
eligibility of urban design assistance to

School Committeewoman Joan 
Needleman asked Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink to make a nonbinding 
report on where he would cut $1 million 
from his proposed budget of $31 million for 
school year 1975 to 1976. 

Fink reported at the meeting Monday, 
Jan. 27, that his prime consideration, if 
given such a mandate, would be to 
preserve program quality for the average 
child in the schools. 

Stressing continuously that, “I'm not 
recommending this," he said he would cut 
busing to the two mile limit required by 
state law, eliminate School Committee 
expenses for legal contingencies and staff 
studies eliminate out of state travel, which 
he said would make Newton “the best 
school system east of the Charles.” 

He would also eliminate, if he were 
required to make the cut, all sabbatical 
allowances, adult and continuing 
education, community schools, the 
evening school recreation program, new 
equipment for Newton North High School, 
and he would cut back maintenance of all 
plants to this year's level . 

This would save about $610,000, he said. 
For an additional $813,000, he would 
eliminate all after school activities, in¬ 
cluding high school, junior high, and 
elementary athletics, summer high school, 
and creative arts programs on weekends 
and in the summer, and custodial overtime 
for these activiites. 

This wou Id save a total of about 
$1,424,026. 

Fink said if the School Committee told 
him to present an annual budget of a 
certain dollar amount, it would be 
avoiding its responsibility as a decision 
making body. 

Restating his earlier priorities in the 
budget, he said he would meet state 
mandated requirements, maintain a 
quality programs for all children, and 
equally distribute the educational 
resources to all students. 

In a long discussion at last Wednesday 
night’s meeting, termed “one of our better 
discussions" by Committeeman Alvin 


Fink disagreed with the analogy, saying 
the schools are not producing units, as in a 
manufacturing plant. 

"Somehow people expect the School 
Committee to do what the the state and the 
city can’t do. They expect it to absorb a 13 
percent (inflationary) increase’" Fink 
said. 

“I sense Ihe frustration of the committee 
in going through the budget. What we’re 
going to do here is peanuts. 

"The state law doesn't permit a $2.3 
million cut in bilingual and special 
education, and we have to provide tran¬ 
sportation, heat, electricity, and water, 
and salaries are negotiated. So where can 
you cut?” he said. 

After this discussion, the committee 
went back to its page-by-page budget 
analysis which it finished Monday just 
before midnight. 

The most criticized program was sports, 
more 

Many members prefer the emphasis on 
lifetime sports, and directed questions to 
the school athletic directors about the 
availability of football and hockey 
programs sponsored by the Recreation 
Department. 

These are the most expensive sports 
because of the need for more coaches in 
case of accidents. Junior high hockey costs 
$9,746, and football costs $16,590 for the 
complete program, according to Fink. 
Fink. 

One citizen said she would rather have 
no program than have to worry aobut the 
safety of her children. 

One reason for the high cost of Junior 
high hockey is because the Fessenden 
School no longer rents ice time to the 
teams. 


Mandell said he would support cutting 
the number of coaches at the schools and 
allow the schools to distribute the 
remainder, eliminating Saturday morning 
basketball, gymnastic, and wrestling 
clinics, and dropping the swimming 
program for elementary and junior high 
schools, which will cost $33,693 in tran¬ 
sportation costs to the Newton North pool.

225 units proposed for Norumbega

The groundwork is being laid by Perini 
Land and Development Company of 
Framingham to introduce a proposal for 
225 condominium units for construction on 
the north side of Commonwealth Avenue 
on land better known as “old Norumbega 
Park." The designs will be unveiled at the 
Feb. 4 meeting of the Auburndale 
Association. 

According to Conal Doyle, assistant to 
David Perini, president, there will be three 
"mid-rise" buildings, each six stories 
high. These buildings will house 180 units. 
The remaining 45 units will be two to two 
and one-half story townhouses. 

Doyle stressed the plan was being ex¬ 
posed to citizens "to open up a dialogue" 


so the developer could get “input” from 
the community. He said the plan was not 
fixed, but a flexible design. 

Perini formerly owned the land jointly 
with the Kanavos Corporation whom they 
recently bought out for $400,000. Doyle 
says "whatever Kanavos did is past 
history." 

The developers will aim their con¬ 
dominiums at an upper middle class 
market who can pay "$50-80,000" but say 
they “are not trying to hit the Towers 
market." The Towers condominiums 
ranged in price from $70,000 to $250,000. 

"The majority of parking will be un¬ 
derground," stated Doyle. “The top 
platform would be reserved for visitor 
parking” and some parking for the three 
mid-rise apartments would be “clustered 
in the center of the three buildings." 

Doyle said architects, Sasaki 


Associates of Watertown, have also in¬ 
cluded the design of a “berm" which is a 
mound of earth landscaped with trees and 
grass to act as a visual barrier from 
Islington Road. Some of the units will be 
visible, noted Doyle, “because you would 
need a mountain to hide it completely.” 

The units would include one to two and 
one-half bedrooms. The amenities planned 
for the tenants "are in the feasibility 
stage." However, Doyle said that they 
might include two outdoor tennis courts and 
a swimming pool.” In addition, the 
developer was thinking of adding an indoor 
squash and handball court. 

Perini also owns approximately three 
acres on the south side of Commonwealth 
Avenue on which they plan to construct a 
"modest sized suburban office buildine of 
100,000 square feet or five stories with 
structured parking." Doyle says Perini is 


presently negotiating for the option to 
purchase the adjacent Citgo station 
He also commented that Perini has 
concluded a deal to buy Dr. Lombard’s 
house on the north side. This agreement 
calls for the company to take title in 1976. 

The developer intends to turn over ap¬ 
proximately six to eight acres to the city 
for a pedestrian pathway through the park 
close to a nearby knoll instead of on the 
river bank where he states one would be 
only six inches away from the river. 
Doyle claims the property is essentially 
open now because of an MDC easement 
granted six years ago. However, the land 
is fenced right down to the river. 

Steve Hopkins, a real estate developer 
responsible for Newton-at-128, has been 
hired by Perini. Also the developer hired 
Robert McAuliffe to prepare an en¬ 
vironmental impact statement for them. 


Hopkins has initiated a meeting with the 
Conservation Commission, the Recreation 
Commission and representatives from the 
MDC. 

Although Doyle said he had never heard 
of the Norumbega Association, he did say 
he had spoken to Daniel Sullivan, who is 
co-president of the Association. Sullivan’s 
wife, Ann, said the developer wanted to 
meet with abutters. However, Sullivan 
declined such a meeting, wanting Perini to 
make a public presentation of the plan at 
the Auburndale Association. 

Several months ago, Norumbega 
Association was responsible for collecting 
1400 signatures from residents who wish to 
retain the property as a park in Newton. 

The Auburndale Association meeting 
will begin at 8 p.m. at the Auburndale 
Congregational Church at Grove and 
Woodland Streei.

Newpher said the persons in 
the buildings were identified

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Mayor's choice for NHA 
challenged by aldermen 


The reappointment of Henry 
J. Wilson to the Newton 
Housing Authority has been 
denied by the aldermanic Land 
Use Committee. It will be voted 
on by the full Board of 
Aldermen Feb. 3. 

Wilson was appointed by 
former Mayor Monte G. 
Basbas in 1970 and took office 
in March, 1971, 

The motion to deny the 
reappointment was made by 
Aid. Matthew Jefferson. “I 
don’t see his actions as positive 
or negative," he said. “To my 
mind this is a static ap¬ 
pointment." 

Jefferson argued that he and 
other members of the Land Use 
Committee had asked Mayor 
Theodore Mann to appoint 
"advocates of housing" to the 
Authority as vacancies came 
up. 


The mayor's most recent 
appointment to the Housing 
Authority before Wilson's 
reappointment was that of Leo 
Karas, which also ran into 
trouble at the Board of 
Aldermen before it was finally 
approved. 

“The mayor has never seen 
fit to appoint a minority person 

— black or any other minority 

— and we are using federal 
funds here." 

Aid. Michael Antonellis 
pointed out that the ap¬ 
pointment is a reappointment, 
that in his opinion Wilson is 
"knowledgeable and en¬ 
thusiastic," and that to deny 
the appointment “would be 
taking something away from 
somebody who wants it."

Metropolitan education reviewed

Metropolitan education 
options were reviewed by the 
Citizens Committee on 
Declining Enrollment at their 
Jan. 23 meeting. Metropolitan 
programs were discussed by 
resource people invited to the 
meeting by Robert Hayden, a 
member of the committee and 
of Black Citizens for Newton. 

The speakers were Marsha 
Feld, director of the 
Metropolitan Planning 
Project; Mrs. Thelma Moss, 
executive director of 
Experimental Schools in 
Dorchester and John 
Moynihan, project director of 
tha the Metropolitan 
Educational Project (EDCO). 

Each of the speakers who 
presented their programs 
noted the land of money 
available. Mrs. Feld told 
members of the committee 
that the project she is involved 
with, which is based in Newton 
is funded only until June. 

Newton is one of the districts 
signed in on this pilot program 
which opens Feb. 10. The two 
participating schools are 
Newton South High School and 
• Bigelow Mrs. Feld told 
members the program offers 
“a significant learning ex¬ 
perience in an integrated 
climate.” The course offerings 
will focus on basic skills and 
enrichment. 

She emphasized that several 


communities together “can do 
what no community can do 
alone...you just couldn’t mount 
this kind of program alone." 

This program could fit into 
the closing or consolidation of 
schools by possible making a 
building available, with 
Newton's consent, for either a 
metro center or for an ethnic 
center. 

One type of magnet school 
was described to the com¬ 
mittee members by Thelma 
Moss, who runs such a school in 
Dorchester. This school was 
founded under state legislation 
in 1969. Funded at one site, the 
K-12 program was "integrated, 
not racially balanced." 

This innovative program is 
governed by students, parents, 
parents and teachers and 
operates on a system of per¬ 
formance contracts. The 
present teacher pupil ratio is 
1:6. Mrs. Moss says she 
believes "we are 19-20 years 
ahead of our time." 

“Educational experiences 
are enriched by making use of 
the institutions, businesses and 
resources throughout the city." 

"We have seen kids whom 
noone believed in get into 
Brandeis or go into businees 
for themselves." If a building 
were given over to a program 
such as this, Mrs. Moss said the 
program could be im¬ 
plemented within six to eight 
months “lead time.” 

The last presentation on the 
agenda was made by John 


Moynihan, director of EDCO, a 
collaborative of 12 towns 
providing education for 
students, some of whom 
Moynihan described as 
"potential dropouts.” He said 
EDCO also "uses the resources 
of the city integrated with an a 
good academic program." 

Asked "how EDCO could fit 
into Newton and what can it do 
for the city," Moynihan replied 
he was "biased against a 
building since I do not deem it 
to be the exclusive context for 
education." However, funding 
was again an issue in this 
program. 

Hayden, in a later interview, 
stated “I wanted the com¬ 
mittee to be educated about 
what is happening and let them 
see what die future could hold 
if metropolitanism was a part 
of the solution (to declining 
enrollment)." 

Stressing that he was 
speaking as a private citizen, 
and not as a spokesman for 
BECON, Hayden said "there 
are a number of things that can 
be done to keep the buildings 
oepn and at the same time 
improve education." Hayden 
will submit a report at 
tonight's committee meeting. 
He said he had received letters 
from citizens indicating "great 
interest and support.” 

Also, this evening, Lois 
Alexander will begin a 
presentation on Chapter 766 
The meeting will begin 7:45.at 
City Hall.

Sidney Hill additions 'legalized’ 


Newton's WNTN sold 


Newton radio station WNTN 
has been sold by the former 
owner, Charles Bell of Weston, 
to Orestes Demetriades and 
John A. Booras. 

The sale price was $285,000. 

The station started here in 
1969 under former mayor 
Monte G. Basbas. At that time, 
the intention of the station was 
stated as providing Newton 
coverage, especially the Board 
of Aldermen and the School 
Committee. 

For a while, there were 
several local programs, in¬ 
cluding a call-in talk show and 
during 1970 brief programs 
about the Charter Commission, 
which was then in the process 
of writing a new city charter, 
and a daily program from the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Gradually the station trned 
more and more to music to 
appeal to the youth audience, 
and public affairs got less and 
less air time. 

The new owners have an 
application for a license 


pending before the Federal 
Communications Commission. 

The programing proposed by 
the new owners will expand 
slightly on the amount of public 
affairs over that proposed in 
Bell's last licen e application, 

The new owners have said in 
their license application that 
they will broadcast the school 
menu, a social calendar, ac¬ 
cident reports, and gardening 
reports, in addition to the 
previously under negotiation 
program with the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. 

Another program proposed 
by the new owner is "Burning 
Issues," which is projected for 
15 minutes every Saturday. 

Hie zlogan of the new owners 
is A-H-A, which means "aid, 
help, assist,” the goal of the 
station, to get apparently peopl 
to help each other in all ways. 


The application is presently 
under consideration by the 
FCC. The FCC Broadcast 
Bureau is in Washington, D.C. 
Suggestions should be made 
there .

A new parking plan 
presented by the club, outlined 
by attorney Robert Freeto, 
showed 356 parking spaces, six 
more than is needed for the 
present facility.

The action of the Land Use 
Committee in effect 
"legalizes” the card room, four 
outdoor tennis courts, and 
walkways and driveways, all 
built without benefit of per¬ 
mission of the Board of 
Aldermen.

Shut up and vote 


1973 was a significant year for the Board 
of Aldermen, Early in that year, two major 
proposals were made. One was for a so- 
called Life Care Center; the other was for 
a regional refuse disposal district. 

And now, a mere year and a half later, 
every stalling tactic exhausted, one 01 
these proposals has actually been ap¬ 
proved. 

One, mind you. 

The other has one more stalling tactic to 
overcome. 

Granted, the Life Care Center has been 
presented to the Board twice, and, granted, 
the second time it was proposed it did take 
less than a year to get done discussing it. 

Or is this discussion? 

Is this debate ad nauseam productive, 
piercing, insightful, meaningful, useful and 
necessary? Or is it the result of aldermanic 
lethargy on the one hand and downright 
enchantment with talk for talk’s sake on 
the other? 

Last week, two aldermen were in¬ 
strumental in stalling money for transfer- 
haul. 

Why? 

Their views on the subject, and vehe¬ 
ment opposition are a matter of record. 
Fellow aldermen and interested citizens 
have listened to hours and hours of argu¬ 
ment (the same one. actually) from Aid. 
Richard McGrath in particular on this 
subject. 

This, by the way, is the same Aid. 
McGrath who never once to our knowledge 
attended a meeting of the regional refuse 
committee to make his views known at a 
time when they might have affected 
recommendations. 

No, he chose the course most often used 
by aldermen. It's wait until the recommen¬ 
dation is made, and particularly if it's 
going to be approved, work to tie it up and 
bog it down and delay it for as long as 
possible. 

After all, it will pass when your arsenal 
of parliamentary weapons is exhausted, 
and all you're actually wasting is 
everyone's time. 

How considerate of you. 

Incidentally, Aid. Joseph McDonnell was 
nice enough last week to demonstrate that 
it's possible to tie up and bog down even 
AFTER a vote is taken. 

New facts had “just come to his atten¬ 
tion" at last week's Board meeting on the 
Life Care Center after the center had been 
approved by a 16-8 vote. 

That's interesting. The same set of facts 
came to our attention five weeks ago. 

Tactics such as these are unfair. The 
majority rules here. If legislators at any 
level have listened responsibly to both 
sides of an issue and have made a decision, 
then they should be allowed to vote. 

After all, that's what we elected them to 
do. 

Railing on and on after minds have 
clearly been made up is nothing but an act 
of sheer rudeness.

The Needle's Eye 

Eschew the budget

It is a fact that with over half of the school 
budget deliberations completed, little has 
been accomplished. 

Questions from the committee have been 
mild, friendly and somewhat paternal to the 
administration and patronizing to the 
residents. 

There is litUe doubt that a sense of 
frustration has pervaded the arena. An in¬ 
cisive examination of priorities and expenses 
is and has been lacking. But so is a definitive 
statement of policy. It is hoped that the 
remaining meetings will deal with these basic 
issues. 

In the interim I will attempt to provide you 
with a point of view and a frame of reference 
on a portions of this year's proposed school 
budget. 

The requested budget, $31,004,731, is an 
increase of $1.5 million over last year. On the 


basis of previous years' experience, I would 
add to this approximately $2.5 million for 
extra budgetary school-related functions; 
and, further, the potential $2.5 million yet to 
be negoUated for teacher's salary increases. 

Thus, the grand total of the School Com¬ 
mittee deliberations is not really $31 million 
but is $36 million, more X 

As indicated last week, it behooves the 
School Committee to be aware of this. After 
all, we are talking about a potential tax im¬ 
pact of more than half of our total municipal 
budget. 

While I have made it a habit to avoid 
phrases like “belt tightening," "period of 
austerity," etc., the fact does remain that 
money at this time is particularly hard to 
come by. 

Inflation is pushing every one of us against 
the wall. While this is happening, our Newton 


school budget continues to rise while 
enrollment decreases. 

If ever there was a time for the Newton 
School Committee to invoke the law of par¬ 
simony, it is now. 

Of the total $31 million, we have been told 
that 78 percent is in salaries. Translated into 
dollars, $24 million plus, and this is where the 
fulcrum of the budget is found. If any cuts are 
to be made, they should be made here. This is 
where the action is; and once cuts are made, 
other programs will begin to reflect the 
changes. 

To date the School Committee has suc¬ 
cessfully abrogated its responsibility by 
evasion and waffling on the major issues. 

Budgets do not set policies, they reflect 
them. And the budget the School Committee is 
contemplating is a result of its actions or 
inactions. 


Nor ie now the time to ask the superin¬ 
tendent how he would reduce the budget. His 
suggestions, if adopted, would guarantee the 
un-election of School Committee members 
this fall. 

Now is not the time to ask what would be the 
effect if a million dollars or so more were cut. 

The time was before. The School Com¬ 
mittee had this opportunity when a clan¬ 
destine meeting was held in late summer 
jointly with municipal officials to examine 
ways to approach the school budgetary 
process. This meeting went for naught. It's in 
the past, and as many of you know, the past is 
prologue. 

Now is the time, however, for the School 
Committee to assume its responsibility, not 
avoid it. 

After all, they are elected to set policy and 
the superintendent is appointed to carry it 
out.

Housemaster Gaudet goes on sabbatical

Adams Housemaster Norman Gaudet will 
leave NNHS in February to take a half-year 
sabbatical. English teacher Anthony J. 
Temmallo will replace him. 

During the second semester, Gaudet will be 
taking courses in Human Relations at Har¬ 
vard. He and his family will then travel to 
Europe for the summer. Gaudet plans to be 
back in September. 

“I will use this sabbatical to explore two 
areas that interest me," explained Gaudet, 
who has never taken a sabbatical before. 

"One is the total curriculum and its relation 
to the seventies; the other is human relations 


and values in our schools," continued Gaudet. 

Gaudet feels that public schools tend to shy 
away from the subject of human values. 

"Tliis is a delicate issue," said Gaudet. 
"How can we teach honesty, consideration, 
and fairness? How can we teach students to 
make moral decisions?” 

Gaudet hopes to return to NNHS with some 
fresh ideas on the subject. He added that he 
hopes to develop a program with the faculty. 

"I plan to prepare material at Harvard that 
I can use in helping teachers become more 
sensitive in helping kids develop values," said 
Gaudet. 


Gaudet added that another reason for 
taking a sabbatical is that he needs time to 
think, read and reflect. He also plans to visit 
other schools and exchange ideas. 

Gaudet has been in education for twenty 
years. He received masters degrees in 
French and education from Harvard in 1951. 

Gaudet came to Newton North in 1959 as a 
teacher. He was made Adams Housemaster 
in 1969. 

“I think it's time to examine where I've 
been and where I'm going, to reflect on my 
experiences as both a teacher and a 
housemaster, and see how 1 can better benefit 


myself and the school,” said Gaudet. 

Temmallo doesn’t plan any drastic changes 
for Adams House. "But,” Temmallo said, "I 
do feel that Mr. Gaudet would welcome any 
programs or ideas that would benefit Adams 
House students." 

"I want to help,” said Temmallo. 

Temmallo has been at Newton North for six 
years. He’s been very active in a number of 
programs at NNHS. 

Temmallo is optimistic. “It can't help but 
be interesting. And I’m sure that I’ll be a 
more effective teacher because of this op¬ 
portunity."

Spiro Agnew heads 
toward first million 

Most of the persons, who were really close to former 
President Richard M. Nixon, are either in prison, just out 
on parole or living under the grim threat of future prison 
sentences. 

Nixon himself is a recluse at his home in San Clemente, 
Calif., reportedly broken in health and spirit, and in 
financial difficulties. 

But the man accused of the most serious offenses of 
anyone in the Nixon administration is free, well, happy aud 
on his way to becoming a millionaire. 

Former Vice President Spiro Agnew's "bagman" is 
serving an 18-months jail sentence. An engineer, who ad¬ 
mitted paying Agnew a bribe, was sent to jail for 12 months. 

To keep the record straight, the crimes of which Agnew 
was accused, allegedly were committed before he became 
Vice P-esident. But to this bystander the allegations 
against Agnew were much more serious than those against 
Charles Colson, John Mitchell, John Dean, Haldeinan and 
company, most of whom were charged with lying and 
covering up the Watergate break-in. 

Yet, Spiro Aguew, who was fined $10,000 after pleading 
nolo contendere to charges of Income tax evasion and was 
sentenced to three years of unsupervised probation, 
apparently will make more than $1 Million during that 
period of probation. 

In this time when many law-abiding citizens either are 
out of work or are encountering rough going because of 
inflation, Spiro Agnew is being paid a base salary of $100,000 
a year plus one-third of the profit' of a lucrative real estate 
business. He is capitalizing handsomely on the contacts he 
made while Vice President of the United States. 


One of his partners says Agnew is making more money 
thnn he ever did as a lawyer. 

He declares that Agnew has a four-year contract and that 
Spiro will be a multi-millionaire at the end of that four year 
period. 

Another partner asserts that he was "tremendously 
impressed" by Agnew’s “stature and honesty" when he 
met him five months after Spiro resigned from the Vice 
Presidency (in disgrace). 

What seems wrong to this onlooker Is not that Spiro 
Agnew is making so much money but that there appears to 
be two standards of justice—one for Spiro Agnew and a 
different set for other persons In the Nixon administration 
who were accused of lesser wrongdoing. 

Tlie guess here is that Spiro Agnew would be doing 
business in the slammer for much less compensation if he 
had the misfortune to appear before Judge John Sirica. 

Wallace softens views; 
has black in cabinet 

George Wallace is a most remarkable man. He was 
gunned down by a kooky would-be assassin during his 1972 
Presidential Primary campaign in Maryland and left 
paralyzed for life. 

Although his critics had claimed he was physically unable 
to perform the duties of his office and should retire from the 
Governorship, he was reelected to a third term as Governor 
of Alabama in November. 

He recently assumed the oath of office at his third 
gubernatorial inaugural. Almost immediately, word came 


out of Montgomery, Ala., that Wallace’s 1976 campaign 
machine was ready to roll. 

While practically all political observers take it for 
granted that Wallace will be a candidate for President next 
year, Wallace's supporters insist he will not make a final 
decision on the matter until about the middle of this year. 

However, Wallace spent about $2 Million last year getting 
his campaign machinery oiled up and all plans smoothed 
out in preparation for nnother Presidential run. 

Up to the present time only three Democrats have of¬ 
ficially announced their intention to run in the 1976 
Presidential Primaries. They are former Governor Jimmy 
Carter of Georgia, former Senator Fred R. Harris of 
Oklahoma and Congressman Morris K. Udall of Arizona. 

None of the three is likely to send any shivers up 
Wallace's back or frighten him out of next year's 
Presidential contention. 

Once one of the ardent segregatiouists in the Old Con¬ 
federacy, Wallace has tempered his views toward the 
Blacks and has made major gestures toward them. 

Wallace managed to poll an estimated 20 per cent of the 
black vote in his successful reelection bid last November. 
He has appointed a Black as a member of his Cabinet. He is 
appointing other Blacks to positions just below Cabinet 
rank. 

For Wallace that reflects a tremendous change in his 
attitude toward Blacks since the campaign days when he 
told his listeners that no demonstrators had better risk 
throwing themselves before the wheels of his automobile. 

The softening of Wallace's posltlou toward Blacks will not 
cause any rash of Black leaders to the Wallace Presidential 
bandwagon, but it may lessen the force of their opposition to 
him . 

George Wallace doesn't shape up as the next President 
from this vantage point. But he could have a good deal to 
say about who the next President is.

Youth Commission record reviewed 


To the Editor: 

As one of the Commissioners 
mentioned in your editorial of 
Jan. 21,1 deeply regret and 
wish to correct your Im¬ 
plication that the Youth 
Commission functioned bb a do 
nothing commission which 
rejected the "expertise" of¬ 
fered by the Human Resources 
Dept. head. 

I wish to first state my 
record on the Commission. 
This record is documented in 
the minutes of the Commission. 

(1) I served on the Com¬ 
mission three years and at¬ 
tended meetings consistently. 

(2) When the incidents of 
vandalism in Newton Centre 
occurred in early 1973,1 took on 
the chairmanship of the Street 
Worker Pilot Program. I met 
weekly during that spring and 
summer with other Com¬ 
mission members and Newton 
citizens during which time we 
developed a program, selected 
an agency to supervise It, and 
then assisted the agency - 
through weekly meetings to 
run it 

(3) For eight months 
thereafter, the Commission 
Committee met every other 


week to evaluate the pilot 
summer experience in the light 
of overall community need. We 
met with leaden of agencies 
and Youth organizations all 
over the city to assess the 
proper scope and need for an 
ongoing year round street 
worker program. 

(4) After the Dept of Human 
Resources head filed for the 
Action Grant funding of this 
program, I continued to meet 
bi-weekly with an Advisory 
Group for the Street Worker 
Program. This group consisted 
of three other Commission 
members. We developed the 
entire operating procedure for 
the current program and 
worked very closely and 
cooperatively with the Dept, of 
Human Resources in the 
screening and selection 
process that took dose to six 
months. 

To my way of thinking - you 
have very much 
misrepresented the issue. The 
issue was not that the Com¬ 
mission was talking and not 
doing. There would be no Street 
Worker Program today if that 
were the case. The fact is that 
since the inception of the new 


Dept of Human Resources, the 
direction of accountability and 
responsibility of the Youth 
Commission has gradually 
eroded to an advisory capacity. 

I personally made numerous 
and lengthy efforts to work out 
my relationship to the Dept, of 
Human Resources head. The 
issue is not one of personality 
conflict for me. It la, rather, a 
basic difference of opinion 
around what it takes to make a 
Commission work. 

I lived through a period when 
the Commission thrived on the 
challenge of responsibility and 
accountability. I also lived 
through a painful period of 
slow dying, over conflict over 
who did what, and of who 
makes the decisions. I realized 
that for myself, 1 needed the 
opportunity to participate with 
responsibility. I made every 
effort to let the appropriate 
people know of my dilemma by 
letter and through face to face 
discussions. I was told clearly 
that under the new Ordinance, 
I could not function as I had. 

For me there was no other 
recourse but to resign. Your 
editorial suggests that only 
people who want to accomplish 


something for youth should 
consider the position of com¬ 
missioner. I disagree. Unless 
there is a change in the present 
ordinance and in the working 
atmosphere between the 
Commission and the Human 
Resources Dept, head, only 
those who wish to talk and 
advise need apply.

The provision of financial assistance to 
neighborhood service area councils may 
be illegal, according to some people at the 
hearing. The program budget shows $7500 
for this purpose. 

So far, only Newton Highlands has 
established a council, but Anton Pruckner, 
chairman of the Newton Comer Citizens 
Committee announced the intention 
committee, of the Newton Comer citizens 
to begin the work to set up a council. 

Opponents of funding the councils feel 
that to do so would violate the city charter 
which allows the establishment of the 
service areas and councils as sub-units of 
city government but forbids their being the 
recipients of any city money. 

Since the money is coming to the city, 
they feel, it cannot be spent on the 
neighborhood service area councils. 

John Mclsaac, the owner of a tract of 
land on Stamford Street, Aubumdale, on 
which he wants to build 140 units of 
housing, announced at the hearing that he 
considers the planned use of some of the 
money to acquire his land for conservation 
and housing for the Housing Authority to 
be an "attempt to defeat Chapter 774”f the 
antisnob zoning law). 

Mclsaac has appealed to the state for a 
comprehensive permit to allow him to 
build. The Newton Zoning Board of 
Appeals denied his appeal. 

Mclsaac said that he will take the city to 


federal court it any federal money is spent 
on Staniford Street landtaking. 

A group of citizens, loosely organized for 
the hearing, was led off by Alan 
Schlesinger of the Newton Community 
Development Foundation, a housing 
organization. 

Schlesinger commented that the 
program did not specify whether the 
housing assistance is limited to low and 
very low income persons "as required by 
the law." 

He cautioned that a rehabilitation 
feasibility study must be done to make 
sure the goals can be accomplished and to 
determine whether the need and 
willingness to rehabilitate exist in Newton. 

Schlesinger emphasized, as did other 
speakers from the group, that the effect of 
rehabilitation could be to increase rents. 

The rehabilitation program should have 
as its primary object to obtain money, he 
said. This could be accomplished by using 
community development funds to insure 
loans that could be made by a cartel of 
local banks. 

"Direct grants are all right," he said, 
"but should be subject to strong criteria." 

Robert McKay of Aubumdale, executive 
director of the Citizens Housing and 
Planning Association in Boston, 
questioned whether the proposal to use 
$40,000 of the money on comprehensive 
planning Is proper. "The city should be 
doing it anyway," he said. 

"Who is going to carry out these 
programs?" he asked. "The Planning 
Department has competent planners but 


they are not administrators.” 

"It appears we are trying to develop one 
department to do housing, renewal, 
project planning, and code enforcement. 

"There’s only one well now — we don’t 
have to have city agencies all fighting each 
other.” 

McKay went on to say that in his opinion 
the first year’s budget is unrealistic — 
"you can’t get it going in one year." He 
pointed out the absence of a rehabilitation 
study, which he estimated would take six 
months to do. 

The money not spent, he suggested, 
could be used to develop “social plan¬ 
ning." 

“You can use up to 20 percent of the 
money for social planning. Get the 
agencies together and let them develop a 
plan," McKay said. 

The final program proposal should be 
ready this week for review by the mayor, 
who will then forward it to the Board of 
Aldermen with his comments. 

Final Board action must have taken 
place by Ihe end of February. After action 
by the Board the program must go to the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council for 
review. If approved by MAPC the program 
and the application will be sent to the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development. 

Scrutiny of applications during this first 
year of the new form of revenue sharing is 
not expected to be especially critical. The 
second-year applications will receive close 
attention, according to material 
distributed by the department

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Mrs. Reichard said she supports junior 
high hockey but cannot support the 
swimming program. 

Chairwoman Eleanor Rosenblum moved 
the committee on to the books and supplies 
section, which she referred to as "read 
them and weep." 

This part of the budget went up 12.4 
percent, to $735,359. Superintendent Fink 
said it would even be higher if some 
students did not buy some of the paper¬ 
backs used in classrooms so they could 
write in them. 


In discussing the high school summer 
program, which is budgeted $84,063, Fink 
said mostly lower income children enroll 
in this program who do not go away for the 
summer. 

This prompted Mandell to say, 
•Newton Public System is not a social 
agency.” 

At Monday night's meeting, Beckwith 
urged the Citizens Advisory Committee on 
Declining Enrollment to present its report 
as soon as possible, preferably before its 
deadline of March 13. 


Noting the committee reserved the right 
to decide on closing any elementary 
schools up until April 1. Mrs. Reichard 
urged a special meeting be set for March 
17 after the report is presented. 

Director of Support Services John 
Gilleland presented his part of the budget 
totalling $834,300. 

Committeeman Gerard Byrne thought 
the budget should reflect an anticipated 
savings of at least $ 81,000 from the move of 
the administration into the remodeled F.A. 
Day School, projected for January. 


UNESCO condemned by Mass. State Senate

The Massachusetts Senate 
has become the first legislative 
body in the United States to 
condemn the ejection of Israel 
from the United Nations 
Economic, Social and Cultural 
Organization (UNESCO). 

The action came on a 
resolution introduced by Sen. 
Jack H. Backman (D- 
Brookline-Newton) and co¬ 


sponsored by Sen. Alan D. 
Sisitsky I D-Springfield), which 
was passed unanimously.) 

The resolution cites 
UNESCO's denial to Israel of 
assistance for scientific, 
educational and cultural 
programs and notes that 
leading statesmen, scholars 
and artists form many nations 
have publicly condemned the 


action as inconsistent with the 
United Nations charter as well 
as UNESCO’s own charter to 
abstain from political activity 
and concern itself only with 
humanitarian issues. 

The Senate, through its 
resolution, cites Israel's out¬ 
standing contributions through 
UNESCO to the well-being of 
all humanity as well as its

Strong arguments against 
"racial Isolation" were voiced 
by Aaron Fink, Superintendent 
of Schools, on Friday evening 
when he spoke before the 
congregation at Temple Beth 
Avodah where he was invited 
to talk about METCO. 

Rabbi Robert Miller told 
congregants before the speech 
that this "question will be 
raised in every house of 
worship...we are vitally con¬ 
cerned and interested in 
achieving a religious mandate 
so we can live in peace and 
harmony." 

The rabbi said we "have 
watched the violence and 
racial polarization and 
retreating into our own little 
world felt what transpires in 
South Boston does not affect 
me...but it is all part of one 
humanity." He said "as a Jew I 
must ask what can I do which 
might mitigate tension and 
polarization." 

Fink spoke against a 
segrated suburb saying that 
"never in history has a central 
city declined without the 
suburban areas declining as 
well." Emphatically he stated 
that "it is absolutely essential 
to provide an opportunity to 
reduce racial isolation." 

He warned the audience not 
to believe that the racial 
problem could be contained in 
Boston, but instead urged them 
to believe "this is our problem 
also." 

Asked if the newly expanded 
METCO program would cost 
the taxpayers money, he 


asserted "nothing could be 
further from the truth." He 
went on to explain that Newton 
will be reimbursed by the state 
for the expensive increases of 
staff. 

Fink said tht that ’’80 per 
cent of the METCO students 
continue beyond high school 
which is in proportion to the 
whites in Newton who con¬ 
tinue." He also pointed out that 
the impact of the program was 
felt in classroom with a racial 
mix. There Fink said studies 
have shown a "reduction in 
stereotypic thinking among 
those children." 

"I am committed to the 
belief that an integrated 
education Is better than a 
segregated one," said Fink. He 
noted that even if students 
"were returned to their Boston 
classrooms peacefully, Newton 
should still seek to increase 
METCO and not absolve 
themselves of responsibility." 

When asked about busing 
poor whites into Newton under 
some program, Fink warned 
about "confusing socio¬ 
economic integration with 
racial balance." 

Fink mentioned that 
minority staff members were 
sout sought out by recruit¬ 
ments . 

The question of a black 
commons room in Newton 
South was raised and Fink was 
asked why it was available to 
only blacks. He said it is a 
cultural center open to all 
whites. He further stated there 
had been no room to house the 
center in the main library.

described as used "99 percent" 
by women who spend the whole 
day at Sidney Hill anyway, 
therefore not needing ad¬ 
ditional parking space. 

The Law Department must 
decide whether the beauty shop 
can properly be considered an 
accessory use of the club. 

In other business the Land 
Use Committee denied without 
prejudice a petition for 
rezoning of land at Neshobe 
Road and Washington Street 
and denied outright a petition 
for permissive use to build a 
medical office building at the 
same site. 

The land was the subject of a 
petition for a similar building 
last year. The petition was 
denied mainly on the basis of 
objections from the 
neighborhood and the fear of 
unmanageable traffic in¬ 
creases. 

Aid. Terry Morris said 
Monday night that another vote 
to deny permissive use would 
be “saying that the land is 
undevelopable." 

The problem of ingress to 
and egress from the land has 
been and stil is the problem. 
The would-be developers 
wanted the access from 
Washington Street but would 
settle for a previous Planning 
Department approval of access 
at the base of Neshobe Road. 


Neighbors objected to the 
Neshobe Road plan, which 
would have required making 
Neshobe Road one way to 
prevent users of the medical 
building from using Waban 
residential streets as a way 
out. An amendment to the 
zoning ordinances proposed by 
Aid. Michael Antonellis was 
passed by the committee with a 
4-0 vote. Antonellis’ amend¬ 
ment calls for the necessity of 
obtaining permissive use to 
place any sign except an 
identification sign on unzoned 
land. All city-owned and 
MBTA-owned land is unzoned. 
The amnedment would apply to 
signs visible from a public 
way, and would apply to 
scoreboards in parks and 
commercial signs on MBTA 
property.

Saga 

You'll love visiting our area 
- it has an historic past. 

Located on the Charles 
River below historic Echo 
Bridge, this was once the site 
of an Indian reservation 
whose inhabitants fished 
from the banks of the 
Charles The tribe built fish 
and eel wiers above the falls 
and used the rocks along the 
shore lot drying their catch. 

Although the tribe is now 
gone, every transfer of land, 
even today, must still include 
a clause guaranteeing the 
original drying rights of the 
Indians 

In 1688, John Clark came 
to Newton Upper Falls and 
purchased this land in order 
to build a grist mill. During 
Revolutionary times, Simon 
Elliot added to the old grist 
mill and built one ot the 
largest snutf businesses in 
New England; a business 
that endured through the late 
1800's. The mill was then 
transformed into a silk mill 
complex; and for 80 years, 
people worked there spin¬ 
ning silk, silk yarn and em¬ 
broidery silks. 

Echo Bridge was built in 
1876, and owes its appella¬ 
tion to the fact a voice will 
echo under the bridge as 
many as 18 times. Stone 
steps lead up from the bot¬ 
tom of the solid granite 
bridge to a commanding 
view ot the river falls. 

Today, 30 companies oc¬ 
cupy buildings on this site, 
The newly created mall 
features a complex ot shops 
ottering a wide variety of 
unusual items.

Bottle deposits, ban on fliptops 
sought by Pines, Harrington 



State Reps. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) and Peter Harrington 
(D-Newton) have again filed 
legislation to mandate a 
deposit on all carbonated 
beverage and beer containers 
sold in Massachusetts and to 
ban the sale of flip-top cans. 

Rep. Pines is optimistic that 
the legislature will pass the bill 
this session. “The recently 
enacted, successful Oregon 
and Vermont returnable- 
containers laws have produced 
significant economic gains." 

According to Rep. Pines and 
Harrington, Oregon’s Bottle 
Bill has created 365 new jobs in 
the beverage industry with an 
annual payroll of $1.6 million; 
beverage prices have not been 
increased; beer and soft-drink 
sales have increased; and 
there has been a 92 percent 
reduction in the number of 
cans and bottles littering 
roadsides. 

“The switch to returnables 
would save 18.2 billion 
kilowatt-hours or enough 
energy to heat all the homes in 


a northern city with a 
population of 46,000, More than 
nine million people could be 
supplied with electricity for 
one whole year by the energy 
wasted during 1974 through the 
use of throwaway containers 
rather than returnable bottles. 
Crusade for a clener en¬ 
vironment has calculated that 
the energy wasted by the use of 
nonretumable soft-drink and 
beer containers last year was 
the equivalent of 115,000 
barrels of oil per day; or ap¬ 
proximately 1.7 billion gallons 
of gasoline, enough to operate 
nearly 1,700,000 automobiles, 
averaging 10 miles per gallon 
for a typical driving year of 
10,000 miles,” Rep. Pines said. 

Under the proposed 
Massachusetts legislation, a 


minimum deposit of 6 cents 
would be required on con¬ 
tainers with a capacity of less ' 
then 32 ounces. A 10-cent 
deposit would be required on 
containers with a capacity in 
excess of 32 ounces. 

The legislation is supported 
by CPPAX, Alternative 
Energy Coalition, and 
Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group.

Answer: Vicky Thomas, owner of the Blazing Salad was 
complimented and very happy to share the Fatush recipe. 
"Actually," she said, "Fatush is a bread salad and I use the 
pouch-like bread, Sahara, for it." Here it is: 


BLAZING SALAD'S FATUSH (BREAD SALAD I 

4 medium tomatoes, cut in wedges 

2 large green peppers, cut in strips 

2 medium onions, chopped 

10 stalks celery, diced 

Dressing: v 4 cup Wesson oil 
4 1 cup lemon juice 
Salt and pepper to taste 

1 large cucumber, diced 

5 sprigs parsley, chopped 

4 rounds of Sahara bread 

2 tablespoons dry mint, pulverized 

Combine tomatoes, green peppers, onion, celery, 
cucumber, parsley and dried mint. Separate bread into 2 
rounds and toast in oven until light golden (do not allow to 
burn); break bread into small pieces. Pour dressing over 
salad, mix well, add toasted bread; mix lightly and serve 
immediately. Serves 4. 


Question: A neighbor of mine told me of a most in¬ 
teresting dish she used to make, particularly in the winter 
time.

LAMB PILAF WITH VEGETABLES 
4 tablespoons salad oil 

14* pounds boneless lean lamb, cut in 1-lnch pieces

The frugal Pennsylvania Dutch and 
the thrifty Italian homemakers have one 
thing in common: noodles or pasta, 
depending on where you come from. To 
both cooks, they are the mainstay of many 
a meal since they have a wonderful way of 
making food go further. 

Pasta is a general name used to 
describe macaroni, spaghetti and noodles 
of over 300 varieties and shapes. Macaroni 
is short and tubular, spaghetti is longer 
and rod-shaped, noodles are flat and 
usually formed into ribbons. If you look on 
your grocer’s shelves you can find elbows, 
rods, shells, bows, stars, alphabets, 
spirals, curly ribbons, fine and wide 
noodles. Lasagne, one of the more popular 
pastas, looks like a noodle but is actually 
macaroni as it includes no egg. Noodles 
differ from macaroni and spaghetti in that 
they are made with eggs. 

The secret in preparing pasta is to 
cook it until it is tender yet firm, not 
sticky. The less water you use, the more 


vitamins you save. Pasta is entirely bland 
so it needs the excitement of good spicing, 
ripe cheeses, olive oil and what have you to 
arouse the tastebuds. 

You thought pastas were a no-no on a 
diet? Not so! Actually, according to the 
Durum Wheat Institute, pasta made from 
enriched durum wheats is ideal for calorie- 
controlled meals. Macaroni foods them¬ 
selves are relatively low in calories—102 
cal. per ounce for uncooked spaghetti and 
macaroni and 107 per ounce for uncooked 
noodles. And they combine readily with 
lean foods to stretch your calorie budget 
(and often the much-abused food budget 
loo). Develop expertise with the many 
pastas available—pasta is a thrifty way to 
stretch meat, fish and poultrv. 

PASTA SNAX 

(SNACKING THE INEXPENSIVE 
NUTRITIONAL WAY) 

2 cups enriched noodle bows 
2 cups enriched rotini 
1 cup long macaroni, broken into 14 * 
Inch pieces

Vegetable oil for deep fat frying

Fry, a few at a time, in 
preheated 400 degree oil for 2 minutes, or 
until golden brown. Spread out on ab¬ 
sorbent paper. Combine seasoned salt and 
onion salt. Sprinkle over warm pasta; mix 
in peanuts. Yields: 10 cups delicious pasta 
snax.

4b teaspoon EACH whole basil and pepper 
1 can (1042 oz.| condensed chicken broth 
1 cup water 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 can (1 lb.) tomatoes, pureed 

2 tablespoons EACH butter and flour 
2 cans (10 oz. ea.l whole baby clams 

Combine potato, onion, celery, carrot, 2 tablespoons of 
the parsley, bay leaf, basil, pepper, chicken broth, water, 
salt and tomatoes. Cover and bring to a boil, simmering 
gently until vegetables are just tender, about 10 minutes. In 
a small pan, heat butter and blend in flour, stirring and 
cooking for 1 minute. Gradually stir in 4* cup of the liquid 
from the vegetables. Stir this sauce into the soup. Add 
clams and their liquid and bring just to a boil, stirring. 
Remove from heat and ladle chowder into serving dish. 
Sprinkle remaining parsley over all. Serves 6-8,

A gift of $68,500 was 
presented by Noemi No. 11 to 
Dr. Melvin J. Glimcher, or¬ 
thopaedic surgeon-in-chief of 
Children’s Hospital Medical 
Center, for the Hospital’s new 
Galt Analysis Laboratory. 

Noemi No. 11, United Order 
True Sisters, is an organization 
of women devoted to philan¬ 
thropy for crippled children. 
The group has worked for 
seven years to raise money for 
the laboratory. 

The laboratory which is part 
of the Department of 
Orthopaedic Surgery, is the 
first of its kind in New England 
and one of only five in the 
United States. Its facilities are 
part of the new Rehabilitation 
Engineering Research Center, 
a joint program of Children's 
Hospital Medical Center, 
Harvard Medical School, and 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

The broad aim of the 
program is the rehabilitation of 
children with a wide range of 
disabilities through the close 
collaboration of engineers, 
physicians, and other health 
professionals. Dr. William 
Berenberg, Senior Associate in 
Medicine at Children's, is 
director of the Harvard-M.I.T. 
Rehabilitation Engineering 
Research Center. 

The Gait Analysis 
Laboratory, which will serve 
as a diagnostic referral center 
for children with disorders of 
walking, contains facilities for 
their complete biomechanical 
and electromyographic gait 
analysis. With the aid of 
computers, cameras, and 
sophisticated electronic 
equipment, physicians and 
engineers will analyze the 
electrical signals and function 
of muscles. Using the same 
theories and equipment, 
physicians will also apply their 


knowledge to analyses of upper 
extremeties. 

"Once we discover how these 
muscles function in gait" said 
Dr. Glimctier, "then we can 
devise ways to enable many of 
these children to walk more 
normally and to feed and clothe 
themselves - a giant step 
forward in allowing them to 
become independent and self- 
reliant adults." 

Dr. Glimcher is the Harriet 
M. Peabody Professor of 


Orthopaedic Surgery at 
Harvard and Orthopaedic 
surgeon-in-chief at Children’s 
Hospital. Others associated 
with the Gait Analysis 
laboratory are: Dr. John E. 
Hall, chief of clinical service of 
the Department of Orthopaedic 
Surgery at Children's; Dr. 
Sheldon Simon, assistant in 
orthopaedic surgery at 
Children's, and Dr. Carlo De 
laca, research associate at 
Children’s.

‘THE MARRIAGE

The traditional marriage 
ceremony in all denominations 
Is the process of change, the 
music is changing...both in¬ 
struments and selection.

It is time ladies and gentlemen, for our bi¬ 
weekly riddle. What do Catfish Hunter and 
Dave Forbes have in common? No, it is not 
that one man’s last name describes the other 
man's personality. No, it is not that each 
man's deal will take three years. Give up? It 
is that both of these athletes are getting 
exactly what they deserve. Let us take a 
closer look at these two men who have 
dominated the Boston sports pages in recent 
weeks. 

Catfish Hunter's situation was so unique 
that we were not really sure for whom we 
were rooting. We knew we wanted Hunter to 
sign with the Red Sox but we were also of¬ 
fended that this man was deciding between 
millions while we were figuring out where the 
next car payment was coming from. When the 
decision finally came, it was anti-climactic— 
as if, after all the millions were being thrown 
around, Hunter killed the fantasy by actually 
taking the money. 

We were all disappointed that the Red Sox 
didn’t sign him but the team's statement on 
the matter seemed both sensible and almost 
heroic. We heard Dick O'Connell tell us how 
the bidding could cause dissension on the Red 
Sox and how Hunter's demands could ruin the 
team's basic structure. Then the local scribes 
chimed in with words of praise on the Red Sox 
integrity and good sense. We were almost 
thankful that the Red Sox dropped out. 
Almost. The whole thing made me sick. 

We will take the business argument first. 
The important thing to remember is the 
Hunter's situation is totally unprecedented. 
The ball club’s salary structure might be 
raised slightly but the other stars on the team 
are contractually bound to certain salaries’ 
and Hunter’s free agent status does not alter 
it at all. Additionally, Hunter’s money is not 
up front—that is not paid to him at once. It is 


over a period of years, with many fringe 
benefits as part of the amount. 

This would be paid back in full with in¬ 
creases of attendance and future play-off 
shares. I know. Hunter does not assure a 
pennant. But he has proven to be the best 
pitcher in the game and more importantly, 
the best pressure pitcher in the game. The 
Red Sox could afford to sign Hunter—mostly, 
they could not afford not to sign him. 

We heard no squawks or outcries when Bill 
Walton or Kareem Abdul-Jabbar got two 
million dollars for signing out of college. That 
was because they got it through "legitimate" 
channels—the draft. This brings us to the 
second area of discussion—the morality of the 
whole deal. I am convinced that this aspect of 
the Hunter situation is the thing that sets most 
people on fire. 

Somehow we see Catfish as immoral or 
unethical by putting himself on the market. A 
"situation like this could mean dissension on 
the Red Sox." Worrying about more 
dissension on the Red Sox is like worrying 
about a thunderstorm during a ten-year flood. 
As far as Hunter's being unethical, picture 
him as a Harvard Law School graduate. He 
signs with a firm in Oakland and is quickly 
recognized as the best young lawyer in the 
country. He then discovers his firm has 
cheated him on his salary so he is legally free 
to look for other firms. What is his most 
sensible approach? Exactly what Catfish 
Hunter did. 

So, please do not hand me those self- 
righteous arguments that the Red Sox were 
smart not to sign Catfish Hunter. They were 
stupid and outmaneuvered from getting the 
one man who could change the ballclub. The 
Red Sox official explanation smacks of 
hypocrisy, excuses and downright ineptness. 


Ah, to be a Red Sox fan. Nothing but tears of 
aggravation and sadness. 

Now to Dave Forbes. His situation is more 
complex than Hunter's and much more im¬ 
portant. Where Hunter's case is completely 
unprecedented, Forbes’ case could have 
happened a dozen times—just change the 
names. 

I do not want to see Forbes in jail. He is a 
young man who did nothing more than half 
the hockey players in the league do each 
week. His only problem is that he got caught. 
However, here is the crucial point in the 
whole Forbes mess. Because other people do 
it does not make Forbes any less guilty. We 
heard the "everybody does it" argument with 
our former president. Remember—every 
politician does it. How about our heroic ex- 
vice-president, Mr, Agnew. Remember, all 
politicians are crooked. I did not buy it then 
and 1 will not buy it now. Irresponsible and 
illegal actions must be stopped. 

This type of argument has always been 
used when we term people “scapegoats." The 
problem with scapegoats is that they usually 
are absolved of their guilt. John Dean was 
terrific in nailing the crook in the White 
House, but he is still a criminal and should be 
in jail. William Calley may have just been 
following orders but he did pull the trigger 
and murdered many innocent people. He may 
be a scapegoat but he is also a criminal and 
should be in jail. So, while other hockey 
players use their sticks illegally and hockey is 
by nature a violent sport, Dave Forbes is still 
guilty of assault with a weapon. He is as guilty 
as Juan Marichal was when he attacked John 
Roseboro with a bat. Both should be punished. 

One final note. If we dismiss Forbes assault 
with intent to injure as just part of the game 
of hockey, what does that say about hockey.

Homemaker service 
honors Miss Curran 


Mr. and Mrs. Alex R. Miller 
are opening their home in 
Waban on Feb. 2, to members 
and former members of the 
Board of Directors of Inter¬ 
community Homemaker 
Service for a reception in honor 
of Katherine Curran, who is 
retiring after 11 years as 
executive director. 

Miss Curran came to the 
service, now at 1150 Walnut St., 
Newton Highlands, when it 
began. With her foresight and 
ability, the agency has grown 
from one employing 11 
homemakers to its present 
enrollment of 53. 

Last year these people 
served 47,876 hours, helping 
over 330 families by providing 
trained, competent help in 


Needham, Newton and 
Wellesley. Its first home was in 
the Red Cross bam in Newton. 

It was incorporated under 
the Laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts in June 1963. 
A grant of $60,000 for a three 
year period was obtained from 
the Suite Department of Health 
through the Communities 
Facilities Act. 

Three towns (Brookline, 
Needham and Wellesley) each 
contributed $400, and Newton 
gave $1,000 to set up a fund to 
help needy families pay for 
service. 

Since 1963, the service has 
moved four times to acquire 
more space. A staff of four is 
kept busy trying to meet the 


needs of five communities for 
service. 

From being entirely sup¬ 
ported on government bounty, 
Intercommunity Homemaker 
Service has become an almost 
entirely independent com¬ 
munity agency. It has been 
accepted as a participating 
member of the United Way of 
Massachusetts Bay, and 
receives private donations. 

Miss Curran has been active 
in improving acceptance and 
standards for Homemakers 
throughout the state and is 
currently serving on the 
Executive Board of the 
Massachusetts Council for 
Homemaker Home Health 
Aides as treasurer.

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Man and Movement"exhibit of 
photography at Science Museum 


A photographer who has 
been recognized for four 
decades as a master at cap¬ 
turing the essence of 
movement is now exhibiting 
highlights of his career in the 
Washburn Gallery at Boston's 
, Museum of Science. 

Gjon Mili, Albanian bom and 
a premiere photographer for 
Life magazine for 34 of its 36 
years, utilizes to its limits the 
remarkable ability of a strobe 
flash to crystallize the flow of 
motion into a sharp, 
breathtaking picture. Caught 
by a flash of light that lasts 
only a tiny fraction of a second, 
ice skaters, athletes, and 
everyday people in motion all 
demonstrate the unconscious 
grace of the human body. 

Mili spent his boyhood in 
Southern Roumania and came 


to the United States in 1923 to 
attend the Massachusetts 
institute of Technology, where 
he received a B.S. in electrical 
engineering. He went on to do 
graduate work with 
Westinghouse Electric and 
Manufacturing Company and 
subsequently became a 
research engineer in the 
Westinghouse Lamp Division. 

A Mili’s fascination with the 
possibilities of stroboscopic 
photography grew, he devoted 
more and more time to per¬ 
fection the procedures and his 
ability. In 1938, photography 
became his full-time oc¬ 
cupation. He cites his long 
association with M.I.T. 
professor Harold E, Edgerton, 
whom he met in 1937, as a 
major motivating force in his 
career. 



Mili employs a variety of 
techniques to produce his 
svartling photograpjs. Using a 
single flash of light “from the 
strobe, he Is able to freeze one 
moment of motion on his film. 
Using multiple flasjes and 
expowures, Mili records the 
succession of movements "that 
combine to make a single 
"completed movement. 
Through this technique, for 
example, a girl skipring rope is 
seen within a latticework of 
white tracery produced b the 
revolutions of the rope. 

Another approach that has 
yielded interesting effects for 
Moli is photographing a 
stationary estsubject while 
penning thg camera across it. 
The repeated image that 
parades across the resulting 
photograph gives an effeevive 
feeling of symmetry. 

In his study of motion, Mili 


has aimed his camera at 
participants in all of the per¬ 
forming arts and a list of his 
subjects reads like a who's 
who. But he has not limited 
himself to theatre—a 1973 
assignment from Time, Inc. 
took him to the . Watergate 
hearings, where he spent four 
months and nearly 200 rolls of 
film photographing the wit¬ 
nesses. 

Some of the unusual pictures 
that came out of this assign¬ 
ment can be seen in I jfe's The. 
year in pictures—1973. 

In all his work, Mili seeks to 
capture with his camera 
moments that are much too 
fleeting for the human eye. The 
exhibition at the Science 
Museum, entitled "Man and 
Movement," gives us an in¬ 
triguing look at those sights. 
The photographs will remain at 
the Museum through March 31.

A new type of "rissing 
persons" fraud, which preys 
upon those whose loved ones 
have disappeared, has been 
uncovered by the U.S. Postal 
Inspection Service. 

Investigation by Postal in¬ 
spectors recently resulted in 
the conviction of the operator 
of a Warren. Mich., "recovery 
bureau" on mail and wire 
fraud charges. 

The operator attempted to 
collect $20,000 from a 
California man on the basis of 
fraudulent claims that his 
"recovery bureau" knew the 
whereabouts of the Califor¬ 
nian’s missing former wife and 
children, according to Postal 
inspectors. 

The Californian traveled to 
Michigan on the basis of 
promises that he could find and 
recliam his family there. He 
became suspicious when his 
contact demanded a $20,000 
advance payment. He refused 
to pay and returned to 
California. , 

Subsequent investigation by 
Postal inspectors disclosed 


that the ex-wife and children 
had never been in Michigan. 
The Michigan operator's claim 
that he had information about 
the missing family resulted 
from his receipt of a routine 
notice from a private in¬ 
vestigator seeking assistance 
in finding his California client’s 
ex-wife and children. 

The operator was found 
guilty on four counts of mail 
and wire fraud and was sen¬ 


tenced to three years 
probation. 

But the Postal Inspection 
Service cautioned that families 
with missing children or 
spouses should be alert to 
persons who demand money 
for information leading to the 
whereabouts of those missing 
persons. Law enforcement 
authorities should be contacted 
when such overtures are made, 
to assure their validity,

(ASH) to require a much 
larger health warnings on all 
ads. One proposal even 
suggests that the major 
diseases caused by smoking- 
emphysema, chronic bron¬ 
chitis, lung cancer, coronary 
heart disease-be listed in the 
health warning. Cigarette 
industry groups have indicated 
the larger, longer warnings 
would virtually nullify their ad 
message and amount to a ban 
on advertising.

via transworld radio.

NEWTON-Before the 
Wayland match, the Newton 
South wrestling team was still 
undefeated, Coach Arells 
Kojoyian saw his grapplers win 
their eighth and ninth matches 
of the year as the Lions topped 
a much improved Weston 
team, 33-15, and a very tough 
Milford squad, 34-15. 
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Going into the match against 
South, Weston had three 
wrestler who were undefeated. 
They were in the first three 
weight classes, 100,107 and 114. 

Weston's 100-pounder 
remained unbeaten as he 
pinned South's Ronny Ixtm- 
bardo in the first period. Chuck 
Dippo usually wrestles at that 
weight but an injury forced 
him to miss the match. 

Luis MacDonald, one of the 
many undefeated wrestlers on 
the South team, stayed that 
way by soundly decisioning his 
once unbeaten foe by an 8-4 
score. Bobby Paisner at 114 
pounds easily won his match in 
the battle of the unbeatens as 
he crushed his opponent by an 
11-2 count. 

Gary Fireman absorbed his 
second defeat of the season at 
121 lbs. when he was shut out 7- 
0 by his strong Weston coun¬ 
terpart. Frank Tarantino won 
his second match of the year at 
128 lbs. as he came out on top of 
a 4-0 score. 

Co-captain Peter Nathanson 
copped his eighth straight win 
of the season at 134 lbs. as he 
outclassed his man by a 9-0 
margin. Howie Appelstein 
needed only one minute and 
eight seconds to pin his foe in 
the 140 lb, weight class. That 
was Appelstein's seventh win 
against only one loss. 

Craig Sowsy ran his record to 
5-0 with a 5-3 win at 147 lbs. 
Aaron Moynahan lost his first 
match of the year at 157, losing 
in a very tough bout, 14-10. 
South coaches Kojoyian and 
assistant Chuck Hurwitz were 
not exactly thrilled with the 
officiating in the match as they 
felt Moynahan got robbed, but 
the wrestler said after the 


match that the official did not 
lose it for him. 

Keith Washington at 167 lbs. 
lost by a 3-0 score. The score at 
that time stood South 21, 
Weston 15. 

Co-captain Peter Maples 
clinched the match for the 
Lions when he pinned his man 
midway through the third 
period. Maples’ record now 
stands at 8-0, and over two 
years he has a record of 21 
wins, 0 losses and 1 tie. 

Heavyweight Scott Groper 
ran his record to 8-0 also with a 
pin in the third period. 

Tough Milford match 

The Newton South gym was 
packed with people to see if the 
Lions could get their ninth win 
in a row against an extremely 
strong Milford team. 

The Lions got a great break 
in the match before it even 
started as their 121 lb. grappler 
stepped on the scales at the 
.weigh-in and was one-half 
pound overweight, giving 
South a very important six 
point forfeit. 

Coach Kojoyian told his team 
before the match, "You've got 
a great break, but you must 
take advantage of it. Everyone 
must wrestle his best because 
Milford's still got a very tough 
team." 

Milford took an early lead in 
the match as their 100 pounder 
beat Chuck Dippo by a score of 
11-4. Crowd-pleasing Luis 
McDonald got his ninth 
straight win of the year as he 
topped his foe, 11-7. Bobby 
Paisner's unbeaten streak 
came to an end as he was 
beaten 10-3 in the 114 lb. match 
match. 

All Gary Fireman had to do 
was to take off his orange-and- 


blue robe, walk to the middle of 
the mat and get his hand raised 
for the forfeit. The robes were 
acquired this year by Coach 
Kojoyian and both the wrestler t 
and the fans like them very 
much. 

Bruce Arafe wrestled the 
best match of his Newton South 
career as he won over an un¬ 
defeated opponent at 128 lbs., 7 
to 4. Kojoyian called this match 
the key to South's victory. 

Peter Nathanson and his 
Milford opponent, Dave 
Nigroddi, were both District 
champions last year, Nigorddi 
at 121 lbs. and Nathanson at 
128. Last year at the District 
matches they became good 
friends, also. This year it 
figured to be a great match 
between the two undefeated 
wrestlers at 134 lbs. 

It could have been, but 
Nigroddi injured his ankle 
early in the second period and 
could not continue wrestling. 
Nigroddi gamely tried to 
wrestle on the bad ankle, but he 
just could not put any pressure 
on it.

Women Building Dream Home 


By DOROTHEA BROOKS 

NEW YORK (UPI) - What 
happens when a group of 
women get together to plan and 
build a “dream house?" 

They compromise, even as 
you and I. 

The nine-room house, now a 
reality in Dallas where it was 
constructed for the National 
Association of Home Builders 
(NAHB) Convention and Expo¬ 
sition (Jan. 19-23), is at¬ 
tractive, livable. But it isn’t 
entirely to specification. 

The planners drew up their 
ideas —more than 100 of them, 
leading to the “100-Plus Idea 
House” label —at a design 
seminar cosponsored by 
American Home magazine and 
the NAHB Women's Auxiliary 
at the association's spring 
meeting last May. The ob¬ 
jective was a livable, enjoyable 
home that would not only save 
fuel energy but conserve the 
energy of the housewife and 
her family. 

"This will be a house by and 
for women who spend much of 
their time homemaking,'’ the 
planners told American Home. 
It is that, although “construc¬ 
tion by committee" and some 
of the hard facts faced by 
anyone who builds a house 
caused some changes along the 
way. 

It was executed by a team 
consisting of archit p fz3 dozen 
or so builder members of the 
Home & Apartment Builders 
Association of Metropolitan 
Dallas, a handful of editors, 
and scores of suppliers and 
subcontractors. American 
Home, which will feature it, did 
the decorating and General 
Electric, a cosponsor, designed 
kitchen, laundry-sewing room 
and lighting. 

Compromise No. 1: the 
women wanted a two-story 


house. The Idea House is an 
attractive, somewhat unusual, 
2,600-square-foot one-level 
home —two rectangular wings, 
linked by an entry foyer, and a 
separate carport with storage 
space. The change was dic¬ 
tated primarily by marketing 
considerations in the Dallas 
area. 

The change required com¬ 
promises in floor plan; at first 
glance, for instance, a woman 
might wish kitchen and laun- 
dry-sewing-hobby room were 
not separated by the family 
room. The individual rooms, 
however, are so outstanding 
there is little room for com¬ 
plaint. 

The large kitchen is a 
rounded U-shape inside a 
rectangle. This gains storage 
space in comers and allows for 
a family-sized table and chairs 
in the center. One comer, 
adjacent to the family room, is 
open from counter to ceiling 
with a breakfast bar located on 
the family room side. There is 
an abundance of cabinets and a 
pantry closet. Appliances in¬ 
clude two self-cleaning wall 
ovens, built-in microwave 
oven, energy-saving frostfree 
refrigerator-freezer with door 
dispenser for crushed ice and 
cubes, quick-cleaning cooktop, 
soundproof dishwasher, gar¬ 
bage disposer and trash com¬ 
pactor. 

The laundry-sewing-hobby 
room is nearly 12 by 15 feet, 
providing ample work and 
storage space, including cabi¬ 
nets, open shelves and closets. 
There is a built-in ironing 
board that can be left open, 
automatic washer and dryer, 
sin’., sewinghobby counter. It 
is bright and airy, a pleasant 
place to work and a place 
where you can close the doors 
on clutter. 

In the same wing are the 


family room with vaulted 
ceiling and fireplace, separate 
dining room with eight-foot 
storage recess, and two chil¬ 
dren’s bedrooms with com- 
partmented bath between. 

In the connecting wing, 
designed as a private domain 
for adults, are a vaulted ceiling 
living room, master bedroom 
with bath, and a study-guest 
room and powder room. 

Each wing has separate 
controls for heating and coo¬ 
ling. To save ground space, the 
air-conditioning system is 
mounted on the roof of each 
wing and concealed within two 
redwood, box-shaped cupolas. 

The exterior is of light- 
reflecting pale brick with in¬ 
serts of grooved exterior siding 
set on the diagonal. The hipped 
roofs of cedar shingles have 
wide overhangs for shading 
against strong sunlight in 
summer. Gutters and down¬ 
spouts are concealed. 

Among 24 energy-saving 
ideas incorporated, the house 
has maximum insulation and 
all windows have double- 
glazed insulating glfiss. To 
save nearly half the energy 
required for conventional 
incandescent lighting, 
fluorescent lighting systems 
were utilized for eight major 
locations and those in¬ 
candescent units that were 
used called for small bulbs. 

The house is not inexpensive. 
Cost figures are not in yet and 
would, of course, vary in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the country. 
However, there are ideas in it 
for almost anyone. 


The husky, 53-year-old man 
thinks he has a pretty good way 
to make a living. He has been 
at it 26 years and has worn out 
countless pairs of brogans. 

"I have my regular custom¬ 
ers and do pretty good some 
days," he said. “I’d rather be 
doing this than picking up 
something that doesn’t beloni 
to me." 

Taking care of lawns is 
Silers’ business and residents 
of affluent neighborhoods know 
him by his reputation. He does 
not solicit work from door-to- 
door, or advertise his services, 
because he has no telephone. 
But his satisfied customers 
pass the word around and he 
keeps busy. 

Silers does not know how to 
drive, but he is as proud of his 
bike as if it was a flashy sports 
car. 

“I bought it on April 26,1965, 
for J60,” he said. “They asked 
372.95 for it but I got it cheap." 

Up front in the basket under 
a worn black plastic trash can 
liner are his tools needed to 
keep the bike running. He has a 
hand tire pump, assorted cans 
of oil, and several types of 
wrenches. Often it also carries 
food or soft drinks home to the 
family he supports. 

Silers cannot use public 
transportation to get him to 
and from his jobs because 
there is no reliable system in 
Montgomery. When operating, 
there were only a few buses 
running to the areas where 
Silers finds his work and they 
have been parked for some 
time, first because of a strike 
and then later because of a 
controversy over who should 
run them. Even when they 
were running, it would have 
been difficult for Silers to try to 
gauge his seifemployment to 
their haphazard schedules. 

So Silers pedals his bike for 
several hours each day, often 
through rain or searing heat. 

Silers has no formal educa¬ 
tion but has memorized the 
letters of his name. He can 
recognize it when it is spelled

The author’s thesis Is that 
supertankers with their im¬ 
mense cargoes of oil are 
spoiling the oceans. He 
believes further that their 
potential for pollution on a 
monstrous scale is far too 
much for nature to handle. 

Everything about them is 
outsiz^J. Longer than a foot¬ 
ball field, the biggest carries 
372,000 tons of oil. And the 
supertankers keep on being 
built larger. A million-top ship 
now is being contemplated. 

Chockful of facts, perhaps 
too many facta for the reader to 


digest, the book envisions a 
frightening new world of the 
sea where computers operate 
the ship and the captain is 
called a “manager.”

"If the $3-a-barrel tax is 
allowed to stand, tens of 
thousands of jobs will be lost as 
industries and businesses are 
forced to close, further 
aggravating the present 
unemployment crisis in 
Massachusetts. Increased 
welfare and unemployment 
claims would make 
unavoidable new state taxes 
this year. We cannot permit 
this added burden on the 
already oppressed 
Massachusetts taxpayer. 
Estimates show fuel charges 
on electric bills would increase 
substantially, in some cases as 
much as 30 percent. Fur¬ 
thermore, the proposed tax 
would deny taxpayers in 


Massachusetts the economic 
benefits of the anticipated cut 
in federal personal income tax.

But the answer to these 
national problems is not in 
higher prices for New England 
along," Rep. Pines said. 

"Instead of higher prices, we 
are suggesting a mandatory 
national program of allocating 
oil resources. A mandatory 
allocation program will allow 
the burden to be distributed 
equally in all parts of the 
nation and will permit a 
reduction of oil imports. An 
allocation program applied 
only to gasoline could probably 
attain Mr. Ford's goal of a one- 
million-barrel-a-day reduction 
in oil imports."
